Internal Situation 

The chief subjects of interest during the 
quarter were the rejection by the Majlis 
of the proposed Soviet-Persian Oil Agree¬ 
ment , the resignation of Qavajn'a sixth 
Government; increased participation by 
the Shah in political matters; and the 
measures taken hy the military authorities 
for the security t>F the frontier areas, 
especially h\ the miimiing-np of un¬ 
desirable elements in Northern Persia. 

The .Ifaj/te and th< Oil Question 

2. The quarter opened with a slight re' 
taxation of tension over the Soviet-Persian 
oil question, which can lie attributed in 
part to the hardening of Persian opinion 
on (he subject, leaving no room for doubt 
that the Majlis would repudiate the 
Qavam Sadchikov exchange of letters It 
was also due, iti larger measure, to the fact 
that the Soviet Government, shortly after 
the receipt of a note from the Persian 
Hover nine lit m 1st October requesting the 
removal of Russian tn.wips from (he frontier 
area "in order to restore normal condition* 
on the frontier/' did, in fart, on 4th Octo¬ 
ber withdraw in the direction of Baku the 
troops which had been carrying out 
maiKcuvjTs in the neighbourhood of Julia 
and simultaneously moved troops westward 
along the Trans-Caspian Hallway away 
from the Persian frontier east of Asbqa- 
bad. Although the war of nerves was thus 
slightly relaxed* the oil question continued 
to monopolise |H>litieal interest, 

3 Qavam obtained a vote of confidence 
from the Majlis for the declaration of 
policy of his sixth Cabinet on 5th October 
bv $3 votes to 12 with 15 abstentions, 
though tbis vote explicitly excepted the oil 
question; and intensive lobbying took place 
during the First three weeks of October in 
the expectation that Qavam would shortly 
submit a report to the Majlis on the oil 
question, the Chamber itself being occupied 
in the meanwhile with routine business, 
such as tU- it- i■ > > T its president and 


officers. The only new development during 
this period was the proposal put forward 
by the Deputy Abbas Massudi that a purely 
Iranian company should be established for 
the exploration and exploitation of the 
North Persian oil ureas; this proposal ob¬ 
tained considerable support, chough doubt* 
were expressed in many quarters as to tIn¬ 
ability of the Persians to make such a com¬ 
pany a working concern if they relied 
solely upon their own resources. There was 
also an undercurrent of opinion demanding 
that the Government should take action 
against British interest* over the question 
of Bahrein and by demanding revision of 
the A. UO.U conceasinu, 

4. The Prime Minister submitted his re¬ 
port U> the Majlis on 23rd October; his 
intention in doing so was to have the North 
Persian oil question referred to a commis¬ 
sion of the Chamfer without a full debate 
or inullediitT,e vote un the substance of his 
]U4d exchange of letters with Sadehikov; 
the Opposition, on the other hand, wished 
for a full debate and hoped that i( would 
lead to a vote of no confidence and the 
resignation of Qiivam Queuin'* report was 
a lengthy document dealing with his con¬ 
versations in Moscow in the spring of 194(1; 
with the evacuation of Allied troops from 
Persia; the insurrection in Azerbaijan; 
and his subsetpient negotiations with the 
Soviet Government oil the oil question. It 
emphasised t ho constant Russian press in¬ 
to which he hud been subjected and left the 
Majlis to decide whether he should sign 
a final agreement with the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment on the lines of the exchange of 
letters. The repori did not recommend the 
acceptance of the proposed arrangement l>y 
the Majlis and us general effect was to 
draw at tent ion to the particularly difficult 
circumstances at the time and to absolve 
the Prime Minister himself from any 
blame for having signed the exchange of 
lettere. 

5, The Majlis was then asked to vote 
upon a resolution. proposed by Dr. Shafaq, 
the chairman of (he Foreign Relations 
Committee This resolution* which in spite 
of the Prime Minister's appeal for caution 
and delay, was voted under the procedure 
for double urgency with only one dissen¬ 
tient voice, provided that— 

(<i) tlie Qavnm Sadchikov exchange of 
letters of 15)4(1 was considered null 
and void and without effect, 
although it was stated that the 
Prime Minister had acted in good 
faith in undertaking the discuss ions; 
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{h} a technical and scientific survey of 
oil deposits should Ik> undertaken by 
the Government within a period of 
five years so that the Majlis might 
inakc arrangements, in the form of 
law*, for Lhe commercial exploita¬ 
tion of these deposits; 

(c) no oil concessions should Ik 1 granted 
to foreigners nor any companies 
established with foreign share¬ 
holding for the purpose of exploit¬ 
ing Persia’s oil resources; 

(i I) the Government might negotiate 
with the Soviet Government for the 
sale of any oil found in Northern 
Persia under (6) above; and 
(i .) the Government should undertake 
negotiations and measures to 
“ redeem the rights of the nation 
regarding the country's resources in 
instances where these rights had 
1 1 cen impai red, * 1 esqiei:.ia 1 Iv regard- 
iog the oil in the south/’ 

6. Soviet reactions to the passing of this 
resolution were milder than had at one 
time been expected, They were limited to 
diplomatic notes of protest accompanied by 
violent personal attacks on Qavnm by the 
Hussion, press and radio* which took the 
line that the Government of Persia was in 
the hands of unscrupulous reactionaries 
who were discriminating against the Soviet 
Union and selling the country to American 
imperialism. The Soviet Ambassador 
pointedly absented himself from the Shah’s 
ceremonial reception on hi* birthday. 
27th .October* and in hi* note of 20th 
November he stated that the Persian 
G overnmen Us J1 |*>1 icy wa* i m inns i stent 
with the maintenance of friendly relations 
between the two Governments and Persia 
was alone responsible for any mnsequence* 
that might ensue/ 

7. There were no repercussions of n more 
violent kind during the quarter, though 
rumours were current that the Soviet 
Government were preparing intervention 
by organised bodies of Persian and 
Kurdish emigres for a later date. There 
were also signs that the recrudescence of 
Tudeh Party activities, to which attention 
was drawn in the Iasi report, was con¬ 
tinued. Tudeli followers ai Ahwaz were 
reported to have expressed confidence of a 
return of better times for she fortunes of 
their party at no distant date; secret meet¬ 
ings were held at Abadan and several 
Tudeh leader* are reported to have 
returned to that town; and the Tudeh 
Party in Gil an and Mazendcran is said Ln 
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have been entirely reorganised and to \m 
renewing its activities.

h. Once the North Persian oil question 
had been dealt wUli by the Majlis intrigues 
against the Prime Minister which haul been 
latent came to a lu ad. The Shah had pre¬ 
viously expressed to me hi* determination 
to get rid of the Prime Minister us sain 
as this issue was settled, and in spite of an 
increase in the Prime Minister * prestige 
owing to (lit* dexterity with winch he had 
handled Uil j oil question, hi* enemies in 
the country were numerous enough to give 
ample support to such intrigues on the part 
of the Majlis Deputies The ft rat evident 
signs of trouble were the refusal by the 
Majlis iti the end of November to accept 
the Government’s budget for HTK the 
Deputies merely agreeing to approve a con¬ 
tinuation of Government expenditure oil a 
month-to-month basis. Theft* was also 
much criticism of Government extrava¬ 
gance and of Qavam; also of the power 
given to him under the Military Govern¬ 
ment Act* which certain Deputies sought 
to revoke, 

fi. The second phase was a split in the 
ranks of the Democrat Party and the 
defection from Qavam of a number of 
dissident members, who persuaded the 
President of the Chamber. Sardar FakhoT 
Tlekmat, to lead them. This called forth 
front Qavam a strong appeal for unity, 
which was prepared for the Majlis and, 
when a quorum was withheld, was even¬ 
tually broadcast on 1st Dccemlicr Qavam 
also mode a " confident in I “ speech to 
members of bis party on 3rd December 
which fount I its way into the press. These 
statements included passages affirming 
that the Prime Minister had embarked on 
discussions about the A I.O r concession* 
and about the return of ,i ah rein to Persian 
sovereignty and that he would insist on 
satisfaction for the Persian people. These 
remarks were probably made in an effort 
to obtain Left-wing support, with which 
to counter the attack from his own sup¬ 
porters, or, at the worst, to enable him to 
pone a* a champion of Iranian indepen¬ 
dence and national interests in preparation 
for his return to office At a later date, 
in. Certain Other passage* hi ibese two 
statement* were alleged to have contained 
veiled criticism of the Shull, and although 
these charges were never substantia tod it 
was largely on the strength of them that 
the crisis came to a head on 4th December 
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when all mcmtssrs of the Cubits, except 
two who were absent from Teh rati, 
resigned (it is believed, on instructions 
from the Shall), leaving the Prime Minister 
isolated Qavara thereupon asked the 
Majlis for a vote of confidence to enable 
Mm to form a new Ministry; the vole was 
taken on 10th December but Qaviuit was 
unable to obtain an absolute majority of 
the Deputies present (he obtained forty-six 
votes, thirl nine being east ngainst him, 
with twenty-seven abstentions). After a 
delay of a fortnight during which he 
watted in vain for a diplomatic passport 
Qavam left llie country for France m Both 
December. 

H. The fall of Qavam vras followed by a 
hiatus: for a week it was expected that 
the ! 'resident of the Chandier. Sardar 
Fakher Hekmat, would be the new Prime 
Minister. He obtained a majority in the 
Chamber and was summoned by the Shah* 
bnt r after several days' hesitation, he 
proved unable to form a Government and 
the task was then given to M. Ibrahim 
Hnkitrii. His Cabinet it weak and unsatis¬ 
factory one in which, however, the port¬ 
folio of War was given to General Yazdan 
Fanah. the Shah s principal A.DJA, was 
form'd during the last week of December, 

Thr Shah 

12. The fall of Qnvam seems likely to 
mark the end of a phase in the development 
of Persian publics. Earlier in the year 
there ha I already been signs of increased 
political activity by the court. The Shah 
had fdIt, siniT December IMS, that too 
much credit had been given to Qavam and 
iromfBdMt to himself as Commander-in- 
chief of the Anny for the military defeat 
iif the Azerbaijan Democrat r%inie; and 
he was nt pains more recently, particular!) 
liming his tour nf Azerbaijan in June and 
on the occasion of the military review at 
Tehran on 13th DtHeraber, the first anniver- 
saiy tif the entry of Persian troops into 
Azerbaijan (which coincided with the fall 
of Qnvuiii), to draw attention to the ptditi 
eal importance of the Crown and ihe army, 
There is, moreover, little doubt that line 
Shah look a lending part in the events 
leading to the end of Qavam s Government 
und that he will continue to exert a direct 
and increasing influence, hacked by the 
military authorities in the government of 
the count r y. I le has frefilliy uunpl&ilied 
to rue of the intractability of the Prime 
Minister anil on one occasion of the ineffi¬ 
ciency of the present Constitution. In 


particular be has expressed hope of 
securing further power for the Grown, 
including the right to dissolve the Majlis 
His Majesty has defined his principal aims 
as the raising of the standard of living 
so as to diminish the danger of Communist 
political infiltration, and an increase in 
the efficiency of the army and of its equip¬ 
ment, so as to make it into an effective 
instrument Ls> resist Soviet military 
aggression. 

Security of the Frontier A reus, 

13. The military authorities took over 
from the gendarmerie early in the year the 
maiming and control of the Persian 
frontier posts; during the quarter unde a 
review, two further steps were taken to 
increase the security of the frontier zones, 
In both of these eases action was accom¬ 
panied by friction with the Government 
and civil authorities, who maintained that 
they had not an adequate share in the 
taking of these decisions. 

14. From September onwards the 
General Stuff undertook measures to round 
up and transport to an internment tamp 
at B&drabad near Khorramabad in South- 
West Persia elements of the population of 
Azerbaijan and Northern Khorassan who 
were considered cither tin he immigrants 
from Russia and potential fifth columnists 
or Persian nationals who were unduly in 
sympathy with the Azerbaijan Democrat 
regime and the- Russians. The Chief of the 
General Staff kept the military attache 
informed of the progress of these measures 
and told him that the number removed to 
the transit camp in the south had reached 
5,000 by the end of November, Subse¬ 
quently, as the camp became full and as the 
process of screening proceeded, several 
hundred of the internees who were con¬ 
sidered to he innocuous were set at liberty, 
though still remaining under supervision; 
these men were to l>e given employment in 
Khuristan, somewhat to the alarm of the 
Governor of that province, who fell he was 
having wished on to him a group of men 
who might prove tiresome at a later date. 
At the end of October also the military 
Author! He* rounded up Tudch supporters 
in Northern Khonv&aan at the frontier town 
of Mohammad ahnd. and discovered it si nail, 
dump of arms at Meshed. They also 
arrested at Tabriz early in November a 
group of conspirators known as the 
" Azerbaijan Revenge Party." 


15. The second measure taken by tlae 
military authorities was Lht? establishment, 
early in November, of a bait about 53 miles 
wide along all of Persia's frontiers in 
which the movement of foreigners would be 
kept tinder supervision and their access 
would nnly he allowed wiib -pec ini military 
permit, In a conversation with the mili¬ 
tary &ttmM r the Chief of the General Staff 
sought to justify these measures by refer¬ 
ring to the improper activities of the 
Russian Vice-Consul at Maku in con tact mg 
local tribesmen. He added that the 
measures were in no sense directed against 
British subjects, that the convenience of die 
A.LO.C. had been considered and that bona 
ftdt travellers entering Persia with valid 
visas would be able to traverse ihe frontier 
zone without further ado 

16. In general, these measures are note¬ 
worthy both as a means of restricting 
Russian infiltration into Persia and as an 
example of the increasing tendency of the 
military authorities to intervene directly 
in administrative matters. The restriction 
on tile movement of foreigners in particu¬ 
lar are reminiscent of the situation existing 
under the Rcza Shah regime 

Tribal Affairs 

Fur,'! 

17. There has been some progress in the 
disarmament and pat ifteation of the 
Qashgai, The military authorities, with 
the full support of the Shah, opened nego¬ 
tiations both with the Qariietti brother* 
and also direct with the subordinate khans 
of tbe Qashgai tribes, thus by passing the 
Qtshgai brothers and to a considerable 
extent undermining their influence. 

IK. After conversations with the Gover¬ 
nor General at Shiraz. Nuser Khan visited 
Tehran in October ami is re| sorted to have 
been well received by the ^Imb. As Lhe 
same time, two of his brothers., Khosro and 
Mohammed Hussain, who had been making 
tenable in their capacity as Majlis 
Deputies for Fans, found it advisable to 
leave the country and proceed to Switzer 
land. There whs a slight check in the pro¬ 
gress of the negotiations for disarmament 
when it wsts believed that. Naser Khan had 
the support of the Prime Minister in 
resisting the demand a made of him hv the 
Chief of the General Staff; hut after his 
reception by the Shah, these difficulties 
appear to have been overcome and a satis¬ 
factory solution reached. 
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19. Disarmament proceeded slowly and 
almol BOM) modern rifles arid a huger 
number of rifles of antiquated pattern have 
now been surrendered by the Qashgai 
There is little doubt that a large mimlier of 
both still remain in the- hands of the tribes- 
men. At the end of November Government 
trot >ps ent ered Fi r n zal >at. I, the w i nte r head - 
quarters of the Qasbgai. and were well 
received by the local population. The 
presence of this garrison is expected to 
accelerate the process of disarmament, 

fifth htifiri 

*J0. Some degree of unrest eon tinned in 
1 .1 ii- Bakhtiari country owing to the unpopu 
lari tv of Abul Q&rim Rnkhtiur, the eo- 
Governor. against whose retention in office 
the other lhikhtiari khans haw protested 
to Tehran without effect. He is believed to 
be ii proteg^ of Qavam-us-Salta neh and to 
have paid a considerable sum for his 
appointment. On his return to the south 
early in November his opponents held an 
indignation meeting at the oil-field village 
of Lalt and subsequently declared that they 
would deny passage to tiny representatives 
of the Central Government so long as Abul 
Q:isim remained Governor. 1 hey added 
that they would resist his return by fan? 
of arms, and concentrated their men at two 
strategic points on the route of access to the 
tribal winter area, 

21. The Chief of the General Stuff told 
military attache at the end of November 
that he did not take a serious view of the 
situation and that he had warned the klmns 
of the consequences of any disturbances and 
had urged them to surrender their arms 
before the Government took forcible 
measures to collect them, The other co- 
Governor, Manuebehr Asad, who was the 
bearer of this message, was refused passage 
by the dissidents and cut off from his 
winter quarter*: at the request of the 
Persian Government he was therefore given 
accommodation by the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company at the oil-field town of Masj id-i- 
ftuleiman Abul CJasim meanwhile remains 
near Isfahan, outside the area affected,

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Public Health 

i23, The Public Health authorities have 
been active in quarantine matters, and the 
Minister. Dr. Iqbal, made various visits to 
frontier posts iu order to ensure that the 
quarantine arrangement* and the inoeula- 
p ions against < holera were being carried out 
satisfactorily, In addition to the outbreaks 
of cholera in Egypt and Pakistan, which 
caused i.ht* Persian Government to plate 
many restrictions on travellers from other 
Middle Eastern countries, some excitement 
was caused in Novcndwr hy rutnours of an 
outbreak of plague in a group of live small 
villages north of Kermanshah These 
reports gave t3ie Iraqi Government an 
opportunity to retaliate against the Persian 
travel restrictions by imposing a ban on 
entry into Iraq of all travellers from 
Persia. After investigations had l*een 
made by the Ministry of Health and the 
Pasteur Institute, it was stater! that the 
outbreak was not one of plAgtie but of 
pulmonary anthrax; nevertheless, some 
uncertainty stil'l seems to attach to the exact 
nature of the disease, 

24. A severe lot-a I earthquake occurred 
on 1st October in the village of Uanlatabad, 
neat 1 Qain, with a death roll of over 490; 
further shocks a fortnight later resulted in 
the destruction of five villages in the 
Birjand area, with further loss of life. 

Economic Development 

25 Economic problem* received scant 
attention, the minds of Ministers and 
Deputies being alike preoccupied with the 
North Persian oil question. The seven year 
plan and the Morrison Kimdseu report 
were referred to a special committee, with 
instructions to make specific recommeuda- 
Lions, bill with Qav&ui s fall it is now 
possible thiu the seven-year plan will he 
allowed to fade into the background. 

2b A determined effort was made Hy the 
Governor of the Bank Melli to induce the 
Government to accept the devaluation of 
the rial. The International Monetary 
Fund has already protested to Persia 
against the maintenance of a dual rate of 
exchange, but M. Ebtehaj'» endeavum-s to 
stabilise the rate at about 200 rials met 
with such opposition that he was obliged to 
withdraw his proposal. He is now 
endeavouring to stabilise the free market 
rate at abuiii 200 rials, but without* any 
definite result so far. Owing to the oncer- 
tainty as to the future rale of exchange, the 
Exchange Control Commission granted 


practically no [lermits during the quarter 
for the payment of imported goods, with 
the result that trade was seriously 
restricted. 

27. A Bill restricting the activities of 
foreign trader* was tabled by the Minister 
of National Economy in October and was 
referred to a parliamentary commission. 
The Bill contains many objectionable 
features, including the reservation to 
Persian nationals of all agencies id foreign 
firms. With the change of Government it 
is not yet know n whether the Bit! will, now 
become law, 

28. Little progress was made with public 
works in Azerbaijan. Thu work on the new 
extension of the railway continued; the 
number of men employed was not great and 
unemployment in Azerbaijan continued. 
With the expected abandonment of the 
seven-year plan now that the new Govern¬ 
ment has been formed, it is in Em? feared that 
no new public works will bs ordered and the 
distress and unemployment will continue 
and cams hardship in the winter and early 
spring. 

Labour and Trade Unions' Affairs 

29. Continued uncertainty regarding the 
Fate of the Ministry of Labour obstructed 
progress, and the Ministry's officials, un¬ 
willing to add to the opposition already 
directed at them, avoided positive action. 
No new labour legislation was promulgated 
and little was done to implement existing 
Legislation, It now seems probable that the 
present machine of the Ministry of Labour 
will, under the new Government, continue 
to operate under the control of an under¬ 
secretary, who will be supervised by the 
Minister of National Economy and will 
answer through him to the Majlis. 

UO Trade union affairs have made no 
progress. The Trade Union Congress held 
in OcMier November whs unsuccessful, the 
(invernmeni-spotiftpred unions (E.S.K.I.) 
and the independent unions (E.M.K.A.) 

I icing tumble to agree oil the composition of 
n joint executive committee. The inde¬ 
pendents broke away and held their own 
congress, only to add to general bewilder¬ 
ment a few weeks later when one of then 
leaders publicly announced his movement's 
support of Prime Minister Qavam, The 
* 11 wernmcijtsponsored E.S.K.I. union#, 
fonn i led «i v 1 maint&j ue< 1 by Qavam ’* 1 Jemo 
oral Party, took exception to anyone else 
offering allegiance to Qavam and occupied 
ibe premises of the independent up urn. 


With the release on bun from prison of 
Ijteza lliisLa on Hith November. 1947, the 
Tudeh trade union* were given a new loose 
of life, and whilst their rivals quarrel 
amongst themselves the Tudeh organisa¬ 
tions are slowly gaining ground. 

Foreign Relations 

The most important question in 
Persia's foreign relations hits already been 
desert bed at the beginning of this report. 
There were also one or two minor develop¬ 
ments worth recording. 

United Kingdom 

32. It has been agreed by His Majesty** 
Treasury that the 1942 Draft Railway 
Ag roe men t can, enti re ly with out prejudi ee. 
Ik? accepted as the basis of a claim hy the 
Persian Government for the use of Persian 
railways during the war. Owing to the 
uncertainty of the political situation it was 
considered inadvisable to reopen discus¬ 
sions with the Persian Government, 

33. The financial agreement readied in 
London on 30th September hy the Bank of 
England and the Bank Melli Iran was rati¬ 
fied hy the Persian Council of Mini ate ra, 
with some slight modifications. It has now 
been agreed to antedate the entry into force 
of the new agreement to the 10th August, 
1947. This will involve His Majesty's 
Government in some additional dollar 
liability, but this liability is more than 
balanced hy the waiver of the Persian claim 
to 60 per ('em. gold on increases in her 
sterling balances from 15th July, 1947. 
The gold payment involved by such a claim 
would have been in the neighbourhood of 
£3 million. 

(AS.&B. 

34. Soviet propaganda gave considerable 
publicity to allegations that the Persian 
Government had been wilfully obstructing 
lhe emigration of Armenians to the Soviet 
Union, The campaign was started by a 
Toss message at the end of September, to 
which the Persian Government issued a 
denial. The Persian Government appears 
to have stopped emigrations owing to com 
plaints from former emigrant*, who had 
subsequent ly escaped, about tlic shucking 
conditions these people met with on arrival 
in t lie Soviet 1 niun. Brought to I he capital 
under Russian auspices, a group of some 
500 Armenian? from the province* was held 

Ml i 


up in Tehran without means of support. 
The Persian Government subsequently 
arranged their resettlement iu Persia, while 
issuing n statement that they were entirely 
free to leave the country if tliev wished to 
do so, and that the Government was sxer- 
cisiug no pressure on them Lather to remain 
or to leave, 

35. The Soviet press mid. wireless con¬ 
tinued throughout the quarter to make 
much [day of the measures taken by the 
military authorities in Azerbaijan, re¬ 
ported in paragraph 14 above, which they 
rep resented os being repressive and dicta¬ 
torial steps taken against democratic 
sympathisers. 

36. The Soviet Consul at \hwaz showed 
signs of considerable activity during the 
quarter. Attorn pa nied fay three members 
of his staff he made an extensive visit to the 
oil-fields of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com¬ 
pany early in November, and asked a num¬ 
ber of questions about the company s opera¬ 
tion*. He was concerned both with techni¬ 
cal matters and. more particularly, with 
labour and political conditions in the area. 
He also took advantage of the arrival at 
Khorramshohr of a Soviet ship, the 
fi.s. CAvta* with u cargo of sugar, to 
arrange a dinner on board to which (he 
local authorities were invited, and during 
which hopeful reference* were made to the 
possibility of more frequent calls hy Soviet 
vessels at that port. He also made & tour 
by car of the neighbourhood of Khorram- 
shahr and appeared particularly interested 
in the nearby Iraqi frontier. 

United Spit*.* 

37. Considerable interest attaches to the 
negotiation* in progress for the supply of 
American armaments to Persia, A member 
of the United States Embassy made a pub¬ 
lic statement at the end of December 
defining the position as follows: A Persian 
Purchasing Mission went to Washington 
in May 1947 to hoy American surplus mili¬ 
tary stores and asked for credit terms. In 
June the United States Government had 
made proposals based on the grant of a 
$0-mtptnn-doHar credit for this purpose 
and gave the Persian Government five 
months in which to decide whether or not to 
accept them. In November the Persian 
Government had asked for two mouths 
more in which to make up their minds. 
This request was sent on to Washington hy 
the United States Ambassador and had 
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now been approved bv the United States

3tf. In addition to this credit, which is 
to be divided between the gendarmerie 
and the army, including the air forts?, 
respectively, in proportion of 5 million to 
*25 million dollars* the Shah and the Persian 
military authorities have expressed to the 
United States Ambassador their interest in 
the i tinned hi te purchase of new military 
equipment in a still higher total value.

42. No satisfactory settlement was 
reached in the Holmand River dispute. 
The Persian Government did not proceed 
with their intention to refer this question 
to the United Nations. As an alternative, 
the State Department suggested to both the 
Persian and Afghan representatives at 
Washington that the United Status Govern- 
merit would lie willing to help effect a 
settlement and proposed that a committee 
of “ neutral ’ ’ experts might be sent to 
Afghanistan to establish the facts. Al the 
same time, further negotiations could take 
place for a settlement for the future. The 
Peisiaxi Prime Minister also asked His 
Majesty's Govenunent to urge this sugges¬ 
tion on the Afghan Government, 

43. A deputation from the Ministry of 
Agriculture visited I he affected area round 
Seisiiin in October, accompanied by Ameri¬ 
can agricultural experts, hut appears to 
have reached no definite conclusion. At the 
end of October the Afghan Embassy 
informed the Persian Government that the 
flow of water in the Helmand River would 
probably shortly be resumed; water, in 
fact, reached Persian territory on 3rd 
November, enabling winter crops to he sown 
and refugees to return to Seistan from 
Zahsdan, h is still not clear, however, 
whether the shortage of water—which, had 
if been prolonged, would have caused con¬ 
siderable famine and distress next ycar- 
was due to natural causes or to Afghan 
interference; the first explanation seems, 
however, the more probable.

44. It was rumoured in the press that a 
further pact was to Ik* concluded between 
Turkey, Persia and Afghanistan on the 
lints of the Soadahad Treaty of 1937- This 
story was without foundation and was 
probably put in circulation by the pro-

stories of encirclement of Russia under 
American auspices. An attempt was marie 
to further Turko-IVMan cultural trial ions 
by the visit Lo Tehran cjf Turkish fi h nl 1 util 
and wrestling teams in October. Perhaps 
owing to a confusion of function between 
these teams the last football match 
degenerated into a free fight, and the Turks 
declared that they would never play against 
Persians again; hul calm was restored and 
face saved by n statement that the Turks 
had accepted an invitation to visit Persia 
again next year.

With reference to paragraph III of my 
repen t for quarter ended 30th September. 
1947, which was transmitted to you under 
cover of my despatch No. 435, I have the 
honour lo report that on 4th Jan nary 
certain members of the Tudeh Party in 
Tehran announced that they had left the 
party and would organise a new ^Socialist 
Tudeh Party, 

2. A manifesto issued by the new party 
praised the action taken by the Tudeh 
Party in working for the welfare of the 
people but criticised its " tactical mistakes 
and defects in organisation/' The mani¬ 
festo complained 1 but the party's leaders 
were unwilling to recognise reformist and 
progressive groups within the parLy and* 
by refusing during the past four years to 
bold animal vongresses, had denied party 
members the opportunity of expressing 
their views, it ended with a declaration 
of the policy of the new party which may 
be summarised a* follows:— 

(/i) The Socialist will continue lo pursue 
the ideology of the Tudeh Party. 

(h) The Socialists will further the more 
progressive aims of the Tudeh Party, 
avo i d i ng (he l u<-t i ca I m i s t a kes and 
organisational defects of their 
former leaders. 

(r) The righis of ihe workers will he de¬ 
fended anil the influence of im¬ 
perialists will lx* resisted. 

{</) The Ii--t-»s will follow the prin¬ 

ciples of “ scientific sialism/’ 

(ip) The Socialists, recognising the Pen 
tral United Council of Trade 
Unions us the only workers' organi¬ 
sation in Persia, expect that the 
recommendations made by El At is 
regarding reform of the Central 
United Council will be given effect. 


Expressing the hope that the leaders of 
the Tudeh Fart) would change their 
altitude in order that reunion of (he old 
and new parties might soon be possible, lhe 
Socialists gave I he assurance that they 
would fight for free do ei. at the side of the 
Tudeh Party. 

3. The twelve signatories to the mani¬ 
festo include members of the Central 
Executive of the Tudeh Parly and members 
of flic party‘a Provincial Committee for 
Tehran. There are, however, no leading 
Tudeh persona lilies among them. The 
moat important are Khalil Maleki (ex- 
member of the Central Executive Com¬ 
mittee), Anvar Khameyt (member of the 
Committee for Youth Organisations) and 
Hussein Maids (in charge of the party’s 
educational and training activities). 

4. The issue of the Socialist manifesto 
brought immediate response from the 
Tudeh Party which, in u public statement, 
belittled the aiUon of the seceseionisis 
"The separation was referred to as " an un¬ 
important incident in the evolution of the 
Tudeh Pai iy '* The party executive 
would, il was slated, make certain conces¬ 
sions in order Lo preserve unity but was not 
prepared to modify its policies. This 
statement bore the signatures of Dr. 
Radzuangah and Dr, Keshavarz who, after 
iieza Rustic are leading personalities in 
the Tudeh movement. Rusta's name, it 
should la? mentioned, has not appeared in 
any of the statements issued by the two 
sides. The Central Committee of the 
Tudeh Youth Organisation and the Central 
United Council of Trade Unions [.with 
issued statements supporting the I n ieh 
Party and its leader's and condemning the 
action of the Socialist group, 

5. In November 1947 reports reached me 
that a vote had been taken on the question 
of Russian direction of part) policy, and 
that a faction headed by Khalil Maleki had 
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strongly opposed atidi di rectum. A few 
active members of the Tudefo trade union 
organisation resigned from the Political 
Party as that time and the present with¬ 
drawals may be a sequel, The individuals 
whose signatures appear on the Socialist 
manifesto have, 1 am told, been in contact, 
with the Persian Ministry of Labour for 
some mouths seeking a promise of Govern¬ 
ment support and oo-operation. They were 
informed that the Ministry would not, on 
labour questions, negotiate with Bttsta and 
certain other leaders of the Tudeh. but that 
if the organisation was reconstituted on a 
more patriotic basis co-operation might be 
developed, 

6. Reaction in Government circles is 
cautious and opinion on the value of the 
new party is reserved until its activities 


reveal its true nature. The view has been 
expressed that the secession may be a de¬ 
liberate plan to ensure continuance of 
Tudeh policies and aims in the event of any 
future dissolution of the Tudch Party 
itself, Disappointment has been voiced by 
individual workers who are members of 
Tudeh organisations. They regret that a 
movement which publicised its uitiLy and 
solidarity has developed internal dif¬ 
ferences and they are uncertain where their 
real loyalties lie,

The outstanding events in Azerbaijan 
during the period under review revolved 
round the proposed Soviet Persian Oil 
Agreement and the first anniversary of the 
liberation of the province from the 
li Democrats,” 

2. During July the province had been 
preoi vii pied with the remaining elect ions; 
in the new Majlis By August talk was 
revived of the possible grant to the U S.S R. 
of the oil Loncesaion. The population were 
overwhelmingly against it and feared a 
return of Soviet methods. Public eonfi- 
(lencc was shaken. Inti tn i d a ted by we! I- 
founded reports of Soviet Lroop movements 
near the neighbouring frontier and fearing 
a recurrence of political unrest, not a few 
departed for Tehran. Trade received n 
ret back. Long-term projects remained 
projects for lack of capital from doubting 
merchants and landowners, Nervousness 
was not allayed in September by the 
rounding-up and despatch to the south by 
the Persian military authorities of fume 
4,000 “ muhajirs/* consisting of Azer¬ 
baijanis or Armenian!' who hail lived in 
Russia or were considered to have been 
supporters of the Azerbaijan Democrat 
regime. In October this operation con¬ 


tinued and troops were concentrated to the 
uorth-weet of Tabriz am! Lake Urmia, 
covering Julia and the frontier 

J. Alarmist rumours had already died 
down when news was received of the 
rejection by the Majlis of the proposed 
Soviet-Persian Oil Agreement tor the 
Azerbaijanis this was a surprise. Their 
joy knew no bounds and left no room for 
doubt m to their patriotism and attach¬ 
ment to the Persian Crown. Their only 
fear was what the Russians might do now. 

4. It was widely believed that :—

(v) work up Kurdistan to a state 
of ferment, thus harassing the 
Persian civil and military 
authorities. 

5 The only notable reaction from 
Moscow was a wireless broad oust attack¬ 
ing the Prime Minister, 

6 tlvil and military author!lies in the 
province calmly prepared throughout 
November to meet all eventualities. There 
was no question of appeasement of the 
Russians or of their proteges, in Tabriz 
and other centres, A stricter security 
control was enforced. All foreigners, 
including consular officials, now required 
passes for journeys north* east or west of 
Tabriz, The Russians, f<>r whom [hr regu¬ 
lation was intended, were hit most. The 
Soviet Consul-General was incensed. But 
what mattered to the Persians was the 
larger issue of infiltration. Soviet agents 
had already penetrated into the former 
Democrat stronghold of Sarah, and one, 
posing as an Indian doctor, had been 
arrested. Then some half-dozen leaders of 
the k ' Azerbaijan Vengeance Party M 
(HiztoTIntfqam) were seized while holding 
a secret meeting, and were found to he in 
posAe&siuu of documents of Soviet origin. 
A further twenty four person# were 
arrested on charges of having been asso¬ 
ciated with the Vengeance Party, 

7. On 25th November an Imperial 
Firman was broadcast. The Shah, who had 
previously granted a partial amnesty to 
collaborators with the Democrats after his 
visit in May and June to Azerbaijan, now 
in what was a vague statement. wrongly 
described by ihe press as an amnesty, 
declared that his clemency should he exer¬ 
cised in favour of the sedentary mid tribal 
populations in the provinces of Azerbaijan 
and Kurdistan and the district of Zen j an 
(Kh&mseh) as long as they did nothing 
against the State in future. This measure 
is understood to apply only to those who, 
through ignorance, were led astray. 

8, In unheipuiion of the first anniver¬ 
sary of the liberation of Azerbaijan on I3ih 
December an intensification of the war of 
nerves initialed after the rejection of tin* 
proposed oil agreement was directed over 
the mobile secrei wireless transmitter 
across the Soviet frontier which hail been 
tiff’d by Pi she van in Azerbaijan Broad¬ 


casts ini Turk!, Kurdish and Persian 
promised the " liberation " of the proving 
from <+ reactionary elements. 15 The people 
were called upon to rise and aid the forces 
who would come in from the north on this 
anniversary. Nervousness prevailed but 
there were no signs of panic, Military 
rind gendarmerie patrols were heavily rein 
forced and the curfew was more rigidly 
applied than ever. 

9. The Kith December arrived and all 
was quiet and nothing happened to mar the 
official and popular celebration in Azerbai¬ 
jan of the first anniversary of the liberation 
of the province. The Azerbaijanis once 
more demonstrated their patriotism and 
dislike of foreign interference, 

Elections 

10. In July. Mohammed Said, ;'i former 
Prime Minister who had no illusions about 
the U.S.S.R,, was elected deputy for 
Rezaich. Of all the Deputies elected in 
Azerbaijan to the new Majlis only he and 
Iiassan Taqizadeh t Deputy for Tabriz and 
until recently ambassador in London) 
really enjoyed the public confidence as 
being likely to work effectively for the good 
of the province. It was generally hoped 
that Taqizadeh would tieconoe president of 
the Majlis, fhe important Kurdish icntre 
of Muhabad wished to see a local candidate 
representing it in the Majlis but by the end 
of the year no elections had yet been held 
owing to ihe intrigues of two candidates 
from Tehran, 

Internal Affairs 

11. Throughout the period under review 
in Azerbaijan there was discontent with 
the Central Government and most of its 
officials. The Government, people fell, had 
failed to live up to its promises Its 
officials were, for the most part, lacking in 
public spirit. M ild actuations of corrup¬ 
tion were made. The efficient and conscien¬ 
tious official was frustrated on all sides. 
Due to lack of confidence in the future no 
capital was forthcoming from the public 
for any long-term venture such as the 
irrigation schemes in the Tabriz and 
Uezaieh districts and the establish men t of 
a cement factory in Tabriz. Hie large 
sums allotted by the Central Government 
for public works arrived all too slowly, in 
driblets, to provide jobs for the increasing 
numbers of unemployed- Funds for agri¬ 
cultural development were not forthcoming. 
Even the donations made by iht* Shah 
during his recent visit seemed slow in 
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materialising. Feeling turned against All 
Mansur, the i invemorJGeneral, who was 
now held largely responsible for the Uwk 
of progress in the work of reconstruction. 
Spurred on by his? critics he first redressed 
the grievances of tho peasantry in regard 
to their share in the crops, thus frustrating 
the attempts of Azerbaijan Democrat 
supporters and Soviet propagandists to 
make political capital out of them. 

(Worke rn i n the spin ni ng, we&v i iig t lea the r + 
match and other factories were already 
content &a they continued to be paid the 
game wages as they received under the 
Demnerat regime. Ho next devoted his 
attention to the genera! questions of 
ggcurity in the province and efficiency and 
discipline in its officials. 

12. Unemployment, however, was the 
Goveraor-GeneraTs most difficult problem 
and one with which he was ill-equipped to 
deal. Here words and promise* were of 
no avail. 

13, in August the beal newspaper 
Tabriz declared that the Central Govern¬ 
ment had wasted eight months doing 


practically nothing and that the people had 
suffered at much in that time os they did 
in a year of rule., under the Democrats, 
The Central Government had had its 
chance and lost it. 

Public Works 

14. In November it was claimed that 
over 7,HOft persons were employed on the 
construction of the railway between 
Mian eh and Tabriz. Between Mianeh and 
Tehran tile resumption of railway goods 
traffic was made possible in December by 
the completion of the repairs to the 
bridges between Mianeh and Eenjan 
demolished by the retreating Democrats in 
December 1846, Work on roads and 
public buildings proceeded slowly. Large 
numbers remained without employment 
and an extended measure of poor relief was 
indicated for the winter, especially in 
Tabriz,

1 have the honour to submit the following 
report, on events is Persia during January 
1948. In internal affairs the prevalent 
atmosphere was one of inactivity owing to 
Ui'j weakness of the Hakimi Government 
aud the negative and cautions nature of its 
policy, particularly aa regards economic 
development. There were no outstanding 
developments in foreign affairs, though so me 
public interest was aroused by taik in the 
Majlis aud elsewhere about Bali re in, and 
by demonstrations in favour of Moslem 
interests in Palestine and Pakistan. 

Internal Affairs 

2. Ibrahim ILakirm s Government ob¬ 
tained a vote of confidence of 73 votes out 
of 90 in (he Majlis on 7th January. Thu 
Government's declaration of policy was 
lacking in any outstanding proposals apart 
from general advocacy of retrenchment and 
reform. The Prime Minister emphasised 
that he would limit himself to such urgent 
and practicable measures as he could carry 
out iu a short time. One of the first acre of 
the Government was to abolish military 
government In Tehran on 13th January, 
followed by si similar measure taken on 
24th January and applied to the towns of 
Ahwaz, Khomuiisliahr, Rehhehan, Shiraz 
and Saqqi/.. The Government also took 
certain measures to limit extravagant 
official expend it tire on such things as motor- 
cars ajid missions abroad; itpth in ibis and 
in the suppression of military government 
it sought to meet aome of the principal 
criticisms made against, ire predecessor. 
The Government, however, continued 
throughout the month to give an impression 
of weakness, and there were signs of a 
decline in public security boili in the 
Lehran neighlumrhcNid and further afield.. 
By the end of the month the Minister for 


Foreign Affairs had not yet been appointed, 
there was talk of the formation of a new 
Government and, particularly in h ourt 
cirdes, about the desirability ol L-imstitu- 
uonal reform. 

3. In ihv latter half of the month, how* 
ever, the prospects of some much-needed 
economic measures were brightened by the 
passage through the Majlis, on 22nd 
January, of a provisional budget law 
covering expenditure at the 1947 rate up to 
the end of the current Persian year (21 st 
March j. The law included a provision for 
removing from the ordinary budget and 
earmarking for capital works 40 per rent, 
of the Anglo-1 rani an Uil Company 
royalties from the beginning of next year, 
to be nK-iva.-cd Inter in llie following year 
to 70 per cent., and in subsequent years to 
the total yield to the Berdan Government 
of the operations of the company. The 
report of Dr, Nalley, who was appointed 
by the Qavam Government to summarise 
the most practicable measures in the frame¬ 
work of the so-called Seven-Year Blau, was 
also submitted to the Prime Minister 
during the mouth. U ret-iiuimended a total 
expendiLure of Rials 2LIMHI mil)ton (be¬ 
tween El00 million and € 150 million) to 
be spent principally on agriculture, irriga¬ 
tion, oommuniiiaricuta and industrial de¬ 
velopment. rt also made provirion for the 
formation of an Iranian Oil Company to 
i mplore and exploit oil deposits in areas 
not already included under foreign contu¬ 
sions, The financing of this programme 
was to lie carried out primarily from 
national resources, including oil roy alties, 
though recourse would be had to th*? Inter¬ 
national Bank for a loan amounting to 
about one-third uf the total expenditure 
which would Ik* necessary at the cud of the 
second year, 

A There has been a good deal of opposi¬ 
tion, both in the Majlis and in the press, to 
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the idea of a foreign loan, though this 
opposition is in many eases fount led on the 
misapprehension that ihe loan would be 
exclusively a United States one. The prin¬ 
cipal opponent of the loan in the Majlis has 
been Mr, Taqizadeh, whose ground of objec¬ 
tion—a much sounder one—is that unless 
and until the corrupt and inefficient 
administration h cleaned up any foreign 
loan will be either stolen or misused Mr. 
Naficv himself takes the sensible view that 
at first only a small loan can lie hoped for. 
and that the Persians must* by their own 
actions, demonstrate that they deserve a 
larger loan at a later stage of the Seven- 
Year Plan* The Prime Minister has not yet 
committed himself in support of the Nafiey 
programme, but the earmarking of the oil 
royalties under the budget law is inter¬ 
preted os a prelude to its implementation, 

5 The continued drought . which has lasted 
since the summer, gave rise to considerable 
apprehension about the food situation next 
year, and resulted in measures being taken 
by the Government to cancel fill permits 
issued previously for the export of rice, 
barley and other food grains. The anxiety 
was to some extent assuaged by the break 
in the weather which occurred in the last 
week of the month and resulted in consider¬ 
able snowfalls over most of the country. 
The food situation in h>4H is, however, 
likely to he extremely difficult. Foreign 
trade remained, practically at a standstill 
ow ing to the continued hold-up in the issue 
of permits for the purchase of foreign 
exchange; this resulted from continued un¬ 
certainty about the future of thr exchange 
rati-, which was the subject of acrimonious 
discussion between the president of the 
National Bank, Mr. Elite haj, and the 
Government. At the end of the month it 
was Imped that some definite decision would 
be taken within a few days and that the 
issue of foreign exchange penni ts would be 
resumed * 

15. Surprise was caused nl the beginning 
of the uionth by the armoimednenl of a split 
in the Tudeh Party, twelve leading mem¬ 
bers of which announced their intention of 
for mi tig a separate Socialist Tudeh group 
There was some uncertainty about the 
origin of this break away, and some reason 
for thinking that the Soviet Gnvurnmenl 
had secretly encouraged the proposal The 
i mined into reaction from Moscow, however, 
was to denounce I ho dissidents as tools of 
imperialist policy, and after living a seven- 
day wonder in Tehran political circles the 
m* | y,i rat i»t group col Lapsed ignoi »ini< ioriy 


and it was announced that Tudeh unity had 
been restored. This strange episode had an 
echo in trade union activities—the original 
manifesto of the Socialist Tudeh group 
having drawn from the t'entral United 
Council of Trades Unions a public state¬ 
ment of allegiance to the Tudeh Party 
executive and * condemnation of the split. 
When the episode was over and unity 
restored, the Central United Council sent 
tn the Minister of National Economy an 
open letter demanding freedom for the 
union's activities,, and attacking the Minis¬ 
try of Labour and the t.1 overnmont-spon¬ 
sored {EivKJ.) unions. In Isfahan the 
Government attempted to combat increas¬ 
ing Tudeh influence by propaganda on 
behalf of the E.S.KI. unions and by apply¬ 
ing pressure on independent workers' 
organisations to make them join E.S.K.I. 

7, Other points of interest during the 
month affecting the organisation of labour 
were the c ompletion by M. Coltanbaln, the 
International Labour Organisation expert 
on (U-o pc rati vc societies* of his tour of the 
provinces. followed by his submission of 
recommendations to the Government; and 
the findings of a commit toe which had been 
set up to consider the problem of tuber- 
culoois among industrial workers. The 
committee's report to tlie Majlis proposed 
an increase in the premium for insurance 
against industrial injury, and measures to 
make the insuring agency responsible for 
the treat men l of all tuberculosis amongst 
industrial workers. 

$, A Bill, sponsored by the Minister of 
National Economy, for the control of 
foreign traders was examined hv n parlia¬ 
mentary commission. The effect of the 
Bill in its original form would he to reserve 
to Persian nationals or firms the represen¬ 
tation in Persia of foreign firms; in the 
case of selling agencies or main distri¬ 
butors, the staff of such concerns could lie 
either Persian or that of the exporting 
country. The Bill contained many other 
provisions which would render the existence 
of foreign traders somewhat precarious 
and would affectively preclude the entry of 
foreign capital A memorandum was sent 
to the Ministry for Foreign Affairs speci¬ 
fying the grounds of objection of His 
Majesty's Government to this BUI, and 
similar representations were made by other 
diplomatic minions, including the United 
Stales Embassy. The Bill was amended by 
the Parliamentary Commission and sent 
back to the Minister of National Eoonomy 


to be redrafted and submitted for discus¬ 
sion by the Majlis. 

Conditions tn the Provinces 

9, Anxiety and uncertainty continued in 
Azerbaijan. The tendency of individual 
businessmen to wind up their activities in 
lids exposed province and to carry them on 
elsewhere was as marked as it bad been in 
the autumn, and no great progress was 
made in public works. Work was* however, 
continued i.m the construction of the rail¬ 
way between Tabriz and Mianeli* and the 
line between Mianeh and Tehran--which 
had been closed since the events of Dei em¬ 
ber lb4tj—is now again in OjieiatLon. 
Soviet, propaganda in the army and by 
clandestine wireless transmissions from 
Trans-Caucasia continued to cause anxiety, 
and it is believed that the so-called Azer¬ 
baijan Revenge Party (the arrest of mem¬ 
bers of which was reported in my last 
Quarterly Report for 1047) was under 
Russian inspiration and directed by a 
Soviet citizen. 

10. Tribal conditions in Southern Persia 
remain unchanged. Little progress was 
made in the disarmament of the Qashgni, 
and tension continued in the Bakhtiari 
country owing to discontent with the 
Governor. Abol Qassim Matters were not, 
however, brought to a head owing largely 
to Abol Qassim s decision not to foitx* the 
Lsue, and there is some ground for the 
belief that, with the fall of the Qnvain 
Government, this blackguard’s term of 
office may soon come in no end. The process 
of screening, at tlie camp near Ivhorrama- 
bad, of inspected pro-Soviet elements 
arrested in the north continued rapidly, 
and by mid-January only about l (Hi of the 
worst cases remained in the camp under 
detention. The others* numbering about 
5,000, including u Largo proportion of 
women and children, were, with the excep¬ 
tion of suin' 300 young men; taken for 
normal military service* distributed in 
towns iu west and south west Persia, where 
it is intended to find them employment 
Though no lunger mn fined. they are to hr 
kept under police surveillance. The dis¬ 
posal of further “doubtful " elements 
from Azerbaijan and elsewhere appears to 
l»e undecided, 

Foreign Affairs 

IU Relations with the Soviet Union con¬ 
tinued to be strained, Soviet propaganda 
attacked Hakimi on his assumption of 
office, pointing out that his anti-Soviet alti¬ 


tude during Ids former tenure of office had 
not been forgotten, Notwithstanding a 
report that the 5,000 Smigrfa from Azer¬ 
baijan and Kurdistan, who took refuge iu 
Trans-Caucasia during the last year, had 
been disbanded and removed to other parts 
of the Soviet Union, apprehension con¬ 
tinued to exist about Soviet intentions in 
the spring. Such fears were enhanced 
when it became known that the Soviet 
Government s note warning the Persian 
Government of the consequences of the re 
jeetiem by the Majlis in October of the 
Qavam-Sadchikov letters (see my last 
Quarterly Ho port for 1947) was followed 
on 31st January by a further note protest¬ 
ing against the presence of American mili¬ 
tary instructors and advisers in Persia, and 
staling that the Soviet Govern merit re¬ 
garded it as a breach of Persia's obliga¬ 
tions under t he Phi I treaty. 

12. One or two Left-wing Deputies and 
various writers of newspaper articles have 
demanded action against British interests, 
both in connexion with the A. 1,0.0. con¬ 
cession and over i he status of Bahret n. The 
Bahrein agitation gradually gathered force 
during the month, and it became focussed 
round the appearance in Tehran of a self- 
appointed Bahrein representative, one 
Abdullah Zireh, who had interviews with 
a number of Deputies, published various 
newspaper articles* and urged that a 
Deputy for Bahrein should he appointed to 
the Majlis. At the end of the month a 
Private Members' Bill, signed by twenty- 
five Deputies, was tabled at the Majlis 
urging the Government to assert 
sovereignty and take over I hr administra¬ 
tion of Bahrein, The usual attacks on 
British and American polity were made in 
Majlis speedup and newspaper articles* 
and tlie visit during the House of Com¬ 
mons recess of Mr. Anthony Eden to 
Tehran and the A.LOU areas was a 
fruitful field for irresponsible conjecture. 
The visit Lo the Persian Gulf ports and to 
Tehran of Admiral Palliscr, Commander- 
iri-Chief, East Indies, was, however* cor¬ 
rectly interpreted as a courtesy visit and 
was not exploited or misrepresented. 

13, An appeal was hunched by certain 
interested parties on liehalf of fellow 
Mu slims iu Palestine and Pakistan. A 
movement for subscribing financial aid to 
the Palestine Arabs and Pakistan refugees 
was given some additional publicity when 
a large meeting was held, on 11th January, 
irr the tsmrtyiird of the principal Tehran 
Mosque to hear addresses and appeals by 
















religious* leader*. The movement was led 
bv ^ FetfitiA leader, Sheikh Ayatollah 
Kashani, and was supplied by the 
Mullahs. There to no sign, however, that 
u was fomented or encouraged by the 
Government, and the organisers were at 
pains to emphasise the fact that they were 
not tailing for an^ agitation against Jews 
resident in Persia, and that they dis- 
countenanted any suggestion of violence, 

14 . After a long delay owing to the 
change of Government and the hold-up in 
the appointment of the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, the Indian Ambassador, 
his Excellency Sayed Alt Zahir. presented 
Ids credentials on 26 th -January, 

15, The forthcoming transfer to Wash¬ 
ington of the American Ambassador. Mr, 
George Allen, was announced early in the 
month, and his farewell address to the 
Irano-American Cultural Relations Society 
was the occasion for a considerable amount 


of newspaper comment on American polity. 
No decision was taken on the proposed 
United States credit of 10 million dollars 
for the purchase of military armaments, 
though discussion con tinned throughout 
the month. The United States Govern¬ 
ment prolonged the period of option on this 
offer, first until 5 th February and then 
until 26th February, and a Bill was sub¬ 
mitted to the Majlis on 1st February*

With reference to my despatch No. 37 
(Monthly Report for January), 1 have the 
honour to submit the following report on 
events in Persia during February 1946, 
The principal devehquuenl during the 
month was the exchange of notes between 
the Soviet and Persian Governments on the 
subject of list* activity of the 1 nited States 
Military Mission in Persia, followed by the 
approval by the Majlis of the 310 million 
credit for the purchase of armaments in the 
United States. In internal affairs the 
posit!' !! <if the i inveranient remained weak, 
and the general impression of inactivity 
nicdinued. A minor aemiation was caused 
by the murder in Tehran of ft* well-known 
journalist. Mohammed Massoud, 

Foreign Affairs 

2, The purpose of the Sovicl note, dated 
tttst January, would seem to have been lo 
obtain the expulsion of the United States 
Military Mission and tn establish a treaty 
pretext' for later intervention in Persian 
territory. It was also so limed as to 

influence the Majlis debate on the viedil 
for ihe purpose “i I nited States military 


equipment. The note alleged that the 
activities of the mission, and various other 
strategic preparations which it stated were 
being made in Persian territory, constituted 
a throat to the frontiers of the Soviet Union 
and a. violation of the Soviet-Persian Treaty 
of 1921. It called upon the Persian Govern¬ 
ment to take immediate action to pul an 
end to this state of affairs. In their reply, 
dated 4th February, the Persian Govern¬ 
ment rejected as on founded the 1 accusations 
of strategic preparations against Russia, 
and disapproved the various allegations one 
by utii'i they maintained that the Soviet 
note represented interference with Persian 
internal affairs, and stated that llie employ¬ 
ment of American advisers for ihe Persian 
army had no relation to the situation 
envisaged in the 1921 treaty and was in no 
way contrary let it. On the other hand, 
she Persian reply stated that Soviet activity 
in giving asylum to and encouraging the 
Azerbaijan rebels and the Barxnni Kurds 
did constitute a violation of article o oi the 
treaty, and called upon the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment to terminate these unfriendly activi¬ 
ties on Soviet territory against the security 
of Persia, The diplomatic exchange ter 
ruinated with ilM* note, in spite of 
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rumours—which proved to be unfounded - 
that the Soviet Embassy sent a further note 
towards the end of the month 

;i The United States Ambassador, Mr. 
George Allen* who left Persia during the 
month on his appointment to W a.?Idngton, 
issued a statement on 4fh February in the 
form of a farewell address to the Persian 
Press Association, pointing out that the 
Soviet note seemed an obvious attempt in 
exert influence in a matter then lief ore the 
Majlis, and was objectionable in that it 
Included misstatements of tad and finished 
with an implied threat. He emphasised 
that the American advisers would not 
remain in Persia for one moment longer 
than the Persian Government wished them 
to stay, and that the United States interest 
in the matter was limited to two things—the 
desire that Persia should spend its money 
in a way which would lie m its own best 
advantage, and that Persia should remain 
entirely free to make its own choice 
unhampered by threats or menaces. The 
statement that the continuance of United 
States military .advisers fn Persia was 
purely a matter for the Persian Govern¬ 
ment to decide was also repeated in the 
form of an official note rent by tie- l nited 
States embassy to the Persian Governmcut, 
the substance of which was released to the 
pi'CSS towards the cm3 of the mouth. 1 his 
note also referred to the l nited States 
Gendarmerie Mission and enquired whether 
or not it was the wish of the Persian 
Government that this mission should 
remain. 

4, In spite of the Soviet Government’s 
attempt to exert diplomatic pressure, the 
Majlis* 17th February, by 79 votes to 6. 
passed ihe Bill approving the credits for 
United States armaments, The amount of 
these credits* which had originally been 
jn million dollars, was reduced in the Bill 
as finally submitted to the Majlis £0 
10 million dollars only —6| million dollars 
for the army and &j million dollars for the 
police and gendarmerie. These credits will 
be used solely in the purchase of the arms 
and equipment in in the United States; 
the arrangements for the- payment of pack 
dig, iranaport and other charges are not y*i 
dear, since the Hill stipulates that there 
arc to lie defrayed m the Uni red States and 
repaid in a Kind In r manner to the credits 
for the actual purchase. It is unlikely that 
such an arrangement could be carried out 
in the United States without special con

h. The prevalent feeling in the country 
Ek one of apprehension about possible 
Russian action luter in the year, It is 
conjectured that Russian act ion might take 
ihe' form of the infiltration of hostile 
elements and threat* to public security, 
both in the Northern Provinces and in 
other tribal areas. The return of the 
Azerbaijan Democrats and of the Barzani 
Kurds, with Russian support, is generally 
feared, and there is re me evidence of recent 
Russian attempt* to contact the M uhajjirs, 
who, after screening in a concentration 
camp, have been distributed throughout 
South-West Persia (see report for January, 
paragraph 10) and even as far on A as 
Shiraz, and to cause unrest among the 
Qashgai. The Tudeh Party has a ho been 
reorganising and increasing its activities 
in different parts of the country' in the 
course of the last few months (see para¬ 
graph HE below}. The Persian military 
authorities, who have sent reinforcements 
to the Northern Provinces, are believed to 
be training and arming levies raised among 
certain tribes in the North as u further 
measure of defence. 

{y On 14th February Alfred Holland, the 
correspondent of The 'I imm in Persia, was 
requested by the Persian Government to 
leave the country Although tin njficial 
statement has been published, the Persian 
Government took exception tn a message 
which Mr. Holland had telegraphed to hi* 
paper. He admitted the indiscreet nature 
of the message* which was not, of course, 
published by Tht Timex, I In* Persian 
Government extended the date by which 
Mr, Holland was required to leave Perm 
but would not agree tn reverse their 
decision. Mr, Holland left Persia on 23rd 
February, 

7 The newly appointed Egyptian 
Ambassador, Assa! Ifey. presented his 
letters of credence to the Shall on 2(ltU 
Februarv, The Italian Afnbsssadfr* M. 
Roed Longhi, also presented new letters 
on the raising of the * Nit us of Ids mission 
fmrn legation to embassy. 

Internal Situation 

s, The Government have tomiimed to 
give an impress ion of inactivity ami weak¬ 
ness. and rumours persist that it will 
shortly fall or lie reconstituted* Several 
important post* in the province* liecanu? 
vacant through i lie recall of the farmer 
Governors General, and there was some 
delay in the appointment of suct^SKors. 
The Persian Minister at Si* *k holm, Mr. 
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Kaziim, was appointed Foreign Minister 
early in the month, but there was no news 
of his return to Tehran. No progress was 
made with the Seven-Year Plan of economic 
development (see January report, para¬ 
graph 3), and a hr Prime Minister has not 
yet made any statement defining his attitude 
towards this project Practically the only 
positive measure was the passage through 
the Majlis of a Bill supplementary to the 
Compulsory Education Law which* though 
it was passed four years ago, has remained 
largely ineffective. The Bill requires 
municipalities and local land-owners to 
contribute to the cost of new schools. 

1). The assassination in Tehran on 12th 
February of Mohammed M&ssoud. editor of 
the newspaper Mard'e-Emrux. gave rise to 
considerable agitation and sensational 
rumours of plots against the liberty of the 
press. An independent journalist of 
Liberal views, he had been a declared enemy 
of Qsavaru cs Sahanch, who suspended his 
paper and caused Idm to go into hiding. 
Recently he had been taking a leading part 
in the agitation against the re introduction 
of the veil for women, for which certain 
religious bodies had been pressing. His 
ow n newspaper, the day after the assassi na¬ 
tion, attributed his death to his apposition 
to the veil which, it said, had led to various 
threatening letters being sent to him. The 
funeral was made the occasion fur demon¬ 
strations and speeches, and tin* whole 
incident was used by newspapers of the 
Left as an opportunity to draw at ten Lon 
Lo the dangers of a possible threat to civil 
liberties, of political terrorism, and even 
of ihirtatiu’ship The assassin eluded arrest 
and the agitation, which was not placated 
by the immediate resignation of the Chief 
of Police, resulted in an interpellation of 
ihr Government in the Majlis on 24th 25th 
February; a vote resulted in the Govern¬ 
ment obtaining the narrow (absolute) 
majority *jf 55 to 4 with 43 ahstenl ions. The 
number of abstentions was widely regarded 
as u proof of the instability of the Govern¬ 
ment. whose early fall was expected, 

10. The charges against Saved All 
Soheili, who was Prime Minister at the time 
of the Tehran Conference, of interference 
in t he I Mil elections and other abuses, were 
heard in the Criminal Court in the course 
of the month, the trial ending in his 
acquitted. As a leading politician he now 
re enters the field ns a possible candidate 
for office. There are also a number of other 
names which have been mentioned as pos¬ 
sible member* of a new Cabinet to succeed 


that of Hnkimi. It is, however, also 
possible that Mr. llakimi wit] remain in 
power after widening the base of his 
Government by the inclusion of new 
Ministers. 

11. The Council of Ministers recently 
approved new exchange control regulations 
which stipulate, inter alia. that. 40 per cent, 
of the import quota shall be allocated to 
importers for Tehran and (SO per cent, for 
the provinces. The issue of the new regula¬ 
tions, which do not differ materially from 
those previously in force, brings to an end 
a period extending over several months, 
during which, owing to the controversy 
over financial policy (particularly in the 
devaluation mue) t no foreign exchange at 
the official rate has been sold to importers 

12. The Foreign Ttraders’ Bill has been 
redrafted by the Parliamentary (’ommis¬ 
sion, but it still remains open to objection, 
The original draft contained a provision 
preventing non Persian merchants from 
representing foreign firms. This clause 
has been removed, but is replaced by another 
preventing foreign merchants from im¬ 
porting, The Bill came up for discussion 
l«‘fore the Majlis, but was talked out 
through lack of a quorum. Feeling in the 
Majlis is, however, very strongly in favour 
of tin introduction iff the Bill, and it is 
probable that another attempt will be made 
in the near future to have it passed. 

Conditions in the Provinces 

13. Considerable anxiety continued about 
the bread situation and, in spite of the fact 
that the drought has at last broken and 
resulted in rain and snowfalls in various 
parte of the country* the rainfall for this 
winter is far below the average, There was 
a public demonstration at Qum on 7th 
February owing to the shortage of bread, 
which resulted in riots and the looting of 
shop#. The police were obliged to fire on 
the crowd, killing one man and wounding 
another. There were also demonstrations 
at Zenjan resulting in disturbances and the 
closing of shops; Apprehension of a future 
shortage of broad was also reported among 
the ].ahuni tribe near Kennanshah in the 
West, and at Zabul in the East nf Persia, 
wlifre shortage of water in the Hehnartd 
River is expected to limit agriculture in 
1648 as it did in 1647, 

14. In general, however, the shortages 
which have already occurred appear to have 
been due to faulty organisation rather than 
to any crisis in supply, and prospects for 
the months up Ui the 1946 harvest are not, 
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in fact, as alarming as it was at one time 
feared.- Considerable stocks arc held, 
particularly in Eastern and North Eastern 
Persia t which, if they arc not hoarded, 
should prove sufficient for the coming 
summer. Harvest prospects in the Meshed 
area are thought to he good; they are 
normal in West Persia and in the Shiraz 
district, where there is expected ic» be a 
considerable surplus if further ruin fall 
occurs. The rise of grain prices during the 
last few months has, however, given the 
Government some cause for anxiety, and the 
question is much in the public mind, A 
Government decree was issued during the 
month exempting imported grain from all 
duty or customs charges. Consignments 
of grain were also semi- urgently to pro 
vilifies where prices bad risen most alarm 
inglv, particularly to Khuri-stam and had 
an immediate effect on prices- One of the 
causes contributing to anxiety about the 
grain position is that, owing to the shortage 
of wheat in Iraq, prices in that country 
have risen to nearly four times those in 
Persia, and this has led to wholesale 
smuggling. 

15. The shortage nf wheat has caused 
difficulty for the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com¬ 
pany, who have continued to supply flour 
to their workers ui the standard price in 
spite of the increase elsewhere, and have 
therefore had to fact 3 a very heavily 
increased demand stocks were 

dangeronalv low, diplomatic representa¬ 
tions were made to the Persian Ciwernmeni 
to obtain an additional 1,000 tons of wheat 
and 1,000 tons of barley over and above the 
amounts a!ready delivered. Tins will eeUer 
the company^ needs U> the end of April 
and leave them with less than a month's 
stock at the present rate of consumption. 
After that, and until the Pc man harvest 
in August, the sUuuikm will be extremely 
grave unless grain i* made available from 
abroad. 

10 . There were further signs of renewed 
Tudeh activities at Abadan, and five mem¬ 
bers of the CenLral Branch of the party ar c 
reported to have left Tehran for that dis¬ 
trict. A Tudeh agent named lionsjani haft 
been active at Abadim distributing propft 
* ganda and funds. The Tudeh Party may 
also have been connected with the strike of 
one shift ai the refinery on 3rd February 
when 600 men refused to go to work. 1 he 
strike is believed to have been due partly 
to the high coat of living and reports of an 
impending scarcity of bread, and partly to 


a rumour spread by agitators that the com¬ 
pany would deduct 60 rial* per month from 
the men's wages in order to pay for the new 
bus sen ice. 

17. Conditions m the Hakhtiari country 
remained, quirt. The unpopular Governor, 
AboJ Qassim, was dismissed at the end of 
January, the co Governor. Manuchchr, 
being temporarily vested with sole 
authority. Though summoned to Tehran, 
Abol Qaftftim has remained in the Bakh- 
tiari country, apparently owing to hi ft tear 
of arrest and imprisonment; while he 
remains there he continues Lei he a source 
of discontent and potential trouble- 

18. The competition from imported 
foreign doth and second-hand clothing has 
hit the textile industry ae Isfahan, where 
the mills are having difficulty in disposing 
of their output and owners are threatening 
to dismiss large numbers of workers. In 
consequence, some headway has been made 
in the publicity campaign, Jed by the 
Government and members of the Royal 
Family, for the use of home-produced cloth 
for all official purposes, uniforms for the 
forces and for Government servants. 

19 . At Resht, the capital of Citlan, the 
Democrat Party headquarters were burned 
down by a mysterious fire which broke out 
on 4th February. The fire was commonly 
thought to be the result of arson, and it I* 
attributed to Tudeh elements acting in con¬ 
nivance with two brothers who had been 
appointed by Qavam an the heads of Lbe 
Democrat Party in Gil&n and were per¬ 
sonally embittered by development a within 
the party since Qn.vu.mT fall from power.

Wilh the termination of the Persian year 
at the end of this week, the Majlis will have 
been in session for eight months. In 
accordance with established practice, the 
first two months were devoted to the 
scrutiny of Deputies' election mandates, 
but by the end of October the Chamber had, 
with only one dissentient voice, rejected the 
proposed Soviet Oil Agreement, on which 
all tli- . 1 :i 1 1 - had been focussed since the 
beginning of the year Having said " no 
in this very positive way. it then settled 
down to its normal state of lethargy and 
to the obstruction of any constructive 
policy. 

2. li is, of course, impossible to assess 
the value of the Majlis upon the basis of 
Western pa r 1 1 a men t a r y p raci ice. The 
Chamber meets on an average four times a 
week, and the meetings themselves seldom 
Iasi much lunger than two hours; nor is the 
best use made of this limited time to pass 
legislation* The former Prime Minister, 
Qavain-usSaltanch, realised that no 
Government would be able to get measures 
speedily adopted by the C hamber unless it 
was supported hv a disciplined party and 
possessed a majority of about two-thirds of 
the Chamber. His creation of the Demo¬ 
crat Party went some way to achieve this 
result, but since the fall of Qavtuu and the 
split in the Democrat Party, the Majlis 
has reverted to its old state and is com¬ 
posed oi several loose-knit factions around 
which gravitate a number of independent 
members. In this condition it is practically 
impossible for the Majlis to conduct any 
business except on matters on which there 
is almost complete unanimity of opinion. 
The rule that no debate may lake place in 
the absence of a quorum consisting of two 
thirds of the number of Deputies present 
in Tehran gives infinite scope for delaying 
and filibustering tactics, while the further 
requirement that a quorum of three- 
quarters is necessary for a vote to Vie taken 
enables a minority of one-quartet to 
obstruct any jiodtive action. Debates Oil 
important measures are frequently brought 
to an end by Memljers withdrawing from 
the House and thus breaking the quorum. 
Again, this technique is frequently adopted 
when it is desired to prevent a division 


J. In consequence, practically the only 
major measures which have been enacted 
since October have been the vote on the 
North Persian oil question (sec- my 
despatch No. 430 of xJD11 1 Oc tober, 1947) on 
22nd October. 1947,and the law authorising 
the purchase of military stores in the 

United States, passed on 17th February 
(reported in my despatch No. 7(J of 3rd 
March, 1948). Minor measures have also 
been passed approving an increase in the 
salaries of Deputies (a preposal to which, 
for obvious reason?, there was little 
opposition) and of certain Government 
employees, and a law for the enforcement 
of a measure passed several years ago for 
the expansion of compulsory primary 
education, 

4. A comprehensive budget for the new 
financial year, beginning on 22nd March, 
i94*\ has not yet been presented to the 
House For some weeks there was nol even 
budgetary provision for current expendi¬ 
ture until the Government belatedly passed, 
on 22nd January, a provisional Budget 
Law authorising expenditure to continue at 
the (947 rate up to the end of the current 
year, 21st March. 

5. Unless proposed under a procedure of 
urgency, nr double urgency, draft laws 
presented by Ministers are at. once passed 
to a Standing Committee of the Chamber, 
There they often remain forgotten and are 
not heard of again for many months. 
Measures which have been dealt with in 
this way since October 1947 are the 
following >— 

Press Law, 

Law Regulating Foreigners Trading in 
Persia, 

Law for the Reorganisation of the 
Ministry of Health. 

Law for the Improved Control of Judi¬ 
cial Appointments. 

15, This represents the total of the work 
done since the Majlis was opened in July, 
A large amount of its time was also spent 
on the process of the verification of 
Members' election mandate**—a process 
whirli. in fact, made il incapable of passing 
imy legislation much before the middle of 
October, and gave ample scope for every 
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sort of personal intrigue and bickering. 
The rest of its time has been devoted to 
irrelevant speeches ranging over every 
possible subject in the absence of any fixed 
programme of business- It is left to the 
discretion of the President to decide what 
question shall lx- lie fore the Chamber at any 
given moment, a tradition which itself 
gives further scope for lobbying and 
intrigue. It is, therefore, frequently 
impossible to foretell when any urgent 
measure, which is theoretically before the 
Chamber, will lie debated. The personal 
discipline of the Deputies is frequently 


deplorable, and on various occasions in the 
last months altercations and personal 
bickerings in the course of debate have 
resulted in the Chamber breaking up in 
confusion while Deputies clinched matters 
under debate by an exchange of blows on 
the floor of the House.

1. Area of Seistan 

Setstan is the area at the southern end 
of the Derso-Afghan frontier where the 
Ri ver Helm arid debouches through its 
delta into the Hamlin or lake. " With the 
exception of the tract at the mouth of the 
Khash Rud round ChnldiEinsur in Afghan 
Sei&tan, Seietan is synonymous with the 
delta of the Ilelmand river and depends 
entirely upon that river for it& cultivation 
and irrigation/X ) l 7 - Goldsmid. in 

giving his award in 1872, stated " as the 
Suist&n of the present day is not the 
separate Principality of the past, and it 
is essential to a due appreciation of the 
claims that Lhc parts in possession of either 
side should l>e intelligibly defined, I revert 
to a territorial division which has 
appeared Ui rue convenient and appro¬ 
priate.

3. The River Helmami 

The river Helmand, on the waters of 
which the inhabitants of ScUt&n dejwfld 
for their subsistem**, rises in central 
Afghanistan and flows westwards through 
Afghanistan for the whole of its course of 
some 350 miles until it reaches the 
beginning of its present-day delta at 
Kahuk, w here the band i Smtau is placed. 
At this point the Persian frontier reaches 
it from the smith-west At this point too 
the main tributary channel, the Kud-i- 
Seistan, hranches off westwards and flows 
into the Hainuii through Persian Seistan. 
This?, is the moat important stream for the 
irrigation of Persian rseist an. and tht* band 
(barrier or dam made of tamarisk wood) 
has in the past been tv built each year at 
its j u net i< ?u w ith t he m: l i n si ream, i n ord er 
to control the waters for irrigation, When 
(loldomtd fixed the international boundary 
north of this point in 1872 he defined it as 
running along the bed of the main stream 
to the limit of the Naiiar (tht* reed-covered 
and annually flooded area above the 
fiernni non i waters u f the Ham un ). At that 
time the main stream was the channel 
which is now called the Rudd-Sikhaar, but 
after the floods of 18DG the river changed 
its course and the main stream began to 
flow along the Rudd Parian, which is 
marked on modem maps as the main bed 
of the Hebnnnr] to I lie flamun. In 11>4< J 
II.M. Viiv-IMnaul at Z&bul re|K>rted that 
all evidence suggested that after the next 
year of big floods the river would change 
its main si ream again, probably to the 
Rud i’8tiistnn* which was already deeper 
than the Rud-i-Pari un, though many 
SeistADis thought that it would break out 
eastwards into Afghan Seiston, There is 
no report of ibis actually having happened 
yet. 

It appears that, owing to the accumula¬ 
tion of silt, the river tends to change its 
main bed in the delta at fairly regular 
intervals of roughly sixty years flooding 
new areas and thereby ruining cultivable 
land, while drying up other previously 
irrigated areas and causing them to become 
desert. Thus the change of caused 
considerable damage to the province of 
Ghakhansur, and the Siktaar, instead of 


being the main stream, is now the Bret to 
dry up in times of drought, a* its bed is 
higher than that of the other tributaries 
The McMahon Award states “ 1 cannot 
close i Ilis award without a word of warning 
to both countries concerned, i'he past his¬ 
tory of the Helmand river in Seistau shows 
that it has always been subject to sudden 
and important changes in its course which 
have from time to time diverted the whole 
river into a new channel antcl rendered 
useless all the then existing canal systems,’ 

4, The Goklsnud Award 

The object of the Goktamid Mission of 
1872 was to give tin arbitral opinion about 
the claims of l>oth Persia and Afghanistan 
to the possess Jon of Seistan, From early 
times Scisitiii had l>een connected with 
Persist “ ancient association, together 
with the religion, language and perhaps 
ihe habits of the people of SeisUm proper 
render the annexation of that tract to 
Persia by no means a strange or an un¬ 
natural measure, "O But Ahmed Shall, 
the creator of the short-lived Afghan 
Empire of the mid-eighteenth century, had 
occupied Seistan, and thereafter it had 
been considered part of Afghanistan, 
though since the beginning of the 19th 
century little control was exercised by 
the Afghan Government in the area. A 
few years previous to the Goldamid 
Mission it had been occupied by Persian 
troops and a Persian Governor appointed, 
at a time when Afghanistan was toes pre¬ 
occupied wills internal troubles to be able 
to resist. 11 w a s unde r these t:■ i reumstances 
that Goldsmid examined the question at 
the request of Persia (who invoked the 
1H07 Treaty with Britain by which shr 
engaged to refer dispute* with Afghani¬ 
stan to the British Government for adjust 
merit and noL to take up arms unless this 
method of settlement failed), Goldsmid in 
hi* Award tom promised by dividing 
Seutait. placing Ute Perso Afghan 
boundary in the delta area along the bed 
of the main stream (as it then was), the 
Rndd-Bikhaar giving “ Seisi&n proper ** 
to Persia and “Outer Beistan to 
Afghanistan. The boundary which he 
defined remains the international frontier 
tfl'day. 

Appeals were made against this Award 
by both Persia arid Afghanistan to H.M. 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, but 
ultimately each country accepted it It is 
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now considered hy both parties to the dis¬ 
pute to be the only valid document defining 
Perso-Afghan relations in Seistam 

By thus defining the boundary the 
Gold sin id Award gave rise to the water 
dispute, which could not have existed 
between Persia and Afghanistan a* such 
before the partitioning of Seistun took 
place. The Goldsiuid Award mentions the 
question of irrigation only shortly and 
almost as an afterthought in one sentence 
at the end : “it is moreover to be well 
understood that no works are to lie carried 
out on either side calculated to interfere 
with the requisite supply of water for 
irrigation on loth hanks of the Helm and," 
A clarification of this state mem was asked 
for by the Afghan envoy, and the opinion 
of the Indian Government, which was con¬ 
firmed by Lord Granville (the Foreign 
Secretary), was >lint ' 1 the danse in the 
Award referred to could not be understood 
as applying cither in existing canals or to 
old and disused canals as the Afghan 
Government might wish to put into proper 
repair, nor could it interfere with the 
execution of new canals, provided the 
requisite supply of water for Irrigation on 
the Persian side was not diminished " 
These statements have an important bear¬ 
ing on the issues of the present, dispate. 

5, The McMahon Award 

The disputes over the question of water 
for irrigation which arose after the 
Gold amid Award were for many years 
■capable of local settlement. In J896, after 
severe floods, the 1 leltn&nd changed its main 
dream fmm I lie Sikhaai to I he Parian 
channel, and perhaps because of this, clie 
differences between the two countries 
becoming more acrimonious. the British 
Government was asked to arbitrate in 1002 
owing to the abnormal deficiency of water 
*n that year, when the main stream dried 
up altogether. 

McMahon state* that ,+ the condition 
under which the present arbitration has 
been agreed to by the Governments of 
Persia and Afghanistan is that the award 
*hdb1(l he in accordance with the terms of 
Sir Frederick Goldsmiths Award In 
framing my award i am, therefore, 
restricted by the almve condition." 
McMahon's first task was to define the 
boundary, lie dertiarealed with pillars the 
whole of its course through Seistan from 
Koh-i-Malik Siah to the Siah Koli, and 
this part of hi.* Award Was accepted by 


both the Persian and the Afghan Govern¬ 
ments, In 1905 he delivered his irrigation 
Award; this met a different fate. The 
important passages of the Award are as 
fol lows:— 

“ Clause II : The amount of water 
requisite for irrigation of Persian lands 
irrigable from and below the Band-i- 
Kohuk is one-third of the whole volume 
of the Heimand river which enters 
Soist&n- 

Seistan. to which Sir Frederick Gold- 
smidG Award applies, swap rises nil lauds 
on both hanks of the Ffelrnand from 
Bandar-i Kama I Khan downward*. 

** Clause III : Persia is therefore 
entitled to one third of the whole 
Helmand river calculated ai the point 
where water is first taken off from it to 
irrigate buds on either bank situated 
below Bandar i-Kama I Khan. 

V1 Clause IV: Any irrigation works 
constructed by Afghanistan to divert 
water into Seiatan land*, ns above 
defined, must allow of at least one-third 
of the volume of the whole river being 
available for Persian use al Band-b 
Kohuk/T) 

The Afghan Government accepted the 
award except the clause which provided 
for a permanent British irrigation officer 
to arbitrate in local disputes. The Persian 
Government, however, rejected it entirely, 
stating that it did not follow the Goldsmid 
Award, but only the interpretation of it 
which the British Foreign Office put upon 
it H,M. Government asked tlie Persian 
Government to state a reasoned appeal if 
they refused to accept it. as they themselves 
had asked for arbitration and were not 
justified in repudiating it because it. suited 
the[3i to do so. No such appeal was 
received, and the Award is assumed to have 
lapsed—at least no British irrigation 
officer was despatched to Seietan to arbi¬ 
trate—and the Persian Government held 
rind have since held the view that the only 
document by which they are bound is the 
Goldsmid Award 

6. Subsequent History 

In spite of the fate of the McMahon 
Award, the Helmand question did nut 
again Iieiome internationally prominent 
for over thirty years. It appears that dis¬ 
putes were capable of direct settlement hy 
Persians and Afghans, and in. the 1930s 
the Afghan Government offered voluntarily 
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to increase the share allotted to Persia by 
McMahon from one third to one-half of 
the waters of the river at Bandar-i-Kanud 
Khan, an otter which was eventually em¬ 
bodied in the Agreement of the 26th 
January, 1939, signed at Kabul by the 
Persian Ambassador and the Afghan 
Foreign Minister, The Agreement, how¬ 
ever, was, not ratified by Afghanistan and 
consequently lapsed 

The failure to ratify was due to a new 
element—the question uf the u^e of the 
waters of the upper Helmand outside 
Sdst&n by Afghanistan. In 1937 a canal 
was begun under the supervision of 
German, and later Japanese, engineers, nn 
the upper Helmand in the neightxairhood 
of Girishk; its object was to supply irri¬ 
gation to a large tract of land in that 
neigh!iourhood- There is no evidence that 
the w aters of the upper Helmand had been 
considered before ibis time in the disputes 
about foist an. which had been confined to 
complaining of water draw n off the liel- 
mand by one party or the other inside 
Seistall. The question of works con 
strutted in Afghanistan far away from 
Seistan is almost a separate <me from that 
uf the division of the waters of the Rei¬ 
man d inside Seistan. but now it as ibis 
question uf Afghanistan's right to use the 
waters of the upper Helmand us she- thinks 
fit which forms the substance of the 
dispute. 

This is well illustrated by the grounds 
on which the 1939 Agreement was rejected 
by Afghanistan. The Agreement itself 
was accepted, but in an annex to it the 
Afghan Government were asked to declare 
that they " have no object nor intention 
whatsoever ta interfere with she supply of 
water to Seistan mad therefore will not 
allow any action which may result in a 
reduction of t he share of Persia from Band- 
i-Kaioal Khanf) (as specified in Section I 
of the Agreement) that would cause damage 
and loss to the agriculture and irrigation of 
SeiitanT (Section l stated that "any 
quantity of water reaching Baodd-Kantal 
Khan every year may lx* distributed equally 
between Afghanis ten and Persia after 
Hand-i-Knmal Khan.”) 

Bv rejecting the annex Afghanistan 
made it clear that she was nut going to 
accept any provision which might give the

Persian Government grounds for inter¬ 
fering with works on the upper Ileimnnd. 
Persia , in proposing the annex. refused to 
accept the Agreement without it, and 
showed that she was seriously alarmed 
about the effect which projects on the upper 
Helnmnd would have on the water supply 
of Seistan. Her alarm might be justified, 
but ignorajuc (due in part to the Afghan 
Government s refusal to allow the Persians 
even to see what they were doing) coupled 
with the 1046 and 1947 droughts gave rise 
to the wildest accusations against the 
Afghan Govern meat by Persians. 

7, Afghanistan's Obligations to the Upper 
H almond 

As the Goldamid Award is the only 
authority which Iwth the Persian and 
Afghan Govern men Is acknowledge, it may 
Ije worth while to return to it to see exactly 
what its provisions were. The point which 
does not appear to have l>eeri elucidated is 
whether the Award is intended to refer 
to Seistan only or to any area of Persia or 
Afghanistan which may he relevant. It 
states that “ no works are to be carried out 
on either side calculated to interfere with 
the requisite supply of water for irrigation 
on both banks of the Helmand.” The 
Persian Government have quite dearly in¬ 
terpreted -on either side” to mean on 
either side of the frontier, #>., including 
in its provisions the whole length of the 
Helmand river, A U.S. Department of 
State memorandum of the 24th October, 
1047. assumes without argument that this 
is what was intended, and states that 
4 ‘ well aware that the Afghans would 
acquiesce very reluctantly to the boundary 
award, Gokbmid inserted the provision 
regarding water supply to prevent the 
Afghans from cutting off the flow of water 
to R< Gtjiu and thereby making the area a 
de.sert.” Jt is possible that the Afghan 
Government Loo lake this view of their obli¬ 
gations, for there is no evidence to show 
that they dispute it. On the other hand, 
Goldamid was instructed tu examine 
Seistan and to give an arbitral opinion 
about ii. That his arbitration was con¬ 
fined to Seistan is dated explicitly in the 
McMahon Award—” Seistan, to which Sir 
Frederick Goldamid's Awwl applies, com¬ 
prises all lands on both banks of the Hel¬ 
mand from Bandar i-Kontal Khan down¬ 
wards.'' There is no evidence that the 
question of Afghan interference with the 
waters of the Helmand outside Seistan was 


ever raised until after the Girishk Canal 
project was started hi 1937. 

8* Projects on the Upper Helmand 

The canal projected in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Girrshk, sometimes known as the 
lloghra Canal, has in fact not yet been 
finished. The original scheme was for a 
canal some 70 to dU miles long with a diver- 
don dam and hydro-electric works at its 
head. By March 1947 only 1G miles had 
been dug* The war put a stop to its con¬ 
struction, but it has since been restarted 
by the American Morrison-Knudaen 
l'-ogiiicering Company which is under- 
faking development work for the Afghan 
Government. The American adviser to 
the Afghan Government. Mr. Alexander, 
strongly disapproved of the continuation 
of the canal, both because the land which 
it would irrigate was not sufficiently fertile 
to justify its construction (in any case far 
less fertile than the Afghan Seistan Pro¬ 
vince of Chiikbansur). and also liecanse the 
minimum flow of water necessary for the 
hydro-electric project and for irrigation 
could not be guaranteed in dry years with¬ 
out the construc tion of a laige storage dain 
further up the river to regulate the flow. 
The canal scheme has not, however, been 
abandoned, and an ideal site for an up¬ 
stream dam was found alxmt 60 miles f rom 
( drishk; the construction of this—at a cost 
of $5-6 million—rather than of the canal 
was recommended by Mr Alexander. 
Whether it will eventually be built, and 
when, are points which are not yet settled. 
But it is quite clear that the Afghan Gov¬ 
ernment arc bent on some sort of develop¬ 
ment in the upper reaches of the Helmand. 

The Afghan Government have main¬ 
tained that, although they reserve the right 
to construct what works they think fit on 
Uie upper Hehnand, yet their interest in 
the welfare of Seistan is oa great as that 
of Persia—indeed greater, because Afghan 
Seistan is larger, though less developed, 
than Persian Seistan u nd is capable of 
more development (the McMahon Kepurt 
gives ihe ratio of cultivated land in Per 
4an Seistan compared with Afghan 
Keistan as 4 to 1, hut states that with suit¬ 
able irrigation works the area under culti¬ 
vation in Afghan Seistan could actually 
exited that of Persian Seistan); moreover, 
in years of drought, such as 1946 and 1947, 
the Sikhsar channel, which provides water 
for Ghakh&nsur, is the first to dry up and 
the Afghan foistanis the first to suffer, 
The Afghan Minister for Foreign Affaire 
has also stated that if the Bogbra Canal 


look all the w ater of the Helmand from the 
liver and returned none, it would make no 
difference to the supply of water at Bandar- 
L Kamal Khan, as the chief ooasfitpents of 
the river flowed into the main stream from 
the Arghandab Etid at a point lower down 
than Girishk. The Afghan Government 
offered to guarantee a supply of water 
requisite for the needs id Seistan, in 
accordance with the terms of the Goldamid 
Award (the explanation of the Award 
given by tile British Foreign Secretary 
dearly gave Afghanistan the right to con¬ 
struct new canals provided that their con¬ 
struction did not interfere with the supply 
of water requisite fur Persian Sristan), 
They therefore suggested a Perso-Afghan 
Commission to visit Persian Seistan 
Lu decide whal the requisite water 
supply should !«?, This, needles-; to say, 
the Persian Government refused to allow, 
since not only would it constitute an inter 
fere nee in Persia's internal affairs (of the 
same type as inspection of works un the 
up[ier Helmand would be Persian biter- 
ferenre in Afghan internal affairs), hut 
also because the amount of land under . ul- 
ti ration at any lime is no indication (par- 
ticiilarly in a time of drought) of the laud 
which can l>e cultivated, nor of possible 
development. The Afghan Government 
also pointed out—what has beep pointed 
out many times la? fore—that Seistan nor¬ 
mally suffered from excess, not deficiency of 
water, and Hint floods did far more damage 
to laud and crops than drought; and that 
the construction uf headworks would help 
to regulate the supply of water, and hence 
improve the condition of Persian Seistan 
(if the argument that a anal at (iiiishk 
would make un differente to the flow of 
water into Seistan i? accepted, it is difficult 
to see how head work a ni a considerable 
distauoe upstream from (lirishk could regu 
late the flow in Seistan)., 

9. The Present Position 

]t became dear in ihe autumn of 1047 
that, while both parties to the dispute are 
anxious for a settlement-, no further pro¬ 
gress ran be readied by direct iicgoiiaii.m. 
as neither side is willing to allow the other 
even inspection, let alone partial control, of 
its portion of the Helmand, The drought, 
which added heat to the Persian present a 
tion of i he case, was alone responsible for 
the deficiency of water in Perskyi Seistan 
In the autumn of 1947, as lx>th Morri&on- 
Knnrf&n personnel and later the American 
Secretary at die Kabul Legation, who 
inspec ted the whole length of the river to 
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Kohuk. confirmed; they reported that all 
the canals on the Afghan side were dried 
up. At present the Afghan development 
schemes are quite clearly not responsible 
for the shortage of water Bowing into 
Seistan, though that is no indication, that 
they may not ham the water supply in 
future, although the point made by the 
Afghan Government, that irrigation of 
Hcistan is as important to Afghanistan as 
to Persia, must render the event less likely. 

The United States Government have 
been more closely concerned with recent 
developments in the dispute than the 
British, This is largelv because an Ameri¬ 
can company. t he Morrison - K nudsen 

Engineering Uompanv is responsible for 
the organisation of development works on 
the upper Helm&nd* turn! also, as part, of 
its. survey of Persia, has reported on 
possible irrigational developments in 
Persian Seistan, The reputation of the 
United States in this part of the world 
is bound to tic affected la the success or 
failure of the company in carrying out its 
undertakings, and it is considered im¬ 
portant by the Department of Slate on 
these as well as other political grounds that 
a permanent agreement shuttle! lie reached 
as soon aa possible. The United States 
Ambassador in Teheran made available to 
the Persian Government information about 
the S ntertmtion&l Joint Commissions which 
attend to I lie problem* of boundary waters 
tween the United States and Canada and 
the United States and Mexico, But in 
spite of this help and other encouragement, 
lioth in Teheran and Kabul, it wfi? not 
found possible to persuade I he Persian and 


Afghan Governments to come to a direct 
settlement. The matter was eventually 
referred to the representative of the livo 
countries in Washington, where it has been 
hoped Dial agreement will be reached. 
The State Department proposed to the 
Persian Embassy and Afghan Legation 
that a neutral technical commissi on should 
be established to examine the problem and 
to arbitrate, The suggestion has been 
referred to Tehran and Kabul, but answers 
to it have not vet been given. 

The dilatory process of negotiation in 
America h perhaps in part due to the fact 
that water is now flowing into Scistnn 
again, so that the immediate cause of the 
altercation is eliminated. The Persian 
Government, however, have still not with¬ 
drawn their threat made some months ago 
to refer the mutter to U.N.U. if no satis¬ 
factory solution can be reached There is 
no doubt that if a solution can fie found 
along the lines proposed by the State 
Department it will be mure satisfactory 
than referring the matter to U.X.O. It 
seems a 31 tide absurd that, while construe- 
tion on the Afghan section of the Heimand 
is already begun, and in the Persian section 
has been recommended ami may be super¬ 
vised, by the Morrison-Knud sen Company, 
the Afghan and Persian Governments, for 
whom the company works, have neat'lied a 
complete 1 impasse in their dispute over the 
river, which, though politically divided, is 
still a single geographical unit.

With reference to my despatch No, 70 
i Monthly Report for February). I have the 
honour to submit the following report on 
events in Persia during March 1948, 
Relations between Persia and the Soviet 
Union continued strained, and the contro¬ 
versy over the role of the United States 
Military Mission was tarried further both 
by Soviet propaganda and. by yet another

nuie from the Soviet Ambassador. The 
position of the Government was strength¬ 
ened by [he inclusion in the Cabinet of 
four new Ministers, and it has been making 
some progress over the proposed seven year 
plan of economic development. 

Foreign Affairs 

2. There were no new developments in 
Soviet Persian relations before the Persian 
New Year on 21st March, though Moscow 


propaganda continued to attack the Persian 
Government for its alleged anti-Soviet 
policy. On 24(h March the Soviet Ambas¬ 
sador, who three days earlier had openly 
shown his disrespect for the Shah by the 
absence both of himself and of his first 
counsellor from the annual levee, presented 
a note in reply to the Persian note of 4th 
February; this note quoted the United 
States-Persian Agreement of October ISJ47 
*n refutation of the Persian statement that 
! nited States advisers had not occupied key 
posts or intervened in the activities of the 
-Ministry of War, and as proof that no such 
post could in any circumstance* be filled by 
fore {gn ad v isers ot lie r i ha 11 Amer lean. The 
note went on to claim that the Soviet Union 
bad the right, under its own Constitution, 
to give asylum to foreign refugees and 
rejected the Persian protests on this score. 
It also compared the present Persian 
denials of American activities with similar 
denials in 1941 about Axis agents in Persia, 
and repeated that the United Staies- 
Persian Agreement of 1947 was in conflict 
With the provisions of the Soviet-Persian 
Treaty of 1921, describing the Persian note 
of 4th February as an attempt to evade 
responsibility for the Persian Govern me nt's 
policy, which was incompatible with that 
treaty. With eIic delivery of this latest 
note, the position is now that the Soviet 
Government have culled upon the Persian 
Gover nm ent to terminate the activities of 
tfe United Stales Military Mission which 
they allege to constitute a threat Up the 
Soviet Union, and, having rejected tihfe 
Persian arguments in reply, probably con¬ 
sider themsolvea entitled under the treaty 
to take military action if the Persian 
Government do not comply with their 
request, 

3, The publication uf the Soviet note was 
followed by the publication by the Persian 
Government nf an earlier note, dated 22nd 
March, protesting against Soviet propa¬ 
ganda against Persia, and in particular 
against statements that the Hakim i 
Government was pursuing an anti-Soviet 
policy, that America would be given oil in 
Northern Persia and that the Persisi.ii 
Government was surrendering Persian 
^dependence to the United States an;I 
aiaking Persia into a base of operations for 
Egression against the U.S.S.K. The 
F^rsian note denied all these charges and 
repeated that the policy of the Persian 
Government was based on the United 
Nations Charter and the maintenance of 
friendly relations with sill countries. 


particularly the l ,*,S.lL r on a basis of 
red proci ty. 

4. Tiiis further exacerbation of the con¬ 
troversy about American activities in 
Persia has caused some alarm among public 
opinion in the capital, who already earlier 
in the month were quick to draw dis 
quieting implications from events in 
Chechoslovakia and from the signs of 
increasing tension between the Western 
Powers and the Soviet Union as shown by 
President Truman A message calling for 
conscription, and by the conclusion of the 
Brussels Treaty. The Persians were 
quicker than usual to appreciate, after the 
events in Prague and Finland, that it might 
he Persia'* turn next, and the newspapers, 
in particular, arc urging more strongly than 
ever that Persia should maintain a balanced 
policy and avoid entanglements with either 
camp. 

5. Disproportionate interest was & roused 
by the arrival in Tehran for a short visit 
of Mr. Jernegau, of the State Department, 
shortly after the departure of the former 
United States Ambassador. The new 
United States Ambassador, Mr* John 
Wiley, arrived in Tehran on 31st March. 
The newly-appointed Argentine Minister. 
Don Eduardo CMlombres Marmol, presented 
his letters of credence to the Slmh on 21st 
March. and 1 1 n ■ Netherlands Minister. 
M Montijn. on I tth March, on his promo¬ 
tion from charge d'affaires. 

Internal Situation 

«, After several weeks of rumour and 
uncertainty. M Hakimi .strengthened hi> 
Government on 9th March by the appoint* 
meat of M. >uyi Esfandiiiri ns Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, General Ahruadi as 
Minister of the Interior, and M. Suited! and 
M. Etftjir as Ministers without Portfolio. 
These appointments, while increasing the 
Governments support in the Majlis, failed 
to remove entirely the dissatisfaction over 
the Governments inactivity, and it is 
expected that there will tie another trial of 
strength when M. li a kind is called upon 
when the Majlis reassembles after the 
No-Rust recess, to answer a further series 
of interpellations from members of the 
Democrat Iran Party. Che new Ministers, 
however, have Lhe reputation of energy and 
strength of character. The appointment 
of M. Nun Esfandiari, in particular, who 
was the Minister for Foreign Affairs in 
QavamV last Gownuaenl. is likely to 
strengthen the Government considerably in 
its handling of foreign affairs. M Hajir 






has been entrusted with the supervision of 
the Ministry of Labour, the position of 
which has mot yet been regularised by 
legislation, 

7, For the Inst ten days of the month all 
official business was at a standstill owing 
to the No-Ruz holidays. In the week pre¬ 
ceding No- -Rue, however, tlie Government 
at. last showed signs of taking positive 
action ou the N&ficy Report on the kj<m<Me 
development of the country (sec toy des¬ 
patch No. 37 of 10th February, para¬ 
graph 8). The Cabinet considered a draft 
Bill which it intends to put before Lhe 
Majlis as soon as the Chamber reassembles, 
constituting a planning authority and out¬ 
lining the principal activities to which 
expenditure under the plan should he 
devoted; the text of the Bill was referred 
bo a special Cabinet Committee, and it may 
therefore be revised before it is actually 
submitted to the Majlis. These delibera¬ 
tions coincided with the presence in Tehran 
of Mr. Mas Thornburg, an American 
expert on Middle Ea?i development, who 
made various recommendations in private 
conversations with leading Persians, 
urging strongly that the seven-year plan 
should lie placed under the control of a con¬ 
sultant who, in his view, should be an 
American firm or individual, and who 
should be assured a free hand, by means, of 
special legislation, exempting them from 
ordinary administrative restrictions to 
enable them to carry out the plan. 

ft. The Majlis also gave further eon 
sideralion during the month to the Foreign 
Traders’ Dill, and to a Bill exempting 
agricultural machinery from customs duty. 
No decision was taken on either of these 
Bills owing to the recess, but it is expected 
that the Foreign Traders' Bill may go 
before the Chamber again as soon as it 
reassembles, and it will become law, though 
possibly in a revised form, authorising 
foreign merchants to continue to import 
their goods from their own country of 
origin. 

9. Mud) publicity was given to the 
Shrib's visit during the No-R ue holidays to 
provincial towns in Eastern Persia and to 
Tabriz His Majesty paid an official visit 
to the shrine of the Imam lieza at Meshed, 
and is reported to have received a warm 
reception from the population of Azer¬ 
baijan In a massage issued to the nation 
for the new year he made a strong appeal 
for initiative and action in raising the 
standard of living of the workers and for 
on improvement in the economic situation. 


He attacked influential classes, who were top 
hellish to concern themselves with the 
welfare of the poor, and called for urgent 
measures to improve economic conditions 
and to create employment. He also made 
a similar appeal iri a communique issued in 
Tehran on his return from Meshed. The 
Shah is known to lie impatient at the delay 
in taking measures for social reform and 
economic development, and to lx- contem¬ 
plating some measure of constitutional 
reform if the Majlis blocks or rejects pro 
pos&ls to this end. 

10. Reports continued to be received of 
renewed Tudeh activities throughout the 
country; in spite of repressive measures 
last year the party is believed to have the 
support; of over one-third of the industrial 
population. Internal discipline in the 
party is being tightened up, probably under 
Russian orders. Tudeh leaders have re¬ 
turned to Khurasan and are said to be 
reorganising the party in that province, 
where there is reported to be an increase in 
Soviet activities generally. Tudeh activi¬ 
ties are said to be increasing in Gil&n, 
particularly in the towns, and there are 
reports that the Tudeh wish in the near 
future to organise strikes in Isfahan and 
Abadan. Agents have been reported as 
(revelling between Tehran and Khuristan. 
and Tudeh is said to tie particularly 
strong among the railway workers. At 
Abadan they have issued a leaflet attacking 
the AngloTranijtn Oil Company, Dr. Bakh- 
liur. the representative of the Persian 
Ministry of Labour, and the CenirflJ Union 
of Workers of Khuzist&n, which has been 
holding regular meetings in Abadan, 
alleged by Tudeh to lie supported by the 
company iu order to sabotage their own 
activities. The Soviet consul at Ahwaz has 
again visited Abadan and also Khorram- 
shall! anti Rhadegan, an Arab tribal centre. 

1L The fears of bread shortage men¬ 
tioned in previous reports have been set at 
rest, by recent abundant rain and snowfalls. 
Harvest prospects appear favourable 
throughout the country, and if there is 
further rain in April the 194ft harvest is 
ex pec ted to he excelien t. W heat prices have 
fallen considerably. 


Conditions in the Provinces 

!2, The situation in Azerbaijan is re¬ 
run ted to be calm The military authori¬ 
ties have been making further enquiries 
about the retention of illegal arms, ami 
there has hren a small number of further 


arrests of Soviet sympathisers. The 
despatch to the south of Muhajjirs and 
Armenians has been temporarily suspended, 
aud the camp near Khorr&mabad is now- 
empty; but further arrests and the despatch 
of further contingent* to the south are 
expected later in the spring. A certain 
amount of activity by the Muhajji re has 
been reported, chiefly taking the form of a 
whispering campaign com pi lining that 
money needed for the relief of poverty in 
the province is being squandered on new- 
public buildings. Some progress has been 
made with public works, particularly in 
railway construction and the paving of the 
streets of Tabriz; Government publicity at 
Tabriz has lieen reorganised in order to 
counter the ,J Azerbaijan Democrat " wire 
less, and proposals have been made for the 
improvement of working conditions and 
educational facilities. The situation in 
Azerbaijan was mentioned in the Majlis 
by two Deputies who appealed for efforts lo 
re v i ve t rade and to st i inula te on tput- T hen*?

temporarily, to have ceased. The Persian 
Government showed energy in dealing with 
threats to public security and strengthened 
its position in the Majlis; the Cabinet 
approved the draft Bill for the seven-year 
plan nf economic development. There was 
considerable Opposition activity towards 
the end of April 










Foreign Affairs 

' 2 . The correspondence letween the 
Soviet Ambassador and the Persian 
Government was early in the month carried 
fuither by two notes: the Persian reply, 
dated 1st April, to the Soviet note <d 24th 
March about the American Military 
Mission and the 1U21 Treaty; and the 
Soviet reply, dated 0th April, to the 
Persian note complaining abouL Soviet 
propaganda and, in particular, the lecture 
by Professor Steinberg. In the former the 
Persian Government rebutted the Soviet 
arguments about the American Military 
Mission and, in particular, challenged the 
Soviet Government's allusion to events in 
1941, sLating that in that year the Persian 
Government had continued it*? polity of 
neutrality towards the Soviet Union, and 
that the invocation of the 1921 Treaty had 
been a pretest rather than a justification 
for subsequent Soviet military action. The 
note went on to repeat charges of Soviet 
intervention in the internal affairs of 
Persia by interfering in political matters 
in Azerbaijan in 1940 and, subsequently, 
by giving aayltmi *v refugees who wot** 
considered by the Persian Government to 
be common law criminals. In his note of 
r>th Vpril the Suriet Ambassador stated 
that the Persian Government was not 
justified in making the remarks of Soviet 
commentators about Persia's unfriendly 
policy towards the Soviet Union the sub¬ 
ject. of diplomatic representations, and 
t ora plained about anti-Soviet articles and 
caricature in the Tehran press. These 
notes and the previous correspondence 
were communicated by the Persian Govern- 
merit to the Security Council for its 
information. 

:i In spite of the continuation of this 
correspondence, it seems likely that the 
Soviet Ambassador, who left Tehran to pay 
visits to Meshed and Gurgan. the purpose 
of which may have been to obtain informa¬ 
tion Regarding Persian action against 
Soviet agents in Kborasaan and to step-up 
Soviet activities in that area, received 
insJruclipftjs from Moeoow to reins his 
preshurt' ori the Persian Government—no 
doubt in view of developments in Europe. 
On his return, he, on 18th April, visited 
the Prime Minister and the Minister For 
Foreign Affairs, whom he had not seen for 
a considerable lime, and a communique 
reporting theso interviews wasi issued by 
the Persian Government, The Prime 
Minister and the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs both confirmed to His Majesty's 


Ambassador that the meeting had been 
entirely friendly and that mi reference 
whatever had been made to the recent 
correspondence. 

4, The Italian elections were followed 
by public opinion with great interest, and 
their reassuring outcome, coinciding with 
signs of reduced tension in Soviet-Persian 
relations, went some way to counter public 
nervousness, which had resulted in March 
from events in Czechoslovakia and from 
the increased friction between the W estern 
Powers and the Soviet Union over German 
and Western European a flairs. Public 
opinion remained detached though pessi¬ 
mistic about developments in Palestine, 
being preoccupied as usual with their 
possible bearing on the attitude of the 
USSR 

5. The Bahrein question was again 
raised in the Majlis by (lie tabling, on 15th 
April, of a private members' Bill calling 
upon the Government to take speedy action 
to establish its authority over Bahrein and 
to report to the Majlis? as a matter of 
urgency. Though some respectable 
Deputies signed the Rill, it was primarily 
the work of the notoriously anti-British 
Abbas Iskatidari, who in the debate OH the 
interpellation of the Government attacked 
them for not having lived up to Q&vam-us 
Salfaneh's pledge that he would raise the 
Bahrein question with His Majesty's 
Government, and urged that, in view of the 
general international situation, the moment 
was propitious for the Persian Govern¬ 
ment to pursue this matter. In his reply 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs stated 
[hut there was no tract 1 in the diplomatic 
archives of any action having been taken 
in this matter by Qavom-us-Siiltaiieh* and 
that the Persian Government maintained 
its claim and would not lose smy oppor¬ 
tunity of asserting its rights in the future 
In the circumstances, no Minister could 
well have said less, and M, Xuri Isfandiari 
gave His Majesty's Ambassador to under¬ 
stand. before the latter’s departure on leave 
mi 2'Mli April, that he fully undersiiHid 
His Majesty's GovcrnmcnTs attitude ill the 
matter and would do everything he could 
to prevent further ventilation of this 
question in the near future, 

0. Some progress was made towards the 
settlement of the long outstanding question 
of the Persian claims for compensation for 
use of the Trans-Iranian Railway during 
the war and conversations were continued 
between the commercial counsellor of His 
Majesty’s Embassy and the railway 


administration. The only major point at 
Issue is that of liability for a possible claim 
by the United Suites Government for pay¬ 
ment for railway stores handed over to the 
Persian State Railways during the war. 
This liability IIis Majesty's Government 
have declined to accept. 

7. I’he United States Ambassador, Mr. 
J C. Wiley, presented Ins letters of 
credence on 8tb April. The obstacle to the 
delivery of United States armaments 
represented by the failure to reach agree¬ 
ment ow? i the payment of packing and 
transport charges (see Tehran despatch 
No. 7CJ, paragraph 4) has now apparently 
been overcome. It is expected thaL the first 
consignment of arms, from United States 
stocks to Western Europe, will arrive in 
about three months’ time. 

K. The three International Labour Office 
experts visiting Persia toured the Southern 
Provinces and have been busy revising 
labour legislation. M. Fuss, who had 
previously and in private expressed his 
great admiration for the activities of the 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, made an ill- 
prepared speech in public which was 
interpreted by hh Persian audience as 
severe criticism of the company's housing, 
Ur. Julian Huxley, and a small part}'

Internal Situation 

0, During the early part of the month 
the time of the Majlis was largely taken 
up by routine formalities connected with 
the beginning of the new session after the 
Persian New Year. On 4th April, after 
an even division of votes between the former 
speaker, Surdar Fakher Nik mat. and an 
Opposition candidate, the former was 
re-elected by a simple majority on a third 
QQuufc.

palled i o resort to the expedient of 
Noting one month's expenditure [sending 
J a ter approval of the main budget, The 
i&tqrpellation debate resulted in the 
Poaelng of a vote of confidence by ff7 votes 


to 2, with J l J abstentions, on 20th April 
This Government success leaves the way 
clear for further progress with the budget 
and for the submission to the Majlis by the 
Prime Minister of the Bill embodying the 
Seven-Year lMan t which was approved by 
the Cabinet with certain modifications on 
20th April. 

lfi General Amir AlmWi, who suc¬ 
ceeded General Aghevli as Minister of the 
Interior in March, has shown considerable 
activity in dealing with threats to public 
security. He ordered the immediate arrest 
of persons in the provinces who had been 
responsible for acts of brigandage, and 
large-scale arrests were made in collabora¬ 
tion with the military authorities of 
elements in Tehran and the Northern Pro¬ 
vinces, who were believed to lie preparing 
dissension and disturbance*. Martial law 
was declared in seven Caspian towns, ami 
sixty workers were transferred from the 
Chatu?i silk factory to Tehran, The mili¬ 
tary authorities have also intervened with 
the railway administration and the Indus¬ 
trial Bank, which controls Slate factories, 
to obtain the dismissal of Tudeh employees, 
Tudeb iufiuence had been previously 
reported as being particularly strong 
among railway employees, 

U A coimmmiquf' was issued by police 
headquarters on 5tli April announcing that 
article 49 of the Press Law, which gives 
the [xilice authority to confiscate news 
papers publishing offensive material nr 
inciting to disorder, would henceforth be 
strict]} enforced. All these measures have 
given rise to considerable elarnoiir in 
Opposition quarters* and the newspapers 
produced articles complaining of ibis 
threat to their liberty of expression and of 
alleged preparation for the restoration of 
a dictatorship. Public meetings of news 
paper representatives were held in Tehran 
on I Hi ] i and 25th April* and were attended 
both by journalists and by representatives 
of the Tudeh and other Opposition Parties, 

12, Tudeh activities have been driven 
underground by fear of repressive 
measures, and { bndestme methods are now 
used for establishing contacts between 
members of the T ml eh organisation am! 
convening secret meetings The party has, 
however, also taken part, in press cam¬ 
paigns atid issued manifestos directed 
against the Government, the military 
authorities and the Ministry of Labour; 
and fear of reprisal did nui prevent them, 
planning two public meetings in Tehran to 
celebrate May Day, At Isfahan a

judicious intervention by the Governor- 
General on the side of the workers helped 
to avert a strike in the textile factories, 
where the Tudeh had been exploiting some 
not unjustified discontent; this was 
followed by the arrest of seventeen Tudeh 
Party members and their condemnation to 
three months" imprisonment. Fourteen 
members of M. Kaivan's independent union 
were also arrested but released almost at 
once. These arrests, planned and carried 
nut by the military authorities, were most 
unwelcome to the Ministry of Labour, who 
30 informed the Governor-General; he 
promised to do his I test to prevent such 
repressive means in the future. There have 
been more reports of visiis by fudeh 
agitators and suspected Soviet agents to 
Abadan and the oil-fieIds, 

13. A Bill implementing she Seven-Year 
Plan has been discussed by the t’ouncil of 
Ministers. The Bill gave very wide powers 
to the Planning Organisation, and it was 
sctticelv surprising that several Ministers 
took exception to what they regarded us a 
derogation from their authority. A eum- 
p remise has now been reached by which, 
whilst the Supervising Organisation 
retains the general responsibility for tile 
plan, its actual execution will be left to the 
various Ministries concerned* The Bill is 
now due to be presented to the Majlis. 


The Provinces 

14, There have l>een further heavy rains 
which should improve the chances of a good 
harvest; but meanwhile the supply of 
cereals for the next few' months continues 
localise anxiety in Khorassun. where grain 
is still being hoarded: and in Kiutmtum 
where the first crop is poor and supplies 
imported from other provinces are not as 
large ns had been hoped, lu the Caspian 
provinces there have been complaints of the 
continued high price of Hoe. 

15, In the conrso of his visit to A/.f‘r 
batjan at the end of March, the Shfth was 
met with complaints about the ad minis 

ion of the province, and there have been 
rumours s*f the impending replacement of 
the I hivernor-General. The warmth of his 
reception at Tabriz left no doubt of Ids 
continued popularity and of the loyalty of 
the great majority of Azerbaijanis. lie 
enjoined particular attention to the 


improvement of living conditions for the 
peasants, the creation of employment and 
the organisation of publicity. lit the 
second half of April the Shah made a lour 
of the Caspian provinces and again had a 
most cordial reception. 

1 ST In spite of the report of trouble 
during March, disarmament of the Boir 
Ah tried i tribe has proceeded satisfactorily. 
Further small detachments of troop® have 
been reinforcing those already established 
in the area, and the Persian military 
authorities have informed His Majesty’s 
Consul-General at Ahwaz and Ilia 
Majesty’s Consul at Shi raj that the Boir 
Ahmedi are responding to disarmament- 
more favourably than had been expected; 
that several hundred rifles have been 
handed in, and that no Hashes have 
occurred. It would appear, therefore, that 
the reports of serious fighting which were 
current in March were spread with the 
deliberate intention of causing trouble, hut 
that, in fact, the military have succeeded 
in extending affective control in the area 
concerned and that the tribal leaders have 
atknowledged Governtnent anthority. 

17. In the Bakhtinri country a small 
military operation to obtain the awl of 
Abul Qasaem succeeded in rounding up 
this troublesome chieftain at Ardal on 8 th 
April after a couple of ski mushes between 
his followers and Government forces. He 
was tried by court martial at Isfahan and 
sentenced to three years" imprisonment 
This sentence has now been remitted by the 
Shah, but Abul Qaasem will not be able 
to return to the Bakhtiari country for the 
next two years. It is expected, however, 
that this leniency will have a had effect 
among the Rakbtinri, who have already 
expressed dissatisfaction at the prospect 
nf his not lining punished in accordance 
with his desert#.

Sir, 9M June , 1948, 

With reference to my despatch. So. 151 
of 4th May, 1 have the honour to submit 
the following report on events in Persia 
during May 194* Rein! ion is between the 
Soviet l nion and Porsia continuod to show 
some slight improve men! in spite of a 
front ier incident on the A raxes River. The 
Persian Government gradually lost its 
majority in the Majlis and its position at 
the end of the month was extremely 
in secure, Q ji v a m -es- 8 n 1 ta j ich returned to 
Persia from abroad, but lias not yet re¬ 
entered the political arena. 

Foreign Affairs 

2. After his change of tactics during 
April, when tie emerged from a mood of 
sulkiness which had lasted since the 
rejection of the draft agreement for a 
Soviet-Persian Oil Company in Octotar 
1947, the Soviet Ambassador continued to 
give an appearance of cordiality to his 
rdaj itm_s with the Persian Govera n lenI i a 
his pursuit of sweet reasonableness he even 
went to the length of attending the salon 
of one of the Princesses to hear a recital by 
a Greek pianist, sponsored by that 
tnonattho Fascist beast, the Greek Charge 
ti'Altaii‘crt- The visit of a Persian delega¬ 
tion to Tashkent to take part in the 
celebrations of the 500th anniversar T r! u- 
poet Ah Shir Navai also seems to reflect 
a more conciliatory attitude towards Persia 
than lhi* Russians have shown for some 
time. 

3. VI. Sadehikov again visited the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs at the 
beginning of the month and is said to have 
complained of lack of response on the 
Persian side to the hand of friendship 
extended to them by the Soviet Government. 
The Persian Government, however, were 
forthcoming enough to act on a suggestion 
that conversations should be held between 
the .Minister of National Economy and the 
head of (ho Soviet Trade Delegation with 
ft view tn negotiating a new commercial 
agreement, and on 25th May it wras 
ajinoimced in the newspapers that the 
Minister had submitted to the Cabinet the 
heads of a proposed agreement regulating 
Soviet Persian trade over the period of 
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twelve months starting at the end of March 
1948, The proposed agreement is based on 
the quotas fixed for the preceding year, and 
the Soviet Government have asked that 
approximate ly one-quarter uf the total 
Persian import quota should be earmarked 
for Soviet product*, including sugar, cotton 
piece-good^, cotton yarn, agricultural 
machinery, iron and steel manufactures, 
newsprint, mineral oils, chemicals, fur*, 
plywood, electrical apparatus and silver, 
platinum and precious stones. Against 
this, the Soviet Government ask for rice, 
wheat, barley, ienlils and peas, vegetable 
oiU, livestock, horses and camel s. In ask¬ 
ing for authority to negotiate an agreement 
on this basis, the Minister of National 
Economy has stated that he intend* to 
modify the list of Soviet export* according 
to the needs of the market, and the list of 
Persian export# according to the yield of 
the harvest. The efforts of the Persian 
Government to discuss the question of 
Persian gold blocked in Moscow and of 
customs duties has so far met with no 
response on the Russian side. 

4. An incident occurred on the A raxes 
River at a point between Julfa and the 
Caspian coast in the second week in May, 
when a force estimated to mtmlicr about 
forty men in Caucasian dress and armed 
with automatic weapons crossed the 
frontier and were engaged by a Persian 
patrol. After an exchange of lire, causing 
casti a hies on hot, h s i d es, the i r regn I a is 
withdrew across the river by the light of 
flares from the Soviet frontier guard 3’he 
purpose of this frontier violation is not 
dear, though the men concerned may have 
formed part of a group of irregulars on 
their way through Azerbaijan from Soviet 
territory to Northern Iraq. The Persian 
Government is believed to have protested 
about this incident in a diplomatic note to 
the Soviet Ambassador. 

5. 'There have been expressions of 
sympathy with the Arab cause in Palestine, 
but no serious suggestions of any action 
beyond contribution to relief funds. A 
mass meeting organised by the religious 
leader, Ayatullah Kashani, was held in (he 
Tehran Mosque on 22 nd May and another, 
later in the month, under the auspices of a 
group called f * Moslem Union. " attended 
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by the diplomatic rapresentatives of the 
principal Arab States and by the Pakistan 
Ubarge d' Affaires. Criticism ha© been 
directed principally against the Suited 
States and Soviet Governments for pro- 
moling anti officially recognising the 
Jewish Stale, and only to a lesser degree 
against His Majesty's Government. On 
the whole, a distinction has been drawn 
between the Zionists and the local dews of 
Persia, to whom no harm is apparently 
intended fn reply to questions in the 
Majlis, the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
explained, on 27th May. that the Persian 
delegation to the 1. nited Nations had 
consistently opposed partition and that the 
Government's attitude in this matter would 
remain urn hanged. 

ti, Although Afghanistan as well as 
Persia accepted a United Stales proposal 
fora neutral commission to investigate and 
make recommendations for the settlement 
of I hi- IMmanil water dispute, relations 
between the two countries remain unsatis¬ 
factory and attacks on the Afghan Govern¬ 
ment, sgainst which (he Afghan Ambassa¬ 
dor has protested to the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs, have been made in the 
Persian press. 

7. Diplomatic relations have now l>een 
rest i tited lie tween Saudi Arabia and Persia 
and the firm Saudi Arabian Minister to he 
accredited at Tehran. M Saved Hamza 
Ghnmli-al- Mad an i, presented his creden¬ 
tials to the Shah on Sfeh May. The Govern¬ 
ment i>f Pakistan has appointed as 
ambassador to Persia Ghazanfar All 
Khsi n, Mu nigh he has not vet proceeded to 
his |kjs i A delegation of Iranian journal¬ 
ist- who bad visited Pakistan returned to 
Teh f.nv; pit the beg! mi trig of May : their 
visit was very sm-cosafid and they were mmt 
impressed by all they saw.

Interna! Situation 

9 The position of the Government has 
steadily weakened throughout the month. 
M, Hakimi, and particularly his Finance 
Minister. M Nadjm* have for some time 
lieen the object of i rllicism, chiefly because 
in their efforts io end corruption in public 
life they have inevitably come up against 
vested interests Tn previous months oppo¬ 
sition had largely centred upon the Majlis 


parties of liberal tradition who, as reported 
m my despatch under reference, organised 
various meetings oi protest against the 
Government's action which they repre- 
p resen ted as being dictatorial and a threat 
to the liberties of the people, These meet 
i njgei have win tinned during the present 
mouth- these activities were largely led 
by Bayed Zia-ud-Din who is thought to 
have made some working arrangement with 
the Tudch Party for the purpose. During 
May, however, partly owing to this and 
partly owing to the return from abroad of 
QavauMiS'Baltatieh on 3rd May, the 
picture changed and opposition to the 
Government became manifest on a much 
wider basis in the Majlis.

Abbas Fskan- 
ilari. called forth a statement from M, 
1 i;i.ji r, wh.t wns himscIf Minia ter of 
Finance last November, in justification of 
his own activities; and the Majlis then be 
came rhe centre of a public dispute between 
these two members of the Government. The 
malter was soon disposed of by a TTiuttml 
apology 1 , but the incident served to draw 
renewed attention to the terms of the 
Vi nr Concession a ml also contributed 
to ihp unpopularity of the Finance Minister 
and to the weakness of the Government 
11 fn conseouence of the dwindling 
support for the Government the Ma jlis was 
prevented in the latter half ef the month 
from doing any useful work. The budget 
has still not been passed and the financing 
uf public expenditure is continuing on a 
basis of provisional monthly votes? each of 
one‘twelfth of the previous year’s budget. 
The Oil! for the Be wen--Year Ulan of Eco¬ 


nomic Development was submitted u> the 
Majlis on Hrd May and was referred to an 
ad five >. c>mmission of the House* for detailed 
study. The commission has been working 
intensively at this task and it is believed 
that it will be ready to submit the Bill, 
with certain modifications, to the Chamber 
hv the middle of July. The commission is 
thought to he in favour of strengthening 
the cfause in the Bill which will give the 
supervising authority power to direct the 
execution of ihe plan without having to 
refer- at every stage to the Government of 
the day. 

12, A Bill for the creation of a Ben ale 
way submitted to the Majlis Oil 9th May, 
and referred to a comuussion. The Dill, 
win . h provides for a Senate of ho members, 
30 to ht* elected and 30 nominated by the 
Shah, was attacked in the press as another 
step towards dictatorship and an increase 
in the power of the riding class. 

The Provinces 

13, Demonstrations planned for 1st, .May 
took place in most parts of the country 
without any breach of public order. In 
Tehran and the larger provincial capitals 
m eei I ng $ we re orgauised by 11 ove mine c it - 
sponsored organisations such as the 
IvS K J. Trade Unions, Tudch meetings 
which were also held were on a relatively 
small scale and were? not in any way 
provocative, Hie Government ban ora P™- 
cessions was successfully enforced, At 
Hesht, a meeting organised H_v members of 
Qavam’s former Democrat Party was 
attended by the rank and file of the Tudeh 
Party, most of whom have now found it 
Wnr h their while to .become members of (he 
E S.K.I. Union—an unholy alliance which 
should be attributed to individual oppor¬ 
tunism rather (him to any significant 
political development At Khorrmnsha.hr 
a meeting of 3,000 workers was held under 
the aujipicca of the recently formed Central 
Union of Oil Workers. The Tutleh Thirty 
held no meeting or demonstration, their 
May Day celebrat ions Mng confined to the 
distribution of pamphlets The* do not yet 
seem anxious for their leaders to be brought 
Into Lhe limelight. 

14, Disarmament of the trilies continues 
in Pars and in the Kugahi country The 
0.0 0 . Ears, estimates that one-third of 
their arms have now been collected from 
the Roir Ahmad i in his province. In spite 
of this, there has been a further deteriora¬ 
tion in general security in the Shiraz area,, 
The most serious incident for some time 
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took place on 5th May T when thirty-live 
aimed robbers were prevented by the gen¬ 
darmerie from looting' a truckload of sugar 
near Barvestan, between Shiraz and Fas a, 
Six gendarmes and two civilians were 
killed. The Persian Government ary also 
said to 1# apprehensive of tendencies to 
secede to Pakistan on the part of Baluchi 
tribes in the area south of Znhjdan, 
Measures arc being taken to limit move¬ 
ment across the frontier, and preparation* 
arc being made to enforce some degree of 
disarmament and to bring these tribes 
under control. 

15, In South Persia the shortage of 
grain continues to be serious, but efforts are 
being made to cope with the situation. On 
flth May the Minister of the Interior 
visited Busin re, where the shortage of 
wheat was said to have been partly caused 
hv its being smuggled b) local merchants 
to Kuwait. This year s crap, which will be 
harvested towards the end of June, should 
be a good one, but to bridge the gap the 
Minister arranged for supplies of rice to 
be made available. In Khiuistau the crop 
will not lie adequate to moot the needs of 
the farmers themselves and the Governor- 
General. in addition to asking for supplies 
from other centres, has planned to form a 
eompanv of the leading merchants in the 
province to sell grain at prices fixed by 
the Government. Harvest prospects in 
Sristan, the most important granary of 
East Persia, are also poor : though there is 
now water in abundance, the extreme 
drought last year and the drying up of the 
Helm and River resulted in it very small 
area being sown Props are expected to lie 
only 4o per cent,, to tiff per cent, of a normal 
year’s yield. 

16- The Commission of the Minis try of 
Labour appointed to examine vaiidilions in 
the Isfahan textile industry has now com¬ 
pleted sis investigations. Meanwhile con¬ 
ditions are still unsettled {see paragraph l* 
of Monthly Report for February) and at 
the beginning of the month a strike was 
threatened at the large Ifashmbaf factory, 
which has about 1,SOO employee*. Wages 
are two mouths iu arrears and the direc¬ 
tors, who were assumed to have misappro¬ 
priated the funds, have fled to Tehran 
However, a loan of 2 million rials has been 
granted by the National Bank and work 
has been continued without interruption. 
Work on the Kuhrang irrigation scheme is 
still delayed. The Bhnh. who hoped to 
inaugurate the work early in June, is not 
now likely to do so before September.

With refemnee lo my despatch No. 209 
of ©th June, I have the honour to submit 
the following report on events in Persia 
during the month of June 1©48. The prin¬ 
cipal event was the change of Government 
at Tehran, M. Hajir succeeding M. Hukiim 
ns Prime Minister in spite of considerable 
extra-parliamentary opposition which gave* 
rise to ilemoiist-ratioiis lasting several days 
There were no outstanding developments in 
foreign aflairs; frontier inddenLs with 
Soviet connivance continued on the 
Azerbaijan frontier 

Internal Situation 

2. As forecast in my despatch under 
re ft? retire, M Hakimi's Government did not 
survive for long. On Sth Jmsc U 11 nkimi 
made his refjort to the Majlis, renewing 
the [wriod he had been in office acid asking 
for a vote of ronhiJencc, In the division 
which followed he failed to obtain an 
absuLute majority and his Government 
resigned* The defeat of ihe Government 
was followed by five days of indecision and 
intrigue, while the fractions debated the 
election of a new Prime Minister. 
Although there was no quest ion of his 
taking office himself, the inline nee exercised 
bv Qavain-tis KalUineh was considerable, 
oml it wrh widely believed that the new 
Prime Minister, whoever he might be, 
would lead a caretaker I lovenmient and 
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would withdraw whenever Qav&m was 
ready to take office. The refusal of M 
Suhaily to be considered as a candidate (he 
had recently been appointed Ambassador 
to France) nnrrowed the field to MM. Hajir, 
Muhammad rfjrid unJ Rayat, and on 13th 
June M. Hajir was elected by fib votes out 
of 120. 

3. The announcement of M Hajir's 
selection as Prime Minister ]irovoked au 
onihreak nf hostile deumnstnaion^ in 
Tehran The active instigator of she^e- was 
the mullah, Kashani, hiat the name of 
Savyid /ia was widely assixiated with 
them. Beginning on. 12th June, the distnr- 
bapeey culminated on 17th June, when a 
large crowd encountered soldiers and police 
outside the Majlis and several people were 
wounded. The Chief of Police had already 
issued a warning to rioters, and on 10th 
June the Prime Minister himself drew the 
attention of the public to the article of the 
Penal Code against incitement to disorder. 

4 Meanwhile the Prime Minister hail 
chosen his Cabinet, which was presented 
to the Shah on 21st June (see toy despatch 
No. 229), Its member* had for iho mosl 
part held office in recent Cabinets, but the 
Prime Minister life his predecessor* h 
seemed to find the filling of his team a 
difficult task, and, as finally constituted, the 
Cabinet did not give an impression of 
uniformity or inhesion Ti includes, how¬ 
ever, several Ministers who are known to

in their uleas. and M- Hajir has expressed 
his determination to tacklc the iomitiT's 
■ hie3 internal problems with all means at 
hie disposal The maw Governments pro- 
grarma ir was annmi nxe t on *2jZn (J .luce The 
declaration affirmed Persia's adherenc e to 
the charter and principles of the United 
Nations and her determination to safe¬ 
guard her rights ■ »rt all frontiers. The 
internal programme included measures for 
redln my the cost of living, increased local 
participation in Provincial Government, 
reform of the Administration, the imple¬ 
mentation of the Seven Year Plan, and the 
formation of a Persian company to exploit 
the petrol of the northern provinces. The 
Prime Minister referred to negotiations 
with the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company and 
to the question of Bahrein in Ids first press 
n inference, hut did not. mention these 
questions by name in the Government's 
official declaration of policy. 

The debate on the Government pro¬ 
gramme in the Majlis continued for several 
days, and though individual member* did 
not hesitate to attack the Prime Minister, 
it became clear that the opposition to him 
was not strong. It also became known that 
the Shah was in favour of uu early vote of 
confidence for the new Government. Out¬ 
side the Majlis tlie name of Sayyid Zia 
faded from the headlines and Kasha ni* 
opposition confined itself to the religious 
newspafiers. where an attempt was made to 
make the demonstrations of 17th June 
appear as no more than a peaceful 
religious primession At the conclusion of 
the debate on 20th June, M Hajir obtained 
eighty-eight votes out of a total of ninety- 
six Deputies present. 

ft. The .suspension of activity during the 
change »f Government reduced the legisla¬ 
tive work of the Majlis to a minimum 
In the first, week in June many Deputies 
who were opposed to M Flakimi s Govern- 
meat stayed away in order to prevent 
business being done, but on 8th June the 
Rice Bill was passed, with the inclusion of 
a clause, irrelevant to the iriFim subject of 
the Bill, prohibiting importation by 
foreign traders Thereafter there was a 
long and almost unbroken lull Discussions 
on the Seven Year Plum and on the Senate 
Nil! continued in commission, and the 
Labour law was reported to lie ready for 
submission at the end of the month. 

Foreign Affaire 

7 Continued reports of frontier viola- 
lionh by the Russians kepi the press and 


publii in a slate of some anxiety at the 
beginuing of the month. A frontier post 
on the Araxcs River was reported to have 
been attacked on she night of 10th Tune, 
ami there have been uther attempts at in¬ 
filtration* On 15th June a Soviet lighter 
aircraft made a forced landing at Bandar 
Gaz on the- Gaspiiui (.'oast. These incidents 
formed the subject of a note from the 
Minister for Foreign Affaire to Lhe Soviet 
Ambassador, who in his reply denied all 
knowledge of the incidents, for which he 
said the Soviet Government was in no way 
responsible. The negotiations with the 
Soviet Government for an agreement to 
regulate commercial exchanges during 
IlrU-40 were brought to ft standstill by the 
fall of the Ilakinii Government. 

h, In the first half of the month the 
Helmaud River question figured largely in 
the press. Fti friendly references to 
Afghanistan provoked an open letter from 
die Afghan Ambassador, in which he tried 
to prove, by reference to a imte from the 
Persian Embassy in Kabul, that too much 
water, ami not too little, was flowing into 
Seirtian. This attempt to make capital out 
of the spring I fin ids only aggravated the 
situation, and many newspapers demanded 
a show of force on the Afghan border. 
After further discussion the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs issued a statement con¬ 
firming that both Powers had submitted the 
dispute to the United States Government 
for arbitration. 

0, ('onsidemble progress was made in 
the negotiations between His Majesty s 
Government and the Ptirsian Gove in incut 
regarding the settlement of claims between 
the two Governments arising from the war* 
in connexion with the use of the Persian 
railways and with damage inflicted on the 
Persian navy. Substantial agreement was 
reached on both these matters, and by the 
end of the month the negotiations were 
about to be concluded, in each case, by nn 
exchange of notes. A new civil airline 
operating internal services in Persia—the 
Eagle Airlines—began operations during 
the month; it is under B.O.A .0. technical 
management and control. 

10. The long-standing uncertainly about 
the exac t scope and function of the United 
States Gendarmerie Mission has been 
brought tu an end by an exchange of views 
between the United States Embassy and 
the Persian Government, The head of the 
mission General SchwartzkopT has now 
been transferred after five years' service in 
Persia and has been succeeded by Uolonel 
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Pierce; the functions of the mission have 
tell clearly defined ns being purely 
advisory, and the executive command of the 
gendarmerie rests with the Persian 
Ministry of the Interior 

The Provinces 

1L M, Taqizadeh (former Persian 
Ambassador in London), who is one of the 
Deputies for Tabriz, spent the first half of 
the month in his constituency, and on his 
return spoke in tlie Majlis on tlie situation 
in Azerbaijan.. He contrasted the present 
unhappy slate of the province with the 
prosperity he had known in the pool- He 
urged that deportations to the south should 
be stopped, that the railway from Tehran 
to Tabriz should he completed, and that 
wealthy merchants and landowners should 
remember that it wsa their duty to return 
to their province. The announcement that 
one of the Ministers without Portfolio in 
the new Cabinet, Jala I Imami, has lieen 
[riven the special task of dealing with the 
affairs of Azerbaijan may mean that some 
of these abuses, which, to a lesser degree, 
are true of most of the provinces, may lx- 
remedied. 

12. In the south there has been little 
activity. It is not yet clear whether 
General Ahmadi's visit to Pars and 


Khuzistan has had any effect on the 
smugglers, hut eight merchants have been 
arrested in Ah was and the Governor 
General of Khiizistan has formed the com 
puny for selling grain sit fixed prices, which 
W as referred to in the Monthly Report for 
May. H i gh w ay re j! «be n i n Fa rs coi j t i aim 
on a reduced tele, and on 12th June a 
bandit was publicly executed at Shiraz. 
The tribes have completed their move to 
summer quarters and the collection of arms 
continues at n leisurely pace. 

1.3: In Isfahan the future of the 
Pa^uubaf factory hm not yet been .let-ided 
It is hying run for the time being by a 
committee under the supervision of the 
Governor- General No noticeable progress 
lias been made with the Kuhrang irrigation 
scheme,

VISIT OF THE SHAH OF PERSIA TO LONDON

in confirmation of my telegram No. ft04, 
I have the honour to report that the Shah 
left Tehran on 18th July for his visit to 
Londoii- 

2. There has been considerable tipped ion 
in the oemntn to the Shah's proposed 
journey, and it was not until 12th July 
that. His Majesty Uwk a definite decision to 
proceed with it nevertheless. Though 
this opposition may have been due in some 
degree to the activities of those who were 
interested in disturbing the good relations 
between Persia and Ills Majesty's Govem- 
ntent, and in sonic degree also to opponents 
of the dynasty who expected that the Shah's 
position would be strengthened by this 
visit, the majority who opposed it. did so 
for reasons of genuine concern aimed the 
internal political situation here and For the 


welfare of the Shah, and because they 
sought to avoid the additional responsi¬ 
bility which would fall upon them during 
His Majesty 's absence. 

3 In particular. members of the 
Government were apprehensive of a 
repetition of the intrigues and demon* 
strutioiis against ih« Prime Minister 
which, as 3 reported in my despatch 
Nit. 229. occurred in the middle of last 
mouth, and both the Prime Minister and 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs seemed 
anxious that the journey should 3*e post¬ 
poned uriLil n later date in the belief that 
conditions might be quieter in two or three 
months' time. In the two interviews 
described in inv telegram No, 508 of 
I2t!i July I did my best tn assuage their 
misgivings and pointed out, as I believed 
to be the ease, that there was no reason to 
think that political conditions would he any 
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tetter in two or three mouths than they are 
sit present. I alio made it dear to them 
that riii' King's invitation having been 
extended for a definite date and having 
been accepted in principle, it could not be 
assumed that this invitation would be 
repeated on a later occasion si the .Shah 
were now prevented from travelling, t on 
ambitions between the Government and the 
court continued throughout the morning of 
12th July, and at about 4 p.m. of the same 
afternoon the Shah caused me to be in- 
formed of his intention to earn out Use 
visit Em planned. 

4. A considerable amount uf opposition 
had ateo made itself felt in the Majlis. The 
Shah, learning of this, mu only conveyed 
his decision to the President of the Majlis 
in a private audience on the morning of 
13th. July, but also summoned all Lhe 
deputies to the palace at Saadahad at 
0 p.m. the same evening in order to 
announce hi* decision. Before rise 
Deputies were received by His Majesty, the 
Majlis held a secret session to discuss the 
journey. Though there were one or two 
criticisms of the method thus adopted by 
the Shah of communicating his decision to 
tiie Chamber,. the Majlis as a whole proved 
docile ami, ns so often happens in this 
country, the voices which had formerly been 
raised in doubt and opposition now eon- 
tribute J In the chorus of adulation and 
praise oner the Shfth s decision had been 
made known, Nevertheless. I think that, 
had the Shah not taken a firm decision on 
I2(h July, the opposition to his journey 
would have increased. It is also true that 
had the Government of M Hakimi not been 
replaced by that nf M llajir in -June, and 
bad the now Government not been able to 
reinforce its posit inn as it ■ I !• 1 b\ obtaining 
an overwhelming vote of confidence, the 
Shah s absence From this country ,u ibis 
lime would not have been possible 1 , 

5, f hove given you this brief description 
of the ix>lkieal background here in order 
to clarify the reasons for the Shah’s 
apparent sensitiveness on certain points of 
a protocol nature which, though having 
little importance in themselves, made si 
possible for the journey to l»r represented 
in it more Favourable light to rite Majlis 
am! to the public. For instance, both before 
and since the Shah's departure the news¬ 
papers have made much of the fact that 
ITh Majesty's visit to London took plare on 
the personal invitation of His Majesty The 
King. Had he been unable to say this, T 
feel certain that it would not have been 


possible for the Shall to make the journey- 
fiic Shah's interest in the actual ceremony 
of rtn-eptiou at Nor t ho It and Ids first 
decision to leave Tehran in his own aero¬ 
plane, only transferring to the York

7.. In spite of hi» request that his 
departure from the aerodrome should not be 
a ceremonial occasion, the Shah was wn off 
by a gathering of several hundred I leputies 
and members of the Govern merit with their 
imder-secretaries. Various speeches were 
made before the aircraft took off at about 
5 n.m. The Diplomatic; Corps were not 
present ns a body, hut the French and 
Italian Ambassanlore and the Swiss Phargd 
d" A fftii res as rep resen ta l i ves of the countries 
which the Shah m flue to visit, as well as 
myself and members nf the staff nf His 



Majesty's Embassy. were present at the 
aerodrome. 

8. I feel confident that the S hah 's visit 
wilt do much good tx>th to the relations 
between the two countries and to His 
Majesty's position in this country. After 
the original wave of criticism had spent 
i tself the journey seems to be popular here, 
and the press has made much of the Shah s 
journey " to the country which is the home 
of social justice and individual freedom.” 
It has also emphasised the coincidence of 
the journey with the opening of the 
Olympic Gatncs nnd His Majesty"s interest 
in sport, while denying that the journey 
was being undertaken for political motives, 
Tt will provide an opportunity for the Shah 
to attain a degree of detachment from the 


day today problems of this country, and 
to learn much of post -war developments 
and present-day political trends. He will 
also be able to supplement his knowledge 
of the theory of Western European con- 
stiEutions with a direct acquaintance with 
the actual working of a constitutional 
tuotuircliy, with which he has hitherto had 
no direct contact. He will thus lx* able to 
iciuru. in a few weeks* time, in a belter 
state of mind to deal with the problems of 
this i onntrv.

With reference to my despatch No. 24ti 
cj nth July. I have sin- honour to submit 
the following report on developments in 
Persia during the mouth of July l l J4h, 
The principal event of the month was the 
departure uf the Shah for Europe: the 
Government continued to prepare legisla¬ 
tion for submission to the Majlis and was 
occupied, in particular, with the prepara¬ 
tion of the Budget , there* were ho develop¬ 
ment in foreign affairs beyond a sounding 
made by the Soviet Ambassador regarding 
the policy os' the new Government. 

Foreign Affairs 

2. In 1st duly, in the course of a courtesy 
call on the Prime Minister after the forma¬ 
tion of his Government, the Soviet 
Amba^aJor outlined the terms upon which 
the Soviet Government would be prepared 
U\ settle outstanding question# with the 
Persian Government. He said that the 
questions of Lhe return 10 Persia of the 
lhirik-iJMdlt gold, of the Qn&tonis claims 
arising from the war a ltd the cessation of 
frontier incidents and hostile propaganda 
from the Soviet side were minor matters 
’which could easily lie settled if tlic Persian 
Government were prepared to give Moscow 
^otne satisfaction in the form of a 


gesture to restore Soviet prestige in 
connexion with the rejection last anlmini 
of the proposal for forming a Soviet- 
Persian oil company, and if the Persian 
Government were prepared to terminate 
the activities of the United Stale Military 
and Gendarmerie Missions. The Prime 
Minister consulted the I nited States 
Government and His Maj.- sty's t ioveru¬ 
men t, who were in agreement Lhat Persia's 
altitude to this approach should be one of 
firmness, chut the Prime Minister should 
demand the satisfaction of the gold and 
Customs claims, and Lhe cessation of 
frontier incidents as ui right and should 
run lie led on to discuss the wider political 
issues liaised : hut that there would he no 
object ion to the opening of negotiations for 
an agreement to cover current commercial 
exchanges This advice was given to M 
Hajir in the middle of the monthi she 
matter was. however, pursued no further, 
the Prime Minister did nut wish to re¬ 
open it by summoning the Soviet 
Ambassador again. U was rumoured at the 
end nf the month that 54. Sadtchikov would 
shortly return to Moscow, whither he had 
hern recalled for it instillation, In the 

course of the month the Soviet PonsuR

sign of a change in Soviet policy was the 
closing down of the Russian school in 
Tehran and the Irano-Suviei Cultural 
Si H-ielv 

3 There appears to have iieeu an unex¬ 
pected hitch in connexion with the delivery 
to Persia of L nited States armament* 
under the Am* Credit Agreement, The 
difficulties toll needed with the payment of 
packing ami transport charges {W Tehran 
despatches Nos, 70 and 151) appear to have 
arisen afresh owing to unwillingness on 
the American side to meet these charges in 
addition to the cost of the very great reduc¬ 
tion in prices quoted in connexion with the 
sale of the aims themselves, 

4 The Holmand river dispute did not 
develop further during July, hut it is note¬ 
worthy that the " show of forte" men¬ 
tioned in paragraph 8 of niy despatch 
under reference was duly forthcoming in 
the second half of June. Fifteen Hurri¬ 
canes of the Hurricane itegiment were 
moved to Zahidan. ostensibly to carry out 
gunnery and bombing practice. The Chief 
of (in* Persian General confirmed to 
the military attache that one of the objects 
of this exercise was to impress the Afghans, 
whose Air Force is reported to consist 
largely of Ansons. Independently of the 
American proposal for a neutral commis¬ 
sion to settle this question, bilateral discus¬ 
sions are to lie resumed between the Persian 
ami Afghan Governments. 

Internal Situation 

5. News of the impending departure of 
the Shah from the country for 1m visit to 
the i nited Kingdom and Western Europe 
gave rise to a certain amount of opposition, 
both on the part of the Government, who 
were nervous of the additional lesponai- 
hility which would devolve upon them 
during His Majesty's absence, and on the 
part of ft number uf deputies, some of whom 
m a y ha ve 1 see n nn we < i I *y i ea son a of h os till ty 
to British policy nr to the dynasty, though 
in most ease* their opposition wan due to 
nothing more than vogue nervousness and 
anxiety. The Shall was himself careful to 
pay due consideration to these feelings, and 
after detailed consultation with the Gov¬ 
ernment of! ilti: internal situation in the 
country, in which the possibility of a post¬ 
ponement of the visit was mentioned, he 
made an announcement on I2tli July about 
his forthcoming departure on 18th duly 
ii nd sununoned the members of the 
Majlis to the Snail a bad Palace "ft the fol¬ 
lowing iky in order to explain his decision 


to them. In the event, once the public had 
been notified of the visit, reaction* were far 
from unfavourable and the press as a whole 
welcomed his journey to London hot It as a 
contribution to the improvement of Anglo- 
Persian relations and as a moans of 
making the Shah more closely acquainted 
with the democratic and Parliamentary 
traditions of the United Kingdom. 

ft, After the sUcvvesful vote of con ft den tv 
reported in paragraph 5 of my despatch 
under reference, the position of the Govern¬ 
ment is thought to have weakened slightly, 
as many of its critics are believed to hold 
the view that Mr. Hajir has been trying to 
please all the deputies all the time. His 
action in appending the Mull alls by imp is 
ing strung police measures as regards 
Ramazan has been specially criticised: 
Nevertheless, there is little doubt that the 
Government still has a substantial majority 
and it has settled down to the preparation 
of various legislative measures which will 
shortly be brought before the Mai He, The 
most important of these is the first com¬ 
plete Budget which will have been sub¬ 
mitted to the Parliament in the last four 
years, previous Governments having lived 
from hand to mouth by adopting the expe¬ 
dient of making monthly votes equivalent 
to one twelfth of the annual budget. The 
Senate Bill and the Labour Law are also 
expected to he submitted to the Majlis in 
the course of the next few weeks. Finally, 
the Commission entrusted with the study of 
the Seven-Year Plan has pursued its 
labours and it is expected (hat the Hill will 
be submitted to Farts ament in the course 
of a month or so. Though there were at 
one Hme doubts of the Government 's keen¬ 
ness and sincerity over this matter, ! under¬ 
stand that detailed diseusaiquB between the 
Prime Minister and the protagonists of the 
plan in the latter halw of the month suc¬ 
ceeded in convincing the latter that M 
Hajir does, in fact, mean to put the plan 
forward with sufficient eagerness and 
energy, 

7. New Government regulations for the 
allocations of foreign exchange for import* 
were announced on 28tb July, The Majlis 
has also approved a Government measure 
exempting from the provisions of the 
article in the Xthe Bill restricting rhe 
activity of foreign, traders (see my despatch 
No. 240) all goods which hud been ordered 
hut had not yet been passed through th® 
Customs when that Bill was approved. The 
Bill itself bus given rise to protests from 
many foreign diplomatic missions whose 
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nationals were affected by it. and retalia¬ 
tory act ion lias been taken by the Swedish 
Government against Persian traders in 
Sweden. 

The Provinces 

6, The proposal to grant an ami testy to 
parsons implicated in the Azerbaijan 
Democrat regime, and to allow these who 
have been deported to the south to return 
to Azerbaijan has created some anxiety in 
that provim-e. The authorities there fee! 
that the law and order which they have pre¬ 
cariously enforced for the last eighteen 
months is not likely to survive the return of 
the Muhtijjirs, and they regret that M.

he Worked by disturbances proved ground 
less. Although their visible activities have 
recently amounted to little more than the 
distribution of pamphlets, the Tudeh 
Party in Khnristnn have succeeded in 
creating a feeling of uncertainly among 
the authorities. Both the nninlvr of meet 
ings and the attendance of the Central 
l nion of Oil Workers have dropped In 
recent weeks. Public security is reported 
to lie bad near Khurramabad, in Lurisi&n, 
but to he good elsewhere in smith-west 
Persia 

10, For some lime the Javanrudi, one of 
the more turbulent Kurdish tribes, who 
inhabit an area north-west of KennaiiBhah, 
have been giving trouble. They have 
encouraged smuggling across the Iraqi 
frontier, they have taken illegal toll from 
travel I ere and, in contrast to neighbouring 
trifies, have nut contributed materially to 
the Government's measures of tribal dis¬ 


armament. During the second week of 
July itit' lit).

ID In the Bakhtiari country there has 
been a brush between two minor tribes— 
the Mahmud Saleh and the Matnivand— 
over pasturage righto This incident has 
increased the determination of the military 
to disarm the Muhmud £aleh t who are 
reported still to possess between 2,0011 and 
8,000 cities. 

12. ProAjteets for next spring's harvest 
are causing anxiety. In Khuzistan the 
Governor-General continue* his consulta¬ 
tion with the grain company, and hopes on 
tlie one hand to obtain help from the 
northern provinces, and on the other hand 
to prevent the leakage of wheat to Iraq and 
Kuwait, which stilt continues in spite of 
recent measures. Jn the irrigated parts of 
Northern Khorassaii the harvest promises 
to lie good, fint speculators have alreadv 
started buying forward at high prices, 
relying on there being a bad harvest in 
Southern Khorassan and Seistan A 
U heal Commisritm haw been formed by the 
Governor-General of Khor&mn to devise 
!l tueans of preventing the harvest from 
being cornered by the northern land lords 
for their own profit.

As I have already informed your 
Excellency in my telegram No, 478 of 
1st August, the Shah of Persia left the 
United Kingdom for the second part of his 
visit to France, Switzerland and Italy on 
Sunday, let August. He was seen off from 
Northolt by Lord Mount Wat ten on behalf 
of The King, and was flown to Paris in ait 
RAF. aircraft provided by the Air 
Ministry, it has been arranged that this 
York aiivraft will later be flown to Rome 
at the end of the shah's continental tour 
io take him and his suite hack to Tehran. 

2 The visit which has just ended marks 
the first time a rater of Persia has visited 
the United Kmgthtfn sintv the official visit 
of Ahuied Shaft Qajzir in lhl9 and the 
present Shall is the first of the Pahlavi 
dynasty to visit this country and to he 
invited i" iw the guest of IIis Majesty The 
King. Although the initiative for the visit 
came from the Shall himself, l he suggestion 
was welcomed by Mis Majesty's Govern 
inent. public and offh iat opinion in Persia 
was not wholly in favour of the visit, 
largely owing to a genuine concern about 
the internal political situation in Persia 
and fdt the welfare of the .Shall, This

5. The Shah's visit to Tabriz, which was 
one of a series of visits to various towns in 
Persia, was on tin- on asion of the finals of 
the national football and basket-ball 
championships, It evoked further proof, 
if proof was needed. of the devotion of the 
Azerbaijani to the Persian Grown. Jt was 
also the means of bringing home to the 
iGovernment local dissatisfaction with the 
administration. There were many com¬ 
plaint* regarding the (tovernor-General, 
Ali Mansur, and it was thought that he 
would be recalled The high cost of living 
and unemployment were the main 
grievance*. Prices of most local produce 
in this relatively fertile province were 
cxce.yivc owing to the large margin of 
profit. Public works provided employment 
for too few. Although it would be ait 


exaggeration to say, as M. T&qiz&deh said, 
that the streets of Tabriz were thronged 
with beggar*, there is no doubL that large 
numbers of unemployed and casually em¬ 
ployed in the town* and the countryside 
subsist near starvation level, In Tabriz 
begging by unemployed is for the most part 
done discreetly from door to door, and aims 
are freely given in true Muslim fashion. 
Lock of snow' at one time gave rise to real 
fears, which were exploited by Soviet 
propaganda, that the wheat and bariev 
harvests would fail. But there was at m> 
time any serious lack of bread (and harvest 
prospect* proved in the end to be excellent). 
These condition*, however, were not unique 
to Azerbaijan, They existed elsewhere in 
the provinces in Persia. The difference 
wit* that the Azerbaijani felt that he was 
not receiving tlie special consideration from 
the central Government to which he 
believed himself entitled by reason of his 
exposed position and the help he had given 
to the Government in the liberation of the 
province He remained peaceable and 
mart it ii I ate, but hi* loyalty, it seemed to 
him, was taken too much For granted. 

ti. Nunc vvh* more anxious than the 
Azerbaijani himself, even the absentee 
landlord or merchant sitting tn Tehran, to 
forget the Azerbaijan “affair " and to 
strive to return to Hie prosperity he had 
once known But he could see in the 
** northern neighbour's " behaviour else¬ 
where in tlie world no hope of a return to 
normal conditions, it was with misgiving 
and dismay, therefore, that the population 
ami the local Persian civil and military 
authorities heard the Azerbaijan Deputies, 
who hail already called fur a stop to be put 
to the deport ario)'is to the south, plead for 
a general amnesty for those compatriots 
who had betrayed tJu-ir - country (whether 
or not they laid acted through fear or 
ignorance) and for the return to the 
province of the politically unreliable ele¬ 
ments hanisfjrd in the south. If these pro¬ 
posal*. and M Taqizadeh's proposal for 
the abolition of martial law, are approved 
by the Majlis, it is difficult to see (even 
assuming that those who took a leading 
pari, in the Azerbaijan revolt and those 
guilty of murder anil looting are not 
amnestied) how au increase in subversive 
activity and a beginning of civil disorder 
can be prevented in Azerbaijan, It would 
Mem that all the improvements in the 
administration recommended by M. Taqi- 
zadeh and other Azerl&ij&u Deputies, 
including the removal of restrictions uti 
political liberty, the elimination of corrupt 
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officials, the delegation of wider powers to 
the provincial authorities, the execution of 
capital construction and public works 
schemes and the reopening of trade routes 
could never, in the aggregate, offset the dia- 
advantage of having hack in the province 
a Soviet Fifth Column of Azerbaijan 
Democrat* and muhajirs" whose 
numbers would lie swelled hy their brethren 
now lying in hiding. Unemployed and 
other discontented elements who had 
hitherto been restrained by the existence 
of martial law might well in the end, lie 
suborned by the propaganda of Soviet- 
sponsored demagogues. The smouldering 
embers would indeed lie kindled again. 


7 It now remains to lie seen, however, 
what action will he taken with regard to 
Azerbaijan hy the new Government of 
M, Hftzhir. The Azerbaijanis are uneit- 
thusiastic on the subject as they deplore 
the fall of M. H&kiint. who enjoyed 
undoubted popularity amongst them a* an 
Azerbaijani and an honest politician. So 
far, at least. M, Itozhir lias made the 
gesture of appointing a Minister without 
Portfolio. Jam id Itu&mi. a member of a 
well-known religious family of Azerbaijan, 
to supervise the affairs of the province.

PERSIA: ADMINISTRATION OF M. HAJIR'S GOVERNMENT

When Hajir’s Government received* on 
29th June, a vote of confidence by 8!* votes 
to ff (as reported by Mr. Creswdl in his 
telegram No. SSI), the prospects both of 
political stability for some time to come 
and even of some progress in admin i at ra¬ 
tion and economic reform seemed to be good. 
The relative calm of the last month has, 
however, been caused more by apathy and 
the hot weather than by a sense of security, 
and the reforms have not yet left the paper 
on which they are written. 

2, A number of parliamentary cumin is- 
moms have been charged with the investiga¬ 
tion of certain branches of the Adminis¬ 
tration, One is dealing with reform of 
municipalities, one with general questions 
of justice, and a commission composed of 
the rnder-Sot^eiaries has been meeting at 
the Ministry for Foreign Affairs to discuss 
the selection of personnel. M Pi rnazar, 
the Under-Secret ary for Foreign Affairs, 
lias been the target of considerable criti¬ 
cism in the press, and the announcement 
that the counsellor and first secretary of the 
Persian Legation in Brussels had lieen 
removed has not increased public confidence 
in the civil service, 

3, There has also been criticism of the 
appointment of two Under-Secretaries to 
assist the Prime Minister himself One of 
these. M Moaddil, has the title of Parlia¬ 
mentary Assistant and the duty of answer¬ 
ing for the Prime Minister in the Majlis. 
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He is also charged with the general super¬ 
vision of the Press and Propaganda Office* 
which is directed by M Faripur I he 
other is M. Jchangir Tafazuli, brother of 
the proprietor of Iran 1 in. Although 
described as Political Assistant, his duties 
are not clear, Sunt he is known to Ijc on good 
terms with the Russians and is believed to 
be employed to guide the Prime Minister 
in his relations with Left wing politicians. 
Tlie interviews which the Soviet Ambassa¬ 
dor has recently held with the Prime 
Minister have provoked lively comment, hut 
no de tails a re ava i I al j le, Be fore h i s depa r- 
tuiv on leave the Soviet Ambassador was 
accorded the unusual honour of a luncheon 
at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs. 

4 A further step towards internal 
reform was a letter of the Prime Minister * 
to all Gownore-General, published on Slat 
July, calling a conference to discuss the 
protection of home industries, and to fix a 
proper proportion between the owl of 
agricultural produce destined for the fac¬ 
tories and the finished products of industry, 
Owners and workers of all concerns employ¬ 
ing more than 100 workpeople were to be 
represented. At the same lime she Prime 
Minister announced that another confer¬ 
ence would be held to study agricultural 
questions and the relation tetween land 
owners’ profits and the share of the culti¬ 
vator.

M. Haktmi's Govern¬ 
ment had id ready appointed a commission 
to make proposals for the restriction of ibe 
sale of alcohol, and on 3rd July a decree 
was issued prohibiting its sale at the 
religious centres of Me&hed* Quin and Roy.

HI. There is evidence that the Govern¬ 
ment intends to do something about the 
provinces. The Bill for the erection of 
provincial universities has been approved 
in commission, and the Prime Minister has 
issued instructions Lo Governors4recierai 
a I tour the collection of tin 1 harvest. M. 
Jemal Imatni, the Minister without Port¬ 
folio charged with the affairs of Azer¬ 
baijan, made a statement to the press on 
2nd August, in which he announced that 
a t rade route had been opened f rom Tabriz 
to the Mediterranean and that measures 
were being taken by the Government to 
improve local con uiiun hat inns, to facilitate 
the issue of licences lo Azerbaijan mer 
chants and to grant a credit of 10 million 
rials for Tabriz University, The proposal 
for a general amnesty for those concerned 
in Pishevari's Democrat Government has 
also been widely discussed, and. it is 
believed, will shortly come into fores. 
Although proposed by the Majlis Deputies 
for Azerbaijan, ii is viewed with some 
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disquiet by those responsible for keeping 
law and order in the province. 

11; The inactivity of M. Hajir's Govern 
ment has disappointed the country* No 
organised opposition to it has yet emerged, 
but the press is now increasingly critical. 
Saved ^ia is still believed to be in contact 
with Ayatullah kashani, hut even if they 
went seriously into political partnership h 
is doubtful whether such a union of oppo¬ 
sites could achieve anything constructive. 
The return of QavAm-u&'SaU&neh bite

I have received reports from His 
Majesty's consular officers in Persia 
regarding local reactions to the visit of the 
Shah to England* Those reports were 
written in response to Mr. t'reswells 
instructions, at the lime, in which he par¬ 
ticularly asked for news of any attempt lo 
sLir up trouble during HU Majesty’s 
absence. In the event, the situation 
throughout (lie country has remained quiet 
except for occasional diaturhauies con- 
mu led with the cost of living, which would 
probably have occurred in any case. 

2. Perhaps the most striking feature of 
these reports is that public opinion on the 
whole seems to have taken Lhe visit as a 
matter of course, and except among the 
merchants of Shiraz there was no appre¬ 
hension. such ns was felt in I ohiaip that 
the situation might get out of hand. It 
was generally assumed lhat the visit would 
have political results, but there were many 
theories as to what those results might Is 1 
In Meshed, for example it was hoped that 
after seeing how true democracy worked in 


Great Britain she Shall would put an end 
to corruption in Persia But the less 
optimistic view has also been expressed, 
that the peoples hopes for an cud to 
corruption in Persian politics would be 
defeated, and that opinion would then react 
violently not only against the Shah but 
signinat His Majrstv's Govemnit?nt. 

3. It has been freely said (notably at 
Ufahan, kerntiuishah and Tabriz) that the 
visit would result in closer relations 
between Great Britain and Persia and the 
strengthening of Lhe latter's position 
ris-ik-th the Russians. In some cases the

No. 2b I of 3rtl August, I have the honour 
to submit the following report on events 
in Persia during the month of August 
194> There were no further developments 
of note in relations between Persia and the 
■Soviet 1 nion: the Shah concluded his 
successful tour of Europe with visits to 
France. Switzerland and Italy, and re¬ 
turned to Tehran on *7lb August:. aid the 
Majlis, after a recess nf fifteen days during 
Eam&x&n, had some lively sessions and 
passed a further vote of iMtiftdenee to the 
flovernment. There was little sign, how¬ 
ever, that M. Xajlr was meeting with 
success in hi* campaign for lowering the 
eo*t of living, and in the second half of the 
mouth shortage of grain gave rise to dis¬ 
content in the provinces. 

Foreign Affairs 

2, The Soviet Ambassador left Tehran 
for the I ’ > S R on leave oil Hch August, 
Before his departure, M. Sadtchtkov had 
a further conversation with the Prime 
Minister on similar lines to that of 1st 
duly. Re still insisted thal sotne gesture 
must be made by the Persian Government 
to atone for the cancellation of Lhe Oil 
Agreement, but was less precise than before 
on what form the gesture should take. I t 
also se£ut£ possible that a new commercial 
understanding acceptable to both sides may 
be ( (included, and negotiations ai-c C'ontimi- 
i ng. I m m ed i a tely a fte r l he Sov i et Am \ >as- 
sadcirs departure, however, a deputation of 
the Tudeh Party waited on M. Hajir and 
presented him with a list nf political 
measures which they considered essential 
for the restoration of internal and external 
stability. These demands were much as 
would have been expected had they been 
dictated, as M. Hajii tielieve.s they were, by 
the Soviet Embassy. They included the 
total suspension of martial law. with¬ 
drawal of American military advisers, can¬ 
cel! at ton of the agreement of 3rd October, 
1947, withdrawal of the Bill for the 
formation of a Senate, and abstention from 
borrowing from abroad, as well m the 
general protests against interference with 


the freedom r>f press and speech, and lack 
of measures to assist the labouring classes. 
It now appears certain that there is being 
a general withdrawal of all Soviet per¬ 
sonnel nr»t considered essential, and lies ides 
the withdrawals mentioned in paragraph 2 
of my despatch under reference, all Soviet 
children are being returned to the U S.S.R. 
for schooling. There has, however, been 
a lull in the frontier incidents 

3. The Minister for Foreign Affairs, in 
an official note, again raised the question 
of the status of Bahrein. He was informed 
in reply, on instructions from you. Sir. that, 
the Reman Government were well aware 
that Hie Majesty’s Government do not 
recognise any Persian claim to Bahrein, an 
Arab sheikhdom in special treaty relations 
with Ifis Majesty's Government, who are 
responsible for its foreign relations, Tn 
a reply dated '26th August the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs reiterated the Persian 
claims and stated that any agreements 
concluded with the Sheikh of Bahrein were 
regarded bv Persia as invalid Neverthe¬ 
less, when on the interpellation by M. 
Abbas Kskandari the Majlis discussed 
Bah re i n a! length, the Minister for For. 

A flairs in his reply made no mention of any 
recent protest to this embassy, and was not, 
therefore, faced with the necessity for 
admitting that this protest had been 
rejected. 

4. The dispute over the water of the 
He Inland appears to have quietened down 
for the moment The Foreign Affaire Coni 
mission of the Majlis debated the subject 
and approved the continuance of bilateral 
negotiations wiih the Afghan Government. 
.Military Force* on both side* of the fron¬ 
tier in the Seistan area have, however, been 
strengthened and difficulties have been 
experienced in the implementation of an 
Agreement between the Anglo Iranian Oil 
Company and the Afghan Government for 
the delivery of petroleum products to 
Afghanistan, possibly as a Persian reprisal 
or in preparation of a bargaining counter 
to use in connexion with the He I maud 
water question. 

5. The Fidled States Senate has umv 
finally approved (he credits to Persia for 
the purchase of arms and their transport 
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to a Persian port but no arms have yet 
begun to arrive, 

li. Toward* the end of the mouth the 
Yugoslav Minister issued a statement say- 
lug that he could not submit to the 
“ terror " now reigning in Yugoslavia, and 
left Tehran for the Soviet Union with 
several of his staff, M, Min we vie. whose 
appointment as first secretary was notified 
shortly before the Minister's departure, has 
assumed charge of the legation and issued 
a statement saying that the Minister's 
attitude is not shared by the whole legation 
staff and is not approved of by the Yugo¬ 
slav people. 

The Shah's Visit to Europe 

7. The Shah left the United Kingdom 
at the beginning of the month and con¬ 
tinued bis tour through Franco, Switzer¬ 
land and Italy. No particular political 
significance seems io attach to these visits, 
though the Persian press featured II is 
Majesty s statement in Berne that he fully 
unde re toed the profound necessity for 
Swiss neutrality. The tour, which ended 
with the Shah s return to Tehran on 27th 
August, was prolonged ten days over the 
period originally planned, and the Persian 
press reporting deed)tied noticeably in space 
and enthusiasm towards the end. In spite 
of His Majesty’s request that the formali¬ 
ties attending his return should lie reduced 
io a minimum, many triumphal arches were 
erected and Ministers, Deputies and beads 
of foreign missions attended at the aero¬ 
drome to greet His Majesty on his relurn. 
which was marked by a display of con¬ 
siderable popular enthusiasm. 

Internal Affairs 

8^ The Majlis reassembled on 8th 
August after a recess of & fortnight. 
Though its activities were reduced at first 
by the numerous public holidays marking 
the end of Ramazan, there was a lively 
debate in the second half of (be month on 
the proposed amnesty for political 
prisoners from Azerbaijan and Zen jam 
The draft decree had caused alarm to 
officials and the military authorities in the 
northern provinces, and the Prime 
Minister, to avoid awkward amendments, 
hurriedly withdrew it and substituted 
another. This was duly passed in the face 
of violent opposition from Left-wing 
Deputies, who created a disorderly scene 
in the Chandicr. In anticipation of this 
measure a number of people previously 
deputed to the south have already begun to 
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return to Azerbaijan, while others who had 
remained in Azerbaijan in hiding have now 
begun to show themselves again. On 20th 
August the Majlis began to debate the 
interpellations tabled by MM. Abbas 
Eskaudari and A rd a Um on the subject of 
Bahrein, the A. l.O.G, concession, the state 
of prisons and the new foreign exchange 
regulations. This debate ended in a vote 
of confidence for the Prime Minister by 93 
vote* out of 101, the division being taken 
without particular reference to the subjects 
of the interpellation. Opposition to M. 
Hajir in the press has increased during 
the month, and he temporarily suppressed 
four newspapers which, however at once 
reappeared under new names 

9. Negotiations have been opened be- 
tween the Ministry of Finance and the 
A.I.O f. on the a ‘Iraniauisaiinrr' article 
of the concession. There has been consider¬ 
able clamour in the Majlis and press tn 
favour of a revision of the concession, and 
the Chamber has authorised I he Govern¬ 
ment to engage three experts -from 
11 neutral ” countries—to assist the Minis¬ 
try of Finance in negotiating with the oil 
company, 

10. The GovernmentA new foreign ex 
change regulations (paragraph 7 of my 
despatch under reference) have now been 
in operation for some weeks. They have 
resulted in the establishment of different 
effective rates of exchange for various type* 
of goods, and in the stabilisation of the 
free market (at present at the rate of 230 
rials to the £) by sales of Government 
exchange. The new regulations do not yet 
cover all classes of merchandise, and a new 
decree is already in draft which will 
deal with industrial and agricultural 
machinery. 

The Provinces 

11. Except in Azerbaijan and the rice- 
growing Caspian provinces, where pros¬ 
pects are extremely good, the harvest is 
likely to lie below expectation Condi E ions 
are especially bad in Khu Asian, where 
there has been a general rise in the prices 
nf fool-stuffs. Grain from last year's 
harvest is now running low elsewhere and 
there have been shortages (resulting from 
had distribution, smuggling and the with¬ 
holding-of stock*) at Ardcbil. K&zvin, 
Bujnurd. Serouan and other places. 
Demonstrations occurred at the first two 
places and led to the temporary imposition 
of martial law ai Kazvin and to an emer¬ 
gency decree authorising the Government 
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to uititril, find where necessary to forbid* 
the transport of grain from otic Iwliiy to 
another, 

12. In Isfahan there bn> been a certain 
efferve^nce in the relatiyns between 
workers and mill-owners and between rival 
trade union*, The employers are appre¬ 
hensive that Kh&ivnn, the bead of the inde¬ 
pendent union, is capping dissension among 
their employees; while Sadri, the Isfahan 
lender of E.S.K.l,. has delivered an attack 
on the employers. Conditions appear 
favourable for agitation by Tudeh, whoso 
seventeen leaders arrested in April have 
now been released. They will not be re- 
employed in the milk, but this would not 
seem to reduce their potential capacity for 
mischief, The Governor-General has 
warned the mill-owners to kxt-k out for a 
revival of Tudeh activity. Elsewhere in 
the country there is lit lie sign of Tudeh 
progress. 

S3 The Prime Minister's promises lo 
restore the prosperity of Azerbaijan have 
not so far impressed the Azerbaijanis, The 
cost uf living continues to be high, and 
action so far taken is limited to projects 
f. .i' the improvement of communications, 
ffev erlhejess, Soviet propaganda continues 
to fall ort stony ground and the loyalty of 
the population of Azerbaijan is not open 
to doubt. 

14 Tribal conditions both in the Rakh 
tiari and Qashgai areas remain quiet. The 
Governor of the Bokhtiari is reported to 
be in Tehran complaining of army inter¬ 
ference with lus tribesmen, and similar 


interfere nee is reported fmra the Qsishgai, 
though relations there hot ween the tribes 
and the authorities remain generally good. 
From Ids exile in Tehran Abul Qaasem is 
reported to tie inciting the Bakhliars 
leaders against the Governor. There has 
been no revival of trouble with the Javan- 
rutjt Kurds in the Kernumshah district 
(tin- special campaign against them was 
reported in paragraph 10 of my despatch 
under reference) and it is reported that of 
the ttCHl rilles declared by the tribesmen, 300 
have been, or will shortly be. handed in. 

1A ronaiderable progress has been made 
in the improvement of toads ami the 
asphalting of the streets of Shiraz by M. 
Ardalan. the new Governor General of 
I'ars who was formerly Minister of Roads. 
Work on the Shiraz: wafer supply project 
has begun, and the Government hats been 
conducting enquiries into the possibilities 
of reviving the trade of the pori of 
Bus hi it?. Contracts have also bean signed 
for asphalting the streets of Isfahan and 
for the Knhrang tunnel and irrigation 
scheme

With reference to Foreign Oifice tele¬ 
gram Xu '?]7 of 21st August, IMS, I have 
the honour to report that His Majesty the 
Shah returned to Tehran on Friday 27th 
August. Before his arrival a message of 
welcome from all ranks of the army was 
tilt-graphed to him by the Chief of Staff, 
and fifteen fighter aircraft of the Persian 
Air Forte escorted hint from the frontier to 
Mehralutd aerodrome. Tliere His Majesty 
was greeted with a salute of twenty-one 
guns and was received by the Imperial 
Family, the Prime Minister, the Diplomatic 


Corps and a large gathering which re¬ 
presented all sections of the population of 
Tehran, in his speech of welcome the 
Prime Minister said that the Government 
had, with ihe support of the Majlis, done 
their best to contribute to tlu 1 country's 
welfare in spite of the activities of sll- 
dfspOited persons. The Shah, in reply, re¬ 
minded the Prime Minister that he would 
never have left Persia if he had not. 
believed that his journey was in I hi? 
interests of the country. He had learned 
that Persia was known and respected by 
other nations and w as recognised us having 
a place among the free peoples of the world. 
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It was not enough, though, to 1* content 
with that. The two essential points were 
that Parliament, by passing the necessary 
laws, should ensure the welfare of the popu¬ 
lation and that the people themselves 
should have a settee of patriotic duty. He 
floured the Government of his satisfaction 
with the progress made in his absence, 
and looked forward to discussing at greater 
length on another occasion the many 
problems affecting the present situation 
and condition of Persia, 

2 The President of the Majlis welcomed 
His Majesty in a short speech, the Turkish 
Ambassador spoke on behalf of the Diplo¬ 
mat it Corps and further speeches were 
made by two of the Majlis Deputies. M. Ali 
Mansur spoke on behalf of former 
Ministers. !Jr. Siassi on behalf of the ! ni- 
versity, M Abbas Khali Hi on behalf of the 
press and the Mayor of Tehran on behalf 
of the remainder of those present. His 
Majesty then drove from the aerodrome to 
his summer palace at B&adabad, escorted 
by motqr-bicyclists of the polite and 
followed by a long procession of cars. In 
spite of the Shah's own request that his 
return should not lie the subject of expen¬ 
sive demonstrations, over twenty triumphal 
arches, some of them most claltorato, w r ere 
built over the route, which was lined by 
entlmsiftsi b crowds. Animals were sacri¬ 
ficed. flowers thrown under the ear and 
teams of athletes performed in honour of 
their sovereign. At Saadahad the Shah 
received the religious leaders of the 
country, 

3. Puhlie rejoicing continued that even¬ 
ing ami for the next two days Buildings 
were everywhere flood 111 and decorated 
with flags, and there was a firework dis¬ 
play in the main square. On i?-^e li August 
the Queen Mother gave a reception and on 
the following evening the Shah was the 
guest of the Primp Minister at a reception 
at the Balmhgiiaranieh Palace. 

4. On Bit morning of 30th August His 
Majesty received in audience representa¬ 
tives of the industrial and labouring 
classify of Tehran and of the Armenian 
and Jewish communities. They were intro¬ 
duced by the Mayor, ML Doulatahadi, and 
requested that the Shah should give orders 
for the election rtf a Municipal Council for 
Tehran and for the formation of a com¬ 
mittee tbrough which the }>eople could 
directly Approach their sovereign with 
niEiiphdnls against [he Government. 
Apparently the Shah made no reply to this 
request. 
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5, On Tuesday 31 si August, His 
Majesty received the Majlis deputies in 
audience as SaadaUad Alter thanking 
them fur the work they had done in hU 
absence, His Majesty explained in general 
terms that he was impressed by the 
patriotic spirit of the countries which he 
had visited and also not only by their 
determination u> repair the ravages of war, 
but by tlic extent of the reconstruction 
which bad already been achieved. The 
Shah, Lheu went on to deal separately and 
in torn with each of the four countries 
he had visited. In England he was struck 
by llie orderliness of the people and tile 
speed with which they got things done. In 
particular he was impressed by our 
poll lull sen Lary procedure. I )u li ng t he visit 
of some forty minutes which he paid to the 
House of Commons, he heard no less than 
thirty six questions asked and answered. 
Government and Opposition were nut 
divided on essential principles but. worked 
together for the common good He added 
that ppbllq business was transacted winn 
only alwit IflO Members of Fa Hi amen l 
were present out of n possible 800 or so. 
and he favourably compared [his with the 
state uf affairs in the Persian > Taj I is where 
I he quorum rules so frequently prevented 
any business being done. In France the 
Shall was also impressed by the wav r: 
which the Deputies worked together for the 
country's good, and by the skill with which 
Parliamentary business was handled in 
spite of the multitude uf political parties. 
He emphasised that although France had 
suffered so much during the war. she was 
now able to play an important part in 
Europe, and so if I that he was impressed 
lo the energy with which deficiencies in the 
armed forces were being made good The 
Shah compared Switzerland with Great 
Britain for the remark able smoothness and 
good order with which the life of the 
country was conducted In spite of the 
paucity of her natural resources Switzer¬ 
land was one of the richest countries for 
her size lit the world and hud very highly 
developed social services and an impressive 
army, the size of which showed that the 
Swiss were prepared to defend their 
liberty. In Italy the energy of the people 
ami the work they had done to repair war 
time destruction had won the Shah’s 
admiration, and he was impressed by the 
why in which the Government’s orders 
were carried out throughout the country. 

ft, In conclusion. His Majesty empha 
eised that Persia must learn to benefit from 
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the experiences of the countries which he 
had visited and to draw inspiration from 
the progress which they had made. Persia 's 
contribution to victor}' in the war was 
well-known and appreciated, and all the 
iOvei'iiiiients with whom die Shah tiu.il U'en 
in contact were anxious for the best 
possible economic and political relations 
with her. It was therefore up to this 
country to increase production and thus 
her holdings of foreign exchange. The 
Shah did not believe thai another war was 
imminent or that it would become so unless 
an unforeseen and unaccountable factor 
arose 

7 In reply ro a question. His Majesty 
said da;it a foreign loan was no danger to 
a country confident of he a 1 own inddpehd- 
cnciv Tie added that social progress in 
Persia must be in an orderly fashion and 
from above, Each country had to find a 
balance in her internal organisation with¬ 
out which there would he a constant danger 
of revolution, and the first conditions 
necessary for this balance were that the 
law should be just and that it should be 
properly enforced, It was the duty of the 
ruling class to ensure this. If they did not 
do so the}- would tie the first victims of 
their own negligence. The world was 


moving fast and Persia was cast isolated 
from ihe world but was one of the links 
in a wide chain of nations. 

8. Both the Shah’s, return and his speech 
to the Deputies received, on the whole* 
favourable notice ml the Persian press, 
Except for those of the extreme Left, the 
newspapers were united in welcoming His 
Ma jesty's return and many special editions 
were produced for the x-easion, hut those 
opposed to the Government were inclined 
to c riliciae (he Prime Minister for the way 
in which the Shah's reception was organ- 
wed. In particular, the triumphal arches 
were saoi to have been erected contrary to 
the Shah's expressed wish and paid for by 
(fin tri hut ions forcibly exacted from rhe 
people. Only the Yudeh papers and tht^se 
associated with Saved £ia ignored the 
Shah‘a speech to the deputies. It was 
printed in full by the more responsible 
papers and wis the subjec t of a number of 
leading articles,

In 
the effort to produce n Bill simple enough 
to receive the approval of the Majlis with¬ 
out undue delay, the Government have laid 
themselves open to the charge of failing to 
provide the Deputies with adequate in¬ 
formation and have now to fate the long 
and largely irrelevant debate which their 
proposals were designed to avoid. The 
Government has been opposed by M 
Haerizadyh, Deputy for Sabzavar, and 
M Taqizadeh Deputy for Tabriz and for¬ 
mer Persian Ambassador in London. The 
latter, in a well reasoned speech, effectively 
exposed the faults of the present Budget 
Bill, but it seems unlikely that his 


criticisms. will do more than prolong the 
debate. The Governments supporters 
have, in gene rid, admitted the imperfec¬ 
tions of the Bill, but have urged that an 
indifferent budget is better than noncat all, 
A large number of Deputies have an¬ 
nounced their intention to speak on this 
subject, and as the debate has already been 
interrupted by the discussion of a Bill to 
organise the pilgrim traffic to Mecca, it is 
almost certain that another provisional 
twelfth will have to be voted before the 
whole budget becomes law. After the bud¬ 
get debate is over, the Prime Minister will 
answer M, Assad's interpellation of the 
Government on their suppression of cec- 
tain newspapers and alleged breaches of 
the Constitution. 

2. On 26th August Lhe debate was opened 
by M. Mokartun (Daragaz). who spoke in 
favour of the Bill and said that the prac¬ 
tice of financing the country by a series of 


provisional twelfths was retarding 
economic progress. He criticised certain 
items of the Bill and. when the debate was 
dominoed on 31st August, he concluded 
with an expose of the needs of his native 
province, Khorassan, where public health 
and education had been neglected, and 
where the decree prohibiting the cultiva¬ 
tion of the opium poppy had brought 
hardship. To counter this, he suggested 
that the sugar-beet industry should he 
increased. 

;i M, Hoerizadeh (^abzavaij made a 
long, rambling and bitter speech, in which 
he attacked the Government both cub 
Ici’tivHy and individually, and repeated 
again and again thm the 8hah was sur¬ 
rounded by corrupt flatterers who were 
encouraging him to rule rather than to 
reign, and that the army was too large, too 
expensive and lqu fond of interfering in 
polltus He deplored that the provincial 
and departmental councils had, in practice, 
ceased to exist, ami ndvocalcd suffrage for 
women as well as men. The Soviet Govern¬ 
ment had abandoned all her concessions in 
1921, and His Majesty’s Government 
should now annul the Anglo-Irani an <.H1 
Company's concession. To Tie called 11 the 
bridge of victory " was puor coni | ten sat ion 
to Persia for all she had done for the 
Allies it] the war* and in this connexion he 
attacked the Government for their weak¬ 
ness over the railway claim. The Foreign 
Minister was accused of passivity over 
Bahrein and the Shatt-ebAmb, and the 
speaker concluded with an attack on the 
Prime Minister, whom he held personally 
responsible for the difficulties and internal 
dissensions of the two previous 1 abmcis. 
He Mamed XL Hajir for having organised 
the Shah's reception in such ft way as to 
estrange the sovereign and Ins people, and 
for having failed to invite representatives 
of the press to Ids reception in honour of 
the Shah’s rcLurn. 

4 This speech, which intd continued into 
the session of 2nd September, was fre¬ 
quently interrupted, and when M ll&erb 
zadeh was unable any longer to make him¬ 
self heard the President was obliged to 
suspend the session fora few minutes. On 
its resumption, M S&dcghi (Tehran) 
reminded the Majlis that no budget had 
been approved in Persia for the last live 
years. The present 15111 was not perfect., 
hut it was i he duty of the Majlis to approve 
it. He was fallowed by Engineer Ivhosm 
Hedayat (Tehran) who answered M. 
Haerizadeli's attack on the army and paid 


a tribute to the worK of the Imperial 
Organisation for Social Service. 

5. On 5th .September, M. laqizadeh 
(Tabriz) condemned both the substance of 
the Budget Bill and the form m which it 
had been presented to the Majlis, The 
Deputies, he said, were being asked lo 
approve a number of round figures without 
any explanation of how they had been 
arrived at. lie asked for details of the 
£2 million sterling from the railway 
settlement which was said to be for tlio 
purchase of cartridges. He did not 
bciievc that any sound principle underlay 
the pre|xjsals t but that they had been 
devised sold} to benefit the greedy ruling 
class. In spite of the poverty of the people, 
the Administration for the last twenty-five 
years had spent the national budget almost 
entirely m themselves. Huge buildings, 
like those of Chicago and Paris, had been 
built in Tehran and were still being built, 
and probably dance-halls were next an the 
list. Hie Civil Service had been allowed 
trt swel I lu minlanageahie proporlions, wilh 
ii!*■ resile trial Government employees en¬ 
gaged in politics,, edited ncwapapei's and 
publicly disputed with each other, yet the 
new budget allowed for the engagement of 
still more Government employees, 

fi, M. Taqizadeh criticised (lie 8 million 
tomans allotted to the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs, which represented one-hundredth 
of the whole budget, and he objected to the 
wastage of foreign exchange. Missions 
abroad were too large. Hr asked what use 
were the legations in such places as Brazil. 
Poland and Yugoslavia* and said that he 
would prefer to see the money that they 
cost used to build hospitals in Luristan or 
Kerman, or to provide a water system for 
Bandar Abbas, Instead nf appointing 
political commercial cultural and finan¬ 
cial attaches in large numbers to conn tries 
in Europe and South America, the Govern¬ 
ment should follow the example of the 
Danish Government, who had recently 
abolished the posts of military attache in 
certain of her mu-dons abroad. Yet Den¬ 
mark, compared with Persia, was a rich 
country. 

7. In conclusion, the speaker briefly out¬ 
lined the points which he considered should 
be covered by the budget if it were to bene¬ 
fit the people as a whole. These were 
agriculture and irrigation, industry, coin- 
tnimitations, (he control of profits, public 
health and education (including compul¬ 
sory education in hygiene), bousing and 
what perhaps can be best described ns 














moral rearmament. lie praised the Shah 
for the sincere interest which His 
Majesty showed in serious reform, briefly 
lamented the delays in Lhe judicial system 
and the unhappy plight of main prisoners 
anil, in conclusion, in marked contrast to 
M. Ilaerizaileh. said tliat he had nothing 
personally against the members of the 
present Government Inn had spoken out of 
a sense of duty to the rottiuu, 

8 On 7th September, after the inter¬ 
pellation of M Asad had been read. Dr. 
E>hafagh (Tehran) spoke in favour of the 
Hill. lit realised the necessity for 
economies, particularly in the Civil Service, 
hut they must be eiFected slowly, A 
detailed plan was needed to restore the in 
dusLria! position of the country. which had 
declined since IJHU and he hoped that the 
Bill for the Seven-Year Plan would he 
approved as soon a* possible. He did not 
doubt the good faith of His Majesty's 
Government over the A. I.O.C. concession, 
and welcomed the talks which were in pro¬ 
gress between representatives of the Per¬ 
sian Government and of the A.I.O.C. A 
nation which had given India her freedom 
was uni likely to have sinister designs cm 
Persia, tie asked the Majlis tn approve 
the budget proposals. 

9, At the conclusion of Hr. Shafagh's 
speech the President ruled that debate on 
the Bill in general waft closed, and that it 
would now lie debated article by article, 
Engineer Razavj (Kerman) said that the 


country's finances had been in disorder 
si m e i he; time of Dr. Millspnvigh. criticised 
the gendarmerie and the post id service* and 
asked why the revenue* from A LOG 
royalties were not shown in the budget. 
M Batmanghelicli (Ardeblll) offered to pot 
400 tractors at the dispiral of the Ministry 
of Agriculture. 

10. Most of the sessions of 9th and 11th 
September were taken up with the discus¬ 
sion of a Bill to organist 4 pilgrimages to 
Mecca, which was accorded a vote of double 
urgency. However, it waft eventually 
dropped without a vote being taken, anil 
the debate on the budget waft resumed. Dr, 
Tab a (Naiit) said that the budget must 
first be approved, hi spite of its failings, 
because without it the Government were 
prevented from carrying out further re¬ 
forms. lit 4 praised the work of the for¬ 
mer Minister of Finance, M. Nfijiu, and 
emphasised the need for a thorough purge 
of the Civil Service. He went on to speak 
at soon- length on the inadequacy of the 
medical services in Persia, outlined a 
scheme for State scholarships fior sending 
medical students to study abroad. Above 
alb more doctors were needed in the 
provinces. The debate continues.

Sir, I rf October, 11148. 

The Persian Minister for Foreign 
Affair* called on me rhis mo ruing in Paris, 
After nn exchange of compliments he said 
that I would be aware of the general 
position of Persia. She had had a very 
difficult time since the war and, although 
things were better than at the time of the 
last exchange of notes with the Soviet 
Government* the position was still a diffi¬ 
cult one and w orld events had their reper¬ 
cussions cur the internal situation. He

agreed with me, however, that, the Soviet 
Union wits likely tn leave Persia more or 
less alone for the time being. He toll] me 
that in a frank talk with the Soviet 
Ambassador he had explained [hat no Per¬ 
sian bad nitv designs against the Soviet 
Union and that they all wauled gin^i 
relations with Russia. Bur the Russians 
were suspicious and interpreted quite 
wrongly the presence of United States 
military instructors in Persia and the 
Persian up plication to the United States 
for arms. 


2 I reminded the Persian Foreign 
Minister of Generalissinio Stalin’s remark 
iv me in Moscow that the Persians might 
attack Baku and my retort that it seejued 
a pure llight of imagination to suppose that 
the Berman army would Attack the Red 
army. The Persian Foreign Minister said 
lJjlsl hi* had explained to the Soviet Ambas¬ 
sador that in a country where t-ommunica- 
lions were so difficult, and distanced so great 
an nrjiiy was ttepeft$aify for the muinu?nance 
of internal order. An army needed arms, 
and more particularly the Persian army, 
which had lost most of a is arms as a result 
of the Allied entry into Persia But it was 
-imply ridiculous to describe all this as a 
menace to Soviet- security. I said that 
i hi s.- of course* was only an excuse. 

3. d’he Persian Foreign Minister then 
raised with me what he described as ihe 
essential .pieslion. He did not think any 
country, including the Soviet Union, 
wanted war, hut in the prevent situation 
war might cruet? of itself, since any incident 
might lea if to war. He asked me my views 
on tins, 

4 1 said I vert much doubted now 
whether an incident would lead to war, 
live situation had been dangerous a tew 
weeks ago, bul the Western world was now 
organising itself and I thought the 
Russians would take care tu avoid any 
indde rite, Some l i me ago, w I ten t he f 1 au w 
air crash had been followed by disorders 
in Berlin and by Soviet attacks on the Pity 
Council, I had feared that this was all part 
of deliberate Soviet provocation. Rut We 
had kept our heads and, now that the 
Berlin question was before the t nited 
Nations, I doubted whether I he Russians 
would let incidents occur, and* if they did 
occur. I thought they would want to pre¬ 
vent them developing into a dangerous 
situation. While dearly we might be 
faced again with grave danger, I was now 
turning Over in my mind whether the 
Russians, in accordance with the Marxist- 
Leninist theory* might not now intend u> 
carry out a calmer policy and so lull the 
world into ii sense of false Purity That, 
in my view, was the real danger facing us 
for ibe next ten years. Without being in 
any way aggressive towards the Soviet 
Union we must all safeguard our security 
by creating and maintaining the right 
degree of organisation capable of resisting 
Soviet aggression if it occurred. Thus 
world peace could be built up to last for a 
long time, I did not think that the Soviet 
Union would take on the rest of the world 


by herself, and she was by no means sure 
of her satellites. There were, of course, 
great danger spots in the Far East* Ger¬ 
many and Austria, anti elsewhere, hut wt? 
might still reach a settlement of these 
pixibleius within lhe next twelve months. 
A great deal ihq .ended, however, on 
whether the Russians succeeded in dividing 
die rest of the world, Provided the tree 
nations maintained Lheir solidarity and 
helped em-h other, then 1 had nu fear I 
quoted as ftn example of such solidarity 
tile question of the Italian Colonies. We 
made nu secret of the fact that we wanted 
trusteeship for Cvrcnaica. which was 
important not only to us hut tn all the 
countries in the Middle East and in the 
area of the Indian Ocean, including Persia, 
for the maintenance of coni in uni cations and 
world |>eare There were other similar 
issues in regard to which we could help one 
another. Summing up, I said that I had 
considered the world situation to Ek* worse 
four or Eve weeks ago than to-day. I he 
Russians had originally been working on 
the assumption that they could oust us from 
Berlin in four weeks, but our airlift was 
now providing alm ost as much for Berlin 
us the trains had done. We had broken the 
blockade. The present method was costly 
and we should prefer tn return to more 
normal methods, but we could continue and 
develop the airlift. I tliought the Polit¬ 
buro must now Ik;- reflecting Lbal furl Her 
expansion was not quite so easy as they 
had thought. 

5. I then drew the Persian Foreign 
Minister's attention to the importance of 
social development and of effecting every 
possible improvement in the standard of 
living of the common pc>plc. The greatest 
Soviet propaganda weapon lay in had social 
conditions, and the best defence against 
communism lay iti constant industrial and 
agricultural development to raise the 
standard of life, ! considered a great pm* 
portion of the into me of every country 
ought to he devoted to such A purpose. In 
there days of wireless and easy com mum 
cations people could easily be stirred up by 
hod conditions and propaganda to a iwuhi- 
1 ion a ry f nr me of min d. Therefore a 11 t hose 
countries which had similar conceptions of 
human liberties should concentrate on 
greater social development. Tti Great 
Britain communism was almost non¬ 
existent kievnaise steps had been taken by 
the Government for the well-being of the 
people, who, os a result, did not feel that the 
Unmmtiniflite could do anything more for 










thtfBI. than was beiug il-iiie. Therefore 
comnvimiam hud liute appeal for them 
B. The Persian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs fully agreed with me anti said that 
ihv Persian Government had every inten¬ 
tion of developing and improving social 
standards in Persia, which were far from 
satisfactory. There could be no comparison 
in this respect tie tween Britain and Persia. 
However, there was some excuse for the 
Persian Government. They had had great 
difficulties for many years past and more 
c s pet la l !v 1 1 u n ng t he \v& t j>eri od, A" or It u d 
their difficulties ended with the war. 
There had been the Azerbaijan crisis and 
tension with the Soviet In ion continued. 
One comforting factor was that the Per¬ 
sian people as a whole bad no confidence 
in Russia and were suspicious and sceptical 
of Soviet promises. Their eves had been 
completely opened by the Azerbaijan crisis. 
The Persian Government realised that 
Britai.ii had Iter own ewtwTiiie difficulties 
and they were therefore placing their main 
hopes in American material assistance for 
improving the standard of living and 
developing their industry and agriculture. 
But they would Em? very grate fed for such 
Help an'Great Britain ctmEd give them. He 
only asked for our agreement in principle 
to do this and hail no concrete proposals 
to make. I said they could, of course, relv 
on us in this resjject in so far as we could 
help. 

7. The Persian Foreign Minister then 
mentioned to me in this context that he had 
sjHJkcn recently to the representatives in 
Tehran of the Anglo-Indian Gompany. 
He had explained to them that he wanted 
the company to be popular in the country 
so that even Persian felt that she company 
was creating better conditions for the Per¬ 
sian people He had Iran happy to note 
a real spirit of comprehension in ihe 
response of the representatives of the v.m 
pany. E said that I hud also sjKikcn to 
the company and asked them to do all they 
tould within reason to make the Persian 
people regard the presence uf the company 
in Persia as a benefit to the State and to 
the people f asked the Persian Minister 
for f oreign Affairs how the company^ 
housing schemes were going, He said that 
he thought i hings were going ahead well. 


8. The Persian Foreign Minister then 
asked for my views on the possibility and 
ihe desirability of a regional pact in the 
Middle East, The Treaty of S&adotad 
was only one of consultation and concilia¬ 
tion. Did I think it should be enlarged 
and si lengthened ? 1 replied that 1 thought 
it hotter to wait until the United State* 
elections were over. We could not do very 
much without United States financial and 
material assistance. Therefore, while 
studying the question now, we should delay 
any action until after the election*. The 
Persian Foreign Minister did not dissent 
from this. He remarked that he did not 
think that t he Soviet Union would take any 
action now in regard to either Persia or 
Turkey since the Russians realised that any 
increase in the Soviet threat to either 
country' might mean war. 

U. The Persian Foreign Minister then 
said he would like my help over a relatively 
small question. The Persian Government 
had made iter tain purchases in Germany 
during the war, but lhe Anglo-American 
authorities in Germany were now asking 
them to pay again for these goods. This 
had surprised the Persian Government. 
There had already been conversations on 
this subject in London and Tehran. He 
did not wish to trouble me with the details, 
but he hoped I would ask the Foreign Office 
to show a more sympathetic attitude to- 
winds the Persian |H»int nf view. I said 
that I knew nothing about this question 
hut, would look into it. 

UK Finally, ihe Persian Foreign 
Minister told me that, while Persia had 
preferred not to put forward Sier candida¬ 
ture for a seat on the Security Council, she 
was a candidate for the Economic and 
Social Council and for The Hague Court. 
He hoped that Persia could count tin the 
support nf the United Kingdom Delega¬ 
tion, l said that I way not myself very 
familiar with these United Nations ques¬ 
tions, which were being dealt with by the 
Minister of State, i would, however, 
apeak to Mr McNeil and ask him to gat in 
touch with ihe Pcreian Foreign Minister 
to discuss the matter further,

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POLITICAL SITUATION IN PERSIA

I have the honour re submit the follow¬ 
ing brief review of the Persian political 
situation as it is seen in the capital to-day. 
A-s presented in this despatch, it may seem 
to have an actuality which in fact it 
scarcely possesses; in spite of the Western 
political jargon constantly on the lips of 
the more modernised section of the popula¬ 
tion, Persian politics remain profoundly 
a Ifeete 1 1 1 iy 11 tide i cu r rents of pe rsw i na 1 pre - 
judiiv uml iutligne difficult for tlieW i.nUtn 
observer to discern, much less to fathom 

2. With the possible exceptions of the 
Prime Minister and the Minister for War, 
the Cabinet can in no way lx? distinguished 
from its predecessor in efficiency or in 
determination. The reshuffle {rej>orted in 
my despatch No. 320) is unlikely to have 
any effect beyond slightly reinforcing the 
Government's position in the Majlis. 
Thwarted as He? ha* been at every turn by 
the Majlis. Ihe Prime Minister has had 
little opportunity of Being anything posi¬ 
tive' he does HOL seem So be a strong man. 
but he lifts displayed considerable resource 
in resisting the constant attacks to which 
he has been subjected. 

3. At present the Majlis contains four 
recognised “ fractions,'’ namely :— 

{/;) The Democrat Party. support nig 
Qavaui-us-Saltaneh and consisting 
of thirty-live deputies, 

(5) FlLetad-c-MclIi {National Unity)* 

11 insisting of twenty-five deputies, 
of whom tlic most active arc the 
brother* Mas'udi, owners of the im¬ 
portant newspaper K Mr lout. Matin 
Daftari also belongs to this group. 

(r) Ettefagh (Accord), consisting of 
thirteen deputies led by Matek 
Madam, Deputy for Mei layer and

(tf) Taraghghi (Progress), led by Dr 
Ettebar, Deputy for Borujera, and 
consisting of nine deputies. 

In addition to the established ‘ fnu 
1i oils' ■ v imprisL ng cigli t v -1 wo depiiti es, 
there are two groups not yet officially 
accepted a* 14 fractions/’ namely, the dis- 
si dent element of Qavazn's Democrat Party 


fed by Surdar Father Hikuiat, President 
of the Majlis, with fifteen deputies, and the 
Mdli (National} group with fourteen 
deputies, of whom the principal is Taqi- 
ladeh. The I ndeptudents, amounting to 
another twenty deputies or so, contain some 
Soviet supporters and also sortie followers 
of Sayvni Zia-nd-din. With the possibte 
exLeptioii uf the Democrat Party, none of 
these fractions " lias any stability. 
Members are constantly passing from one 
h> the other, and if the new fractions mea- 
tinned above are formed it is probable that 
they will deri ve some of their members from 
the existing fractions. It will he observed 
that the Prime Minister has no” fraction/ 1 
Sardar Father Hik mat's group, which will 
probably be ruteed to the status of ” frac¬ 
tion, is fairly solid behind the Govern¬ 
ment. which also has some support in the 
other fractious. 

4. The position of the Government and 
the execution of its programme are likely 
to lx 1 affected more by the eventual result 
of the indictment brought against Qavam 
than by any other single consideration. 
In spite of the apparent preoccupation of 
the Majlis with the budget and uthcr 
matters of State importance, it is the politi¬ 
cal future of Qjivani with which it is prin¬ 
cipally concerned. Qavam s -J fraction ” 
is intent upon obstfin-ting any positive 
action by the Government white the fate 
■ ■I' their leader hangs in the balance; simi¬ 
larly, a group led by the brother* Mas'udi 
and with followers in the other fractions is 
determined to discredit Qavani and In that 
end is lielieved to lie formulating new and 
more serious charges against him. 

5, dost as the Prime Minister ha* no 
easily recognisable following in the Majlis, 
so he has no press Indeed, the vast 
majority df papers violently oppose him 
and openly accuse him on the one hand of 
treachery and in cm listener and on the 
i >x her nf plana i ng a 1 1 ici a tors!i i p. Qavam ’ s 
press by contrast includes several well-run 
and apparently well-subsidised papers. 
The Prime Minister's position is, however, 
much strengthened by the fact that he is 
known Lo enjoy the Staffs moral support. 
The Shah is known to have had four long 
interviews with Qavam-us SaJtaneh since 
his return from Europe, but, generally 














spiking, Hi^ Majesty seems to be holding 
aloof from polities. Indeed, it is now 
rumoured that he will not take an active 
purl again until he has set Ids own family 
afndrs in order, The reported fall from 
favour of two deputies generally lielieved 
to be intimately associated with the Royal 
Family lends colour to this theory, 

(t Of the other potential influences, 
the 1'udeti I “arty, while it claims to have 
extended its ifdluciKe, is in fact held in 
leash by police vigilance and its supporters 
are confined to the small though important 
industrial sect ton of the population. 
Sayved Z\a has forfeited much of his popu¬ 
larity by his open opposition to the Court 
and his growing reputation For iniratmi* 
gome and fanatimu. The possibility of 
his reappearance as a political figure of 
importance cannot, however, he entirely 
excluded. 


7. The only conclusion which it seems 
legitimate to draw at present is that the 
Government is unlikely to achieve anything 
posing until the question of Qavam'a 
political future has been settled, it is not 
yet possible to foretell what the outcome 
will be, Against his superior political 
prestige and ability, bis experience, his 
personality and his important following in 
the MajHs must he set the opposition of 
another considerable group of deputies, 
whose number is uncertain, and the rooted 
antagonism of the Shah.

Foreign Affairs 

2 The Soviet Ambassador is still on 
leave, and there has Ijeen remarkably little 
Soviet activity cither in Tehran or the pro¬ 
vinces. where the Soviet consulates are for 


the most part, thinly staffed. The policy 
of closing down the Y.O.K.S. cultural 
centres continue*, and women and children 
of Soviet nationality have left Khora&mn 
and the Caspian provinces, Reports have 
hoon received of the evacuation of civilians 
from certain villages in the neighbourhood 
rtf ScvLol- Asljirn, 

3. At the end of the month a number of 
pilgrims, variously estimated at between 
8,000 and 15,000, left Tehran for Mecca h) 
road and air Although the discussion of 
a Bill to provide for a special organisation 
for their protection has been postponed by 
the Majlis, the Red Lion and Sun Society 
have arrange!! for ambulances to accom¬ 
pany die pilgrims. A former Prime 
Minister, M. Sadr ul Ashraf, has been 
appointed by the Shah chairman of ;t com- 
m it tee to supervise the pilgrims’ welfare, 
and it is reported that the counsellor of the 
Persian Embassy a it Cairo, who Ifios gone 
to Jedda, will shortly tie appointed Minis¬ 
ter there. The Shah ha* presented a sword 
and a Koran to King Ihri Sand, and ihc 
religious leader. Ayatollah Behbehiiii, has 


been invited to 1* the guest of the Saudi 
Arabian Government while he is in Mecca. 

4. The Persian delegation lo the third 
session of the Putted Nations General 
Assembly, which is at present sitting in 
Paris, was headed bi the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs and included M. Adi, 
Minister without portfolio. On 25th Sep- 
tern her M Isfaudiari spoke in general 
terms, reminding the Assembly of the fata 
of ihc League of Nations, and assuring 
Ljiem of Persia's adherence to the letter 
and Lite spirit of the Ini tod Nation* 
Organisation.

Internal Affairs 

5. During the month the Majlis lias been 
almost sol cl yoc clipicd With the debate on the 
budget, which has still not been approved 
in spite of the Prime Minister's efforts to 
obtain the co-operation of (he Deputies, 
The Budget Bill has been condemned by 
M. 1 aqizadeh and others, and mail'. Depu¬ 
ties, speaking ostensibly on the side of the 
Government, have not only criticised 
details of e he budges, hut have taken the 
opportunity to review ul great length the 
whole position of the country. The right 
to speak and to conduct business after their 
own leisureh fashion is jealously guarded 
by the Deputies. Although they haw 
agreed to hold a passion every week-day 
while the budget is still being debated, at 
none of the special sessions has there so far 
been a q ina in 11 . W i th seventy nme i a 3 ments 
to it already tabled, the budget does not 
seem likely to become law in the near 
future. Another ppovt&ioiwl twelfth was 
approved on 28th September. Meanwhile, 
internal reforms are hanging fire, and the 
Labour Bill and the Seven Vein Plan Bill 
are waiting their turn on the Majlis 
agenda Work mi the former by a parlia¬ 
mentary committee has, however. Item 
continuing. 

ft Di|j iLssiims between the Persian 
Government and representatives of the 
Anglo-Iraida n Oil Company have con¬ 
tinued during the month. On 19th Sep- 
[ember I he Prime Minister told the 
Deputies that (he disci css inns had readied 
a point a I which he would welcome their 
advice, and asked them to form n committee 
to assist him. This they refused to do. 
saving that it was the duly of the Govern¬ 
ment to continue the discussions with the 
help of their expert advisers, and to submit 
fi report to the Majlis in due course. The

7 Early in the month a decree of the 
Council of Minis tors was published which 
forbade Government employees, on pain of 
dismissal to engage in business and to own 
or edit newspaper*. 'I his decree, although 
apparently reasonable, in fact strikes at 
the root* of the Tehran press. Since the 
abdication of Reza Shall in 1941 a very 
large number of chilly newspapers, many 
of them little more than political pamphlet* 
with a smalt circulation, have appeared in 
Tehran. There is no tradition in this 
country of an impartial civil service, and 
Government employees, who are more often 
than not aspiring politicians. play a con 
side ruble par! in journalism. The Prime 
Minister has liven petitioned to repeal the 
decree, which ha* lieem condemned by all 
sections of the press as an attack on their 
liberty, ft was also the subject of an inter¬ 
pellation of (lie <hnermneni made by M. 
A/ad on 5th September. The Prime 

Minister expressed his readiuefi* to reply 
to this at onto, but it was subsequently 
derided (hat he should do so after the 
budget debate. 

8. On 23rd September the Prime 
Minister announced ft reshuffle of the 
Cabinet and introduced three new Minis¬ 
ters -M Golshayan, Minister of .Justice, 
M. Yanisteii. Minister of Finance; and 
M. Ashr&fi, Minister of National Economy. 
The Prime Minister himself became Minis¬ 
ter of the Interior, and Dr, Shadman, 
formerly Minister of National Economy, 
became Minister of Agriculture I he for¬ 
mer Ministers of Justice and Agriculture, 
MM. Midi and Biishehri, had announced 
their resignation some day* lief ore and M

ha a been widely reported as about to become 
Under-Secretary to the Prime Minister, no 
ollk-ial announcement has yet been made. 

10 Between 200 and 300 tribal leaders 
From all parts of Persia attended, in the 
latter part of the month, a course at the 
Senior Officers’ School, at the same time 
as provincial divisional commanders were 
called to Tehran. A conference of di¬ 
visional commanders is held annually, and 
although last year certain tribal leaders 
from Azerbaijan attended it, this is the 
first time that a large number of tribesmen 
have been invited. Visits! lo the Majlis 
and to military installations were arranged 
in Tehran, and at the end of the course the 
tribesmen were received by the Shall and 
swore allegiance to him and to the country. 
Tlie press and public opinion have been 
sharply divided on the subject of this tribal 
influx, which has excited considerable com¬ 
ment and gave rise to a spirited debate in 
the Majlis on 28rd September between those 
who believed that nothing but trouble has 
ever come from the tribes and those who 
were disposed to commend General 
Razmava for his initiative in encouraging 
them to think of themselves as a vital part 
of Persia's armed forces. 

tl It was announced on 28th September 
that the Parliamentary Judicial Commis¬ 
sion which has h«n considering the report 
of the special committee on the indictment 
of Qhavam-us-Salinneh had pronounced in 
his favour. The Majlis has now to approve 
the decision of the Judicial Committee, and 
it is generally believed that they will do so. 
The strong probability that his final 
acquittal wilt result in Qhavam again be¬ 
coming Prime Minister is the principal 
topic of conversation in political circlets. 

The Provinces 

12 Several hundred political prisoners 
and others who were deported to the south 
have already returned to Azerbaijan under 
the terms of the amnesty Although there 
have been no disorders in the province there 
is fairly high feeling against the return of 
so many politically unreliable people, and 
M. Taqizadeh lias been criticised for advo¬ 
cating that the amnesty should he widely 


applied, lie and other Deputies from 
Azerbaijan Jiavu received protests from 
their constituents against the return not 
only of many muhajjirs who were of 
Russian origin and had no root* in Azer¬ 
baijan. but also of young men of no par¬ 
ticular trade who would swell the ranks of 
the unemployed. 

13. At the end of the month the Shah 
paid a visit to Isfahan and inaugurated 
the work on the Kuhraug tunnel. The road 
to the site, about 200 kilom. from Isfahan, 
has now been completed and work on the 
tunnel itself has been started. The con¬ 
tract for this has been awarded to the 
Norwegian firm of Nortrac, and machinery 
is expected shortly. It is estimated that the 
tunnel will take &Ik>ul two years to complete. 
Ilis Majesty also inspected the weaving 
factories at Isfahan, opened a new bridge 
and returned to Tehran by way of Kashan 
and Gliom. 

14 The harvest has been good in the 
north and west, though prices arc high in 
Azerbaijan and a good deal of grain has 
been hidden for eventual sale on the black 
market. In Khuzistan, however, it has not 
bi?en good, and in their efforts to prevent 
smuggling by prohibiting the free move* 
meni of grain between provinces, the 
Government have probably caused soma 
hardship in the south. In Ahwaz the 
Governor-General's grain company is in 
difficulties and smuggling on a reduced 
scale continues. 

15. In Pars the migration of the tribes 
to winter pastures ha.- started, and there 
has consequently been a slight daline in 
pul j! ie seenrity, In geneml the trs 1 >ftl area 3 
are quiet.

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VISIT OF SHAH TO ISFAHAN FOR INAUGURATION OF KUHRANG 

TUNNEL PROJECT

With references to my despatch No. 9 
of 29th May, I have the honour to report 
that the long-awaited visit of llis Imperial 
Majesty the Shah to Isfahan finally took 
plate- at the end of last month- Hs primary 
purpose was of course the inauguration of 
the K nil rang tunnel project, and as the 
contract had been .awarded about a month 
previously and the successful bidders (the 
Norwegian flint of Nortrac-IraJi) had 
moved enough plant up to the site to enable 
operations to he begun, the moment was 
propitious, 

2 At 8.30 on the morning of 27th 
September some 100 representatives of 
Government and business my Soviet 
colleague and myself, and a fairly large 
ain I very enthusiastic crowd were assembled 
a[ the airport to await His Majesty at 9, 
By 9 h 30 the official we!coming party had 
all retired to the shade of a large empty 
hangar, watched enviously from their 
places m the sun by the officers of the 9th 
Division and the steel-hel meted guard of 
honour. Ar 10'30 His .Majesty arrived in 
an old army plane; his own is said to have 
been put out of commission in Tehran on 
the previous day. He did not holher to 
inspect the guard of honour or the five army 
aircraft drawn up in line, but hurried off 
to begin bin round of audiences, through 
street* cm tie lit shed with 3 or 4 million 
rials' worth of triumphal arches. 

:l From II o'clock to 12 30 His Majesty 
received in turn the leading Government 
officials; the leading mullahs; the “ net 
Able* the miIIowners; the leaders of the 
Governing! 1 Gapcm sored E.S.K.I trade 
u nion; and the Consular Corps, consisting of 
the Acting Soviet Consul and myself. The 
journalists, who evidently consider [.hem- 
aelves entitled to special consideration on 
these occasions, made a great fuss at having 
been left out. Deprived of an opportunity 
of complaining to the Shah personally of 
the lamentable slate of affairs in the town, 
the Left-wing editors (one of whom had 
already protested to His Majesty at the 
airport) lei themselves go in print. They 
criticised the police, the gendarmerie, the 
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municipality, the Government departments; 
they complained of the electricity supply, 
the water shortage, condition* in the field* 
of education and health, conditions in the 
factories, the general economic situation, 
the crooked elections to the Majlis and the 
shortcomings of lhe Isfahan Deputies, 
The Governor-General, they said, was an 
honest mart, but not the man to put Isfahan 
to rights; anil but for the army the town 
would not even have security. During these 
few days the public left no doubt of [he 
Shah s popularity, and it is dear that all 
shades of opinion except the Tudeh Party 
(which maintained complete silence 
throughout the visit) regard him as the 
only hope of an improvement in political, 
economic and social conditions 

4, In the afternoon the Shah visited the 
baiTftcks, inaugurated the construction of 
hu additional bridge over the Zayandeh 
Hud designed to create a by-pass for traffic 
between Tehran and Shiraz, and opened 
the new Officers’ Club, housed in a reno¬ 
vated itith-ceniury palace in the centre of 
the town. The last-named function was the 
bfggesl social event of the visit, and lhe 
fact that no foreigners were invited to U 
caused some comment- I have heard that 
[he reason given for this exclusiveness was 
the delicate state of in ter Tint) anal relations; 
whether Anglo-Soviet or Soviet-Persian I 
do not know In any case this decision was 
not unexpected. 

5 On the other hand, having 3>een pre¬ 
viously asked by the Governor-General 
whether I should like to accompany the 
party to Kuhrang, I was surprised not to 
receive an invitation for this either, since 
it is a British Arm of consulting engineers 
which has provided the technical skill for 
the project, In few other countries, I 
think, would the authorities have failed to 
include a representative of lib Majesty's 
Government when an important scheme, 
which had remained an unrealised dream 
for three centuries and a half, was about 
to be carried out though the medium of 
British technique. Again, I cannot tell 
whether Lhe reason was ft desire to adhere 
to a certain concept of neutrality, which 
is a daily feature of life here. *•. 0 ., in the 
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authorities den lings with the Anglo- 
Persian Io^titute and its Soviet counter¬ 
part; or a refusal to allow any foreigner 
unnecessarily to enter tribal territory, 
which l have encountered on more than one 
occasion. As ii wa$. the only foreigners 
present wore the representatives of Sir 
Alexander Gibb and Partners and of the 
contractors, 

<! The royal party left for Kuhrang by 
mad early on the morning of 28th Septem¬ 
ber atid arrived ai the site in the after¬ 
noon. There is a move on foot by the 
Irrigation Corporation, which is in charge 
of the scheme on the Persian side, to oust 
(hr old Board of Directors of the K oh rang 
Company and assume unhampered control 
itself. As part of his campaign of resist¬ 
ance to this plan Akbur Ma&’nd (t'arem-ed- 
Dmvtah). chairman of the Board, had 
persuaded moat of the directors to turn up 
at the ceremony in morning coats and top- 
half, these to be presented to the Sfaah, who 
would thus be impressed with the import¬ 
ance of the Board in the scheme of things. 
A few of the directors fought shy of the 
idea, hut must of them acquiesced and 
travelled for eight hours over a rough and 
dusty load, into the wilderness, clad in 
ceremonial attire. When they arrived they 
found Sarem-ed-Dowleh himself, dressed in 
a green tweed suit. Ills Majesty then pro¬ 
ceeded Uo set off the first dynamite charge 
and tap Lhe rock with a small gold pick¬ 
axe specially made for the occasion. Be¬ 
fore returning to Isfahan the following 
morning hi* crossed over to the far side of 
the Knrkuua.ii ridge, whence the camp-fires 
of ihe RukhUari returning down the 
western slopes to their winter quarters 
could be seen, to view the site of the en¬ 
trance to the tunnel, The latter is to lie 
horseshoe-shaped. IS feet high and 10 
feet wide at its widest point. It is 
expected that slow progress will be made 
with the tunnelling until the spring, when 
the main bulk of the contractors’ equipment 
should lie delivered. 

7 Hut further decisions will soon have 
to be made on questions of finance. The 
tunnel is hi cost 52 million rials, of which 
only 'M million (8 of private capital and 
22 from Government funds) have so far 
been made available, After pay merit of the 
remaining 22 million by the Government, 
there is the question whether the latter 
shall buy up the privately owned shares. 
According to Fa/lulbib Dehesh, the second 
largest private share-holder, the Shah does 
not wish the Government to put any more 


money into the scheme This may be only 
wishful thinking on Defreeh s part, suite 
he is the leader of those who would still 
like the scheme to be run as a private enter¬ 
prise. with dividends obtained front water 
does, in opposition to the publk-corporar 
tion school of thought beaded by Amin-ut- 
Tnjjar. one of the Isfahan Deputies, and 
Safes u-ed-1 kiwi eh (Bee my despatch No. 0. 
paragraphs ;i. 4 and 5). A possible com¬ 
promise solution might l»e that the com pa ny 
should remain a mixed one, with the 
Government raising water taxes and pay¬ 
ing dividends tci the private shareholders 
in proportion to their shares of the total 
Capital The difficulty here is that the 
Isfahan is do nol wish to be burdened with 
perpetual water rights owned by private 
persons, but would like to see the whole 
expenditure defrayed by the Government., 
to repay it. (if necessary, with interest) 
over a series of years, and thereafter to 
enjoy the water without further payment. 

I gather that for the most part the private 
shareholders themselves would welcome lhe 
repayment of their capital, as it has been 
lying dornm ril for a Unit two years and 
prospects of future returns on it ure un¬ 
certain. 

8. The army had prepared a rough land¬ 
ing ground near the tunnel site, and two 
obi biplanes were in attendance. His 
Majesty had evidently had enough of the 
road ojj the journey up, and although he 
was not expected hack in Isfahan until the 
evening and conditions for a take-off were 
difficult, lie determined to make the return 
journey by air. About a third of (lie way 
hack, near Damenrh {following the road), 
the aircraft developed engine trouble and 
the Shah was obliged to make a forced 
landing. The official announcement issued 
on the following day stated that he had 
come down intentionally in order to have 
a look round. Some of the papers, while 
admitting that the lending was a forced 
one. declared that the plane was un¬ 
damaged, In fact, as 1 learned from eye¬ 
witnesses returning from K ultra in* who 
reached the sprat just as the plane was 
landing, it lost one wheel mad turned up¬ 
side down. General Mu " taued i„ Command- 
mg Officer <if the 9th (Isfahan) Division, 
who was the other occupant of the plane 
and w ho afterwards told me that he never 
went up in an army machine if he could 
help it, waa flung out, unhurt, and was 
able to help the Shah, also unhurt, from his 
inverted position in the cockpit, I under¬ 
stand that (Ids is the fourth accident, or 
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near-ace id en t, in which His Majesty has 
been involved in the last three months, He 
was. only dissuaded from continuing lhe 
journey in the other aircraft, which had 
lauded in the neighbourhood, by the com¬ 
bined entreaties of those present, who 
threatened to lie down in front of the plane 
if he should attempt to take off again. 

6 The rest of the royal visit was com¬ 
paratively uneventful. During the remain¬ 
ing day (he Shah went to two of the textile 
mills, the textile workers’ hospital and one 
of the municipal hospitals, in all of which 
places he made salutary and constructive 
criticisms; officially opened a museum 
housed in the old Ohehel Butua palace, one 
of the exhibits being the gold pickaxe 
which he had used at Kuhtang; and in¬ 
augurated the const ruction of a workers 1 
quarter on the south side of the city. I am 
told that the local Director of Labour was 
caught napping in this; a fortnight before 
the ShalTs arrival Lhe land had not even 


been bought, It was hastily purchased and 
a wall erected round it. 

IQ His Majesty left for Tehran, via 
Kashan, on the morning of 1st October. 
Unfortunately be took a roundabout route 
through Nain and ArdesLaJi. in spite of 
(or perhaps lu-eau^: 1 of) a petition from the 
bus and road-haulage companies imploring 
him to see for himself the disgraceful 
condition of the main Isfahan-Tehran 
road the first twenty-five miles of which 
hr would have had to traverse if he had 
taken (he direct route to Kashan. Expecta¬ 
tions thtit the state of the road would thus 
be brought forcibly to his attention were 
tbus disappointed; and though there are 
hopes tiiat his visit will have given the 
local administration n benelit-ial ahaking- 
up. there is no great confidence that any 
tangible results will come of it.

Persian Seven-Year Plan

At hie request J received the Governor 
of the National Bank of Persia, 
Mr , A bid Kansan [btiitaj, on 29i h October, 
Mr, Ibtibuj expressed with evident 
sincerity his determination to do everything 
which was in his power to make the Persian 
Seven Year Plan a sue t ess. Hu informed 
me that while in Washington he bad had 
discussions with the International Bank 
and. os :i result, was hopeful that in due 
course Lhe bank would la" prepared to make 
a loan for suitable projects. He described 
the preliminary work on the Seven-Year 
Plan which the Persian Government have 
done in drawing up data and preliminary 
plans, mid referred to their engagement of 
the American firm of Overseas Uoasul- 
tants u> advise them on the next stages 
He hoped that British firms, especially 
Sir Alexander Gibb and Partners, who had 
done good work in Persia, would be asso¬ 


ciated with Overseas Consultants. He 
attacked great importance to supervision 
of the plan by American and British 
experts, since only with foreign supervision 
could the Persians feel assured that the 
money voted for the plat! would be used for 
the pur poses for which it way intended arid 
not go into private pockets. 

2. Hr then proceeded to describe the 
Majlis as the principal obstacle in the way 
of the suouessful carrying out of the plan, 
in his opinion it was an utterly irrespon¬ 
sible and obstructive body; one? it was 
elected its members were completely secure 
from removal for its two years’ term and, 
since there was no second chamber to revise 
legislation passed by the Majlis and the 
Executive had no jH>wt*r of veto, lhe 
Majlis ctmid pass iht* wildest legislation 
and the Government could not prevent 
them. He therefore I bought that eunstiui- 
tional changes, including the grant to the 
Shah of the right of dissolution, were 
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nwessary, He appreciated that anything 
that was to J>e done would have to be done 
carefully since there wan always the danger 
of a relapse into military dictatorship and 
he certainly did not wish to see his country 
handed over to the ignorant rule of Lhe 
Ministry of War. 

3 I said that T always used all the means 
at my command to urge the importance of 
reform and ilevelopment on the Persian 
Government as the only sure defence 
against communism. All the help that was 
within our power we would gladly provide. 
What seemed tome absolutely essential was 
that the Persian Government should pro¬ 
cure the passage of the Seven-Year Plan 
Bill as soon as they could. At this stage it 
was I letter not to take up the time of the 
Deputies with talk of constitutional 
reform; the Government should concen¬ 
trate on passing the budget and the Seven- 
Year Plan Bill and after that see if it 
needed to make changes in the Constitution 
and, if so. whet they ought to be l said 


thai i t was not for me Lo advise the Persian 
Government on the details of their constitu¬ 
tional arrangements; to do so would smack 
of i liter ten lion I was always very scrupu¬ 
lous not to intervene in Persia's internal 
affaire. To this Mr. Ibtihaj replied that 
lie also, as a Persian patriot, certainly did 
not want foreign intervention. What he 
wanted was an assurance of my sympathy 
in the efforts which Lhe Persians were 
making to improve the condition of their 
country and a spirit of Understanding 
should they find it necessary to make 
changes in the Constitution. I concluded 
the interview by repeating that what was 
wanted before anything else was the 
passage of the Seven-Year Plan Bill.

As the Ik-rdati Minister for Foreign 
Affairs was i>n a short, private visit to this 
countty I took the opportunity of renewing 
our acquaintance by seeing him this after¬ 
noon. After an exchange of compliments 
he asked me if the international situation 
was any dearer since our lost conversation 
on 1st October and whether l thought 
speedier progress could he made in settling 
the outstanding international problems now 
that the Cuited States electiofts were over. 
I told him ] did not expect that the result

2 The Persian Foreign Minister then 
asked me about Burma and whether India 
would declare herself a republic and leave 
the Commonwealth- In reply I said that 


the situation in Burma showed some im¬ 
provement and now that the Government of 
Burma had established better relations with 
India and the Karens we could hope for 
still further improvement. As regards 
Indio, i could not forecast at this stage 
what the Indian Government might decide 
to do. 

3. The Persian Foreign Minister wen! on 
to say that his Government's policy was a 
national one anti not, as had sometimes been 
the case in the past, a policy dictated by the 
interests of small groups of individuals 
looking either to Russia or to Great 
Britain. The Persian Government wished 
to maintain the most friend!v relations and 
to co-operate to the full with any nation 
such a** Great Britain which showed itself 
to he Persia's friend and mindful of 
Pcrsian mteres!s. He was gl nt u i my ih a t , 
whatever may have been the differences in 
the past between Persia and Great Britain, 
none existed now. I thanked him for this

expression of his Government's friendship 
which I said 1 reciprocated. \ went on to 
say that I hoped the Persians would be on 
their guard against Russian attempts to 
drive a wedge between u«.

With reference to my despatch No, 331 
of 5th October, i have the honour to submit 
the following report of events in Persia 
during October L948. There has been a 
recurrence of incidents on the Soviet fron¬ 
tier. M, Hasihii s Government has been 
accorded a vote of confidence, but the dead¬ 
lock in the Majlis continues, and no pro¬ 
gress whatever has l>een made with the 
Government's programme of legislation; a 
further provisional twelfth of the budget 
has been approved. There has been a 
severe earthquake in Northern Khurasan 

Foreign Affairs 

2. During the month Soviet troops on 
three occasions crossed the frontier into 
Persian territory. The first of these ind- 
denis took place to the east of the Caspian, 
where the frontier is formed by the At ir-k 
River. Soviet troops were found to be 
occupying a dry watercourse, formerly the 
l>ed of tile river and now on the Persian 
aide of the frontier. The other two inci¬ 
dents were on the Azerbaijan frontier, in 
the area north of Ardebil between Astara 
and tI ic A raxte R t ve r Fi re was gxchanged 
on all three occasions, and one Persian 
soldier was killed. These incidents were 
given some prominence in the press at the 
end of the month, but according to infor¬ 
mation given by die Chief of Lhe General 
Staff to the military attache, they all took 
place at points where the exact line of the 
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frontier is nut clear. Lie iter a 1 Ra/mura 
also said that such incidents were common 
enough, and hud happened even during the 
reign of Rezu Shah. 

3. Although the Soviet Ambassador, M. 
Sadi chi kov. was a till on leave jii the end of 
the month, he is expected to return during 
ihe first week in November. The Soviet 
Consul-GeneraI at Tabriz has returned and 
it is reported that the Persian Government 
have agreed to the appointment of a Soviet 
Vice-Consul at Bandar Shah fair to reside 
at Ahwnz. 

4. M. Jan Magru has arrived in Tehran 
to take up the post of Rumanian Minister 
here. He has not yet presented his cre¬ 
dentials. 


Internal Affairs 

5 On 12th October the Prime Minister 
asked the Majlis for a vote of confidence, 
which was accorded to him by (>4 votes to 8, 
with ifi abstentious. This was an unex¬ 
pected move. M. AzatTs interpellation, 
which would have provided the oocaaion for 
a vote on Government policy, was already 
on the agenda for the day, hut it seems that 
the Prime Minister wanted to In 1 sure of 
his position before he announced the stage 
reached in ihe conversations which were 
then still in progress with representatives 
of the Anglo-1 rani an Oil Company, In 
fact, the vote does not seem to have 
strengthened has hand The Majlis is as 
intractable as ever, and the Cabinet is still

f'i The decision of the Judicial Commis¬ 
sion, acquitting Uhavun os Saltaneh. has 
not vel received the approval of the Majlis. 
When the debate on this subject started on 
5 th OctoUr, Ghavam’s opponents shuwod 
their determination to delay the proceed¬ 
ings. and the argument was advanced that 
the decision of the Judicial Commission 
was no longer valid as the commission l use If 
was automatically dissolved on flth October, 
its members having completed their six 
months' tenure of office It is widely be¬ 
lieved that the influence of Ghavam has 
much to do with the present situation, in 
which Hazhir's Government is kept in 
office, hut prevented from exercising power^ 

7 A short communique was issued by 
the Government on HHh October to say that 
the conversations with representatives of 
the Anglo Irani art Oil Company had come 
to an end, and that Mr. Gass had left 
Teh ran for London to discuss the Persian 
Government's proposals with the board of 
directors of the company, after which the 
ion vernations would lie resumed. There 
was some indignation in the press that no 
more tangible result had been obtained, 
ami the Prime Minister was attacked for 
once again sacrificing the rights of the 
Persian |x?opli' in order to please the 
British. 

S. At the beginning of the month the 
Prime Minister held informal ditoUsaions 
with the Deputies in an effort to get the 
budge; approved, but his various proposals 
were rejected and although he baa continu¬ 
ally emphasised in the Majlis the need for 
the approval of the budget as a whole, no 
progress has been made On 31st October 
a pr ovisional twelfth for the month of Mchr 
ivas approved and in a clumsy attempt to 
secure tack approval of the railway settle¬ 
ment. the Government inserted a clause 
authorising the expenditure on ammunition 
of U2 million sterling from the sum to he 
paid under the settlement. A heated and 
inconclusive debate on this clause ensued. 

IV Although the seven-year plan has not 
yet been approved by the Majlis, a pro¬ 
visional organisation for carrying out pre- 
limi nary work has been sol up 3 with powers 
to engage foreign expert# for a period not 
exceeding six months. An advance party 
of five from an American group of con¬ 
sultants is due to reach Tehran in mid- 
November for a short visit, and arrange¬ 
ments are being made for British expert# to 


co-operate with them. The Statistical De- 
pnrtanoikt of the Ministry of Finance hna 
been put under I be control of the new 
organisation. 

10. At a meeting of tiic Central Com¬ 
mittee of the TLideh Party the Secretary- 
General, Hr, Radmanesh, presented a 
report in which he reviewed both national 
and international affairs. He attacked 
the Government and criticised the Shah's 
recent journey to Europe. Apart from this 
orthodox pronouncement there has lieen 
little Tudeb activity. 

11. The six-monthly election of officers 
of the Majlis took place on 6th October. 
M, Sardnr Fak'her Relcom t was re-elected 
P resident by fifty-three votes to M. 
Taqizadeb's forty-six. New parlia¬ 
ments i;. commissions were ejected on 31st 
October. 

The Provinces 

12. There was a very severe earthquake 
in Northern Khorasan on the eventng of 
6th October. Shocks continued for several 
days. Early reports of severe damage in 
Meshed proved unfounded, but the district 
of Daraghaz, near the Soviet frontier, was 
almost completely devastated, several hun¬ 
dred people being killed and wounded and 
many thousand rendered homeless. Re- 
jwjrts from Moscow indicate that this earth¬ 
quake wax felt even more severely at 
Ashtjfdiftil, iit Soviet Turkmanistau, 

13. In Azerbaijan the new Governor- 
(JeneraL Khalil Fahimi, took up his duties 
on 8th October. Most of the pi-itical 
prisoners pardoned under the general 
amnesty have now returned, and a number 
of army officers, including two generals, 
who were imprisoned in connexion with 
the Azerbaijan Democrat Movement, were 
released on the Shift* a birthday. 

14. In spite of the fact that the Govern- 
men! have now rescinded most of the regu¬ 
lations forbidding the fret'movement of 
grain from one province to another, the 
bread situation remains mentis factory, 
since it became known that stocks in tine 
Tehran din were dangerously low., land¬ 
lords have boarded their grain and the 
Government seem unable to prevent their 
doing so. There was, a threat of a critical 
wheat shortage in Khmtistan owing to the 
complete failure of the harttet there. The 
Governor-General appealed to i he Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company, who were unable to 
help him out, hot he managed to get some 
supplies from other provinces to tide the 
province over until the arrival of wheat

constitutional history of Iran that a new 
Prime Minister has been thus prevented 
from presenting his Cabinet. The obstruc¬ 
tion! was carried out by the ,*)-called Auidi 
(Freedom) group, This body, twenty-two 
Deputies strong, is not one of the recognised 
Majlis fractions, but consists of Deputies 
from the Democrat. Kttefagh and other 
fractions, who had tumbined together in 
order to renHiinujnd to l,he Prime Minister 
the names of certain persons whom they 
wished to be included in the Cabinet, The 
members of the Cabinet then offered their

2 The Prime Minister then announced 
his programme, which he summarised under 
the followiug headings: ft) To maintain 
and improve friendly relations with all 
countries, especially the neighbouring 
countries, in accordance with the spirit of 
the United Na t tons Charter (*2) To enforce 
the laws, to maintain security and to 


develop social justice. (3) To carry the 
Seven-Year Plan into execution once it was 
approved by the Majlis. (4) To assure 
essential food-stuffs and water for the 
country, to encourage exports and to pro¬ 
mote hygiene and education. (5) To 
improve the lot of workers and peasants 
(6) To continue the negotiations undertaken 
by the: previous Government to safeguard 
Iranian rights to the southern oil. (7) To 
reclaim for Iran those parts of her territory 
which were, without treaty or agreement, 
subject to foreign intervention. (8) To 
prevent excessive centralisation of the 
administration at Tehran. (9) To prepare 
a budget for the coming year, the greater 
part of whose expenditure should be on 
productive works and economic develop¬ 
ment, (I0i To submit to the Majlis a Bill 
for the reorganisation of the Civil Service. 
Copies of this programme were handed to 
the Deputies and the debate started on 
23rd November, The debate continues and 
is likely to go on for another day or two 
tiefon 1 a vote Is taken. 

3. M, Sadr, who has now returned 
from the Mecca pilgrimage, is reported to 
have refused the post of Minister of 
Justice. If this is true the opposition to 
the Government in the Majlis may he some 
what reduced.

The failure of the 
Majlis to carry out any of the measures pi» 
|x>se<] hy M Hiijir. the obstruction caused 
by the cons taut withholding of the quorum 
in the Chamber, and opposition to his 
Government outside it, finally induced him 
to resign on ijih November in spite of a 
further vote of confidence; lie was replaced 
by M Midiiiinnwd Sa/ed, whose Government 
had not, however, become firmly established 
and had not even received its initial vote 
of confideniv by the end of the month. The 
polithull situation ttier©foie remains un- 
stable and uneasy, ami there have been 
increased Tudeh activity and preparations. 
There were no developments of note in 
Persia s foreign relations. 

Foreign Affairs 

2. The Soviet Ambassador, M, Sad* 
U'hikcjv. returned from leave and consulta- 
lion with his Government on 1st November. 
The Soviet Consuls-General at Tabriz, Resin 
and Kermanshait have also returned.. No 
furl tier incidents ( 00 k place on the Soviet 
Persian frontier, but the Mciturow wireless 
made play with a visit by some United 
States army officers to Azerbaijan as a 
further instant of American interference 
in Persian affairs. Si nee his return, M. 
Sad till ikov lues made it apparent that the 
removal of the United States military and 
gendarmerie missions is the first objective 
of Soviet policy in this country. In spite 
of earlier 01 indicting statements, it became 
clear during the month that the Persian 
< Government has not, in fact, communicated 
to the Security Council the notes which 
passed between them and the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment on this subject Iasi spring. 

3. The American Ambassador, Mr, 
Wiley, left Tehran on 22nd November fur 
leave in the United States, There have been 
addition. 4 ; in the strength of the United 
States Mil Italy' Mission, especially on the 
air force side, and the heads of both this 
mission and the Gendarmerie Mission have 

changed. The agreement for the 


supply of military equipment tn Persia 
from the United States, and that pro¬ 
longing the contract of the Military 
Mission have now been signed. The first 
deliveries of anus, including tanks, are 
expected to take place at Bandar Shahpur 
in Jiiid-January. A group of industrial and

The announcement was published side by 
side with one issued by the Palace in Cairo 
regarding the divorce of King Fiurouk. 

internal Affairs 

0 M. A/.ad's long-pending interpella¬ 
tion was finally taken on 27th October and 
lasted until 3rd November, ranging widely 
over issues of internal and external policy, 
M. Hajir had no difficulty in demolishing 
this or it ifisrn, and on 4th November received 
another substantia! vote of confidence, only 
eight Deputies voting against him. He at 
once tried hy enquiries from the Deputies 
to discover whether this support would be 
translate!

however, a long time forming his Cabinet

st ruction of a reservoir at a cost of fJSHhOfl'O 
to protect Seistan against any future 
shortage in the II el in and water, and the 
impi'ijviTr.cnI of roads in his are; i • 
new Governor-General of Azerbaijan has 
also secured appropriations for Azerbaijan 
factories, ami in Fats M. Ardalan. the 
Governor-General and formerly Minister of 
Communications, has obtained authority 
for improving various mads and bridges. 

18. Soviet Wireless propaganda to Azer¬ 
baijan continues extremely active ami has 
fastened particularly on the alleged pene¬ 
tration of the province by American mili 
tary advisers. The return tu Tabriz of 
Arkadi Knisnikh, Soviet Consul-General 
under the Democrats, is also sign!beam 
since he has been on leave for no less than 
seven months. The new Governor-General, 
although he is apparently well-liked, seems 
to lack the strength of character necessary 
for countering strong Soviet pressure. 
Nevertheless, the loyalty of the province 
is not yet seriously in doubt. 

17 There has been no major trouble in 
the tribal areas, though minor internal con- 
filets are reported from the Boir Ahmadi 
country; but both in the Bakhtinri country 
ami in Fares the authorities are meeting 
wkh difficulties in their plans for grain 
collection. The {rMrnorof the BakhtSari. 
Manuch,vhr Khan, whore position seems 
insecure, has gone u* Tehran and left the 
army and the Ministry of Finance with the 
responsibility of collecting grain in his 
area. Nor 3ms General Alavi Moqhaddam, 
who has been on a similar mission in Ears, 
Iveen much more successful; faced with 
Irilml opposition, he has agreed to allow the 
tribes to dispose privately (that is, foi 
smuggling) to half' their grain surplus 
But the smugglers in Bush ire are reported 
tobe determined to resist the Government's 
preventive measures. Both Mohammed 
FJusaein Khan Qashgai and the new 
General Officer Commanding Ears Divi- 
sion. General VToTazadi, have confirmed 
both their own and the tribe?' friendliness 
towards Britain. 

tft. There has been a marked revival of 
religious feeling on the occasion of 
Muharrnm, which has exceeded in fervour 
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anything seen for some years. In Tabriz 
it is reported that five men Med to death 
after self-inflicted wounds: in Aliwaz n 
strict hart on (he sale of alcohol was main¬ 
tained during the sacred month; a group 
of merchants in Kermanshah have taken 
the law into their own hands in preventing 
the sate of alcohol and lIic supply of elec¬ 
tricity to Use distillery, and even in 
Tehran the number of bands parading the 
street? during the month was much greater 
than in the previous years. 

Itl In many areas the price of food is 
on the increase and wheat supplies, are pre¬ 
carious. There is no doubt that hoarding 


and smuggling account for much of this 
scarcity since the harvest was not a bad one.

Position of Qav&m Suit an eh and the Possibility of his Return to Power

The duel between Qavam us Sullaneh 
and the Shah, which hfl.s dominated the 
political scene and paralysed ihe Majlis for 
the past two months or more, shows no sign 
of abating in intensity. On the contrary, it 
may now !*■ entering a derisive phase on 
which the recent return to office of 
Mahommed Sa'ed has as yet had no visible 
effect 

2. There is little doubt that ihe present 
deadlock is working m favour r»f Qavam 
and his money bags so far ns the Majlis 
b concerned, for the majority of Deputies 
who, m* yon will remember, bought their 
scats, from Qavam iin the last election, are 
rapidly returning to the fold. The only 
notable exception is a group of Deputies 
from Azerbaijan and Kurdistan who were 
elected in defiance of Qavam and have re 
mained stubbornly hostile to him in the 
country, as a whole, public opinion is always 
extremely difficult to gauge and the present 
situation is so thud and obscure that it 
would lx' futile to attempt to do so now. 
But my present impression is that Qavam 
has increased Itis influence in the Majlis 
at the expense of his personal reputation 
outside it. Although he has a strong 
following in the press and is assured of a 
large measure of support in certain circles, 
including (hose which are for selfish reason* 
opposed to change of any kind or are un¬ 
swervingly hostile t.o the dynasty, there is 


almost, certainly an increasing number «»i 
the politically conscious but obscure who 
realise that Qavam is now playing ducks 
and drakes with their welfare in order to 
tone his way back to power in time to con¬ 
trol tin;- 1 next election. They must also 
know that if lie succeeds, the outward 
trappings of order will be swiftly restored 
and the dock [nil back a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury. In other ci ream stances they might 
no doubt accept all this with resignation, 
but it is tint conceivable that they will he 
allowed to do so now The Tudeh arid their 
associates are,, in their way, just as active 
as Qavam. and, from all I hear, they are not 
wasting their time. There are few things 
which would help them mure than the 
return to power of a corrupt |Hditiciati of 
the old school, whu is, 1 suspect, still con- 
vinevd of iiis ability either to bring them to 
heel or keep them in play, or else to come 
to terms with them. I f Qavam were now to 
return in rHumph he would almost cer¬ 
tainly be easy meat for the Tudeh, as. in 
deed, he was in lym until, under pressure 
from the Shah, from the American Ambas¬ 
sador and from toe, he was forced to break 
with them. 

3. 3 have no reason to believe that the 
Shahs feelings towards Qavam are less 
hostile now than they have Wn at any other 
time. As men they are the poles apart, and 
might therefore have l»eeu complementary, 
hut Qavamk political ability and expert 
once are so much greater than the Shah s 
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that 1 see little prospect of sit< h a happy 
consummation. What is more, the Shah is 
far from toaster in his own house, and liie 
possibility of Qnvam establishing ,i fifth 
volmrni in the umrt cannot be excluded. 
Indeed, I have some reason to believe that 
he is hard at work On that front already. 
I nfortunately the only card which the 
Shah can play against Qavam is to find 
some reason for arresting him or sending 
him abroad. 

4 It may therefore turn out that there 
is no alternative to the return of Qav&m 
and, in that event, we shall have to make 
the best of him, but, for the reasons 1 have 
staled, J do not view the prospect with any 
degree of enthusiasm, So far &$ T am con¬ 
cerned, however, there is nothing to be 
gained and perhaps much to be lost by any 
premature intervention in the straggle. 
FiU the present, therefore, any advice 
which 1 may give should not identify rue 
with one side or the other. For this reason, 
if For no other, it must be iff a positive 
character. I have in consequence taken 
the following line which, I hope, will meet 
with your approval Whenever I hear the 
present Government disparaged, m of 
enurse it is by Imth contending parties, f 
point oat the folly of pulling down one 
Government after another without having 
any Hear idea r>f what is to take its place. 
The honesty of the present Prime Minister 
is challenged by no one, but irresponsible 
chopping and changing is fast bringing all 
Government ami indeed the whole existing 
order into disrepute, ft is. therefore, the 
duty of every patriotic Persian to support 
the present Government unless and until 
the poasihility of a better one emerges. 
This, I maintain, can best be done by en¬ 
couraging men of real ability and influence 


to give the Government active support and 
to take office in it if they are asked to do so. 

o. There ore unfortunately not many who 
answer to the above description, Qavam 
is excluded hypothtsi, to say nothing of 
the charges which still lie against him. 
Beyyid Zin is, of course, another out¬ 
standing figure, but by his intemperate 
attacks upon the Royal Family and the 
Court he has antagonised them kith. Ali 
Mansur is a jiossibHity, but he has many 
enemies and iris relations with SaVd are 
such that they could hardly work together, 
still less make a useful learn. The only 
other obvious candidate \& Taquudeh. He 
has already been offered the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs as well as that of Finance 
in the present Cabinet, and has refused 
both. But when I saw the Prime Minister 
on Iftth December, as I reported at the time. 
I enquired whether he would not consider 
urging Taqizadeh to accept the vacant port 
folio of Interior. I have since heard 
privately that this appointment would be 
strongly opposed by certain influential 
persons at Court—possibly for the reason 
suggested towards the end of paragraph :i 
above. Whether the Shah himself is 
opposed to Taqizadeh I do not know, but 
3 propose to persist in my suggestion, if 
adopted »l may stabilise tie position of the 
Government and ensure that the coming 
elections are held under the fairest con¬ 
ch lions obtainable and, if rejected, it wall 
at any rate leave me free to intervene if at 
any stage it should appear that such action 
on my part would be effect ive, 
fi. I ain Ending a copy of this despatch
